Voted  to  accept  the  laying  out  of  a 
street  as  a  town  way  extending  from  Huggins  Road  to 
Durbeck  Road,  a  distance  of  approximately  85  feet,  as 
laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  and  in  accordance  with  plan 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  name  said  street 
Dowd  Road. 

Article  44.  Voted  to  pass  over  the  raising  and  ap- 
propriating of  $1,794.00  to  build  a  sidewalk  and  curb  on 
the  southerly  side  ,  of  Dowd  Road  from  Huggins  Road 
westerly  to  Moncrief  Road. 

Article  45.  Voted  to  establish  a  Committee  to  be 
known  as  the  Drainage  Committee  consisting  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health,  High- 
way Surveyor  and  the  Finance  Committee  for  the  purpose 
of  correcting  drainage  problems  in  such  locations  as  may 
be  deemed  advisable,  locations  of  corrective  or  construc- 
tion work  to  be  determined  by  joint  consultation  of  the 
Planning  Board,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board  of  Health, 
Highway  Surveyor  and  the  Finance  Committee,  each 
Board  to  cast  one  vote  in  the  final  determination  of  work 
locations,  including  all  drainage  on  road  construction, 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  serve  as 
Chairman  of  this  Committee,  with  responsibility  of  calling 
meetings  as  advisable. 

Article  46.  Voted  to  pass  over  the  raising  and  ap- 
propriating of  $7,500.00  for  the  purpose  of  correcting 
drainage  problems  under  direction  of  the  Drainage  Com- 
mittee after  the  meeting  was  advised  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee that  there  was  a  substantial  balance  of  funds  left 
over  from  1958  which  were  available  for  1959  for  such 
purposes. 
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Article  47.  Voted  that  the  Town  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000.00)  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Drainage  Committee 
for  the  purpose  of  installing  an  original  drain  on  East 
Water  Street  from  Union  Street  to  a  point  at  the  brook 
which  runs  southerly  from  East  Water  Street  at  a  place 
formerly  called  Cushing's  Fond  and  to  meet  said  appro- 
priation the  sum  of  Five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000.00)  be

Article  50.  Voted  to  authorize  and  direct  the  As- 
sessors to  take  the  sum  of  Forty  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($40,500.00)  from  available  funds  to  reduce  the 
tax  levy  for  the  current  year. 

Article  51.  Voted  to  establish  the  rate  of  pay  for 
unskilled  labor  at  One  dollar  and  seventy-cents  ($1.70) 
per  hour  retroactive  to  January  1,  1959. 

A  motion  to  return  to  and  reconsider  Article  #3  was 
voted  in  the  negative  by  a  counted  vote  as  .follows: 
Affirmative  votes  14       Negative  votes  281 
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Necessary  two-thirds  affirmative  votes  for  reconsid- 
eration being  198  votes. 

A  motion  that  Department  Heads  be  instructed  to 
bring  in  to  the  next  recessed  meeting  the  amounts  neces- 
sary to  meet  the  new  $1.70  hourly  rate  for  unskilled  labor 
was  voted  in  the  negative. 

Then  at  11 :10  P.  M.  Voted  to  recess  until  Wednes- 
day evening,  March  4th,  1959,  the  meeting  to  reconvene 
in  this  same  Auditorium  at  7  :30  P.  M. 

At  7:30  P.  M.  Wednesday,  March  4th,  1959,  the 
meeting  was  again  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator.

Section  105-2.1  Dwellings  and  Accessory  Struc- 
tures. 

This  Code  shall  apply  to  any  addition,  altera- 
tion or  repair  of  an  existing  dwelling  or  its 
accessory  structures,  the  cost  of  which  exceeds 
ten  (10%)  per  cent  of  the  assessed  value  of  a 
dwelling  or  twenty  (20%)  per  cent  of  the  as- 
sessed value  of  such  an  accessory  structure,  or 
which  increases  the  number  of  dwelling  units. 

Section  105-2.3  Business,  Commercial,  Industri- 
al and  Mixed  Occupancy  Buildings. 
This  code  shall  apply  to  any  addition,  alteration 
or  repair  of  an  existing  business,  commercial,  in- 
dustrial and  mixed  occupancy  building  or  acces- 
sory structure,  the  cost  of  which  exceeds  five 
(5%)  per  cent  of  the  assessed  value  of  such  a 
building  or  ten  (10%)  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
value  of  such  an  accessory  structure,  or  which 
increases  the  number  of  dwelling  units.

Article  75.  A  motion  that  the  Moderator  be  excused 
from  reading  this  article  to  the  meeting  was  voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

John  J.  Burke,  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board, 
read  the  Report  of  the  Planning  Board,  on  this  article, 
to  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Robert  W.  Bowker  moved  that  the  provisions 
of  article  No.  75  be  amended  as  follows : 

Firstly,  that  in  Section  3  C,  paragraph  numbered  1,  relat- 
ing to  permitted  uses  in  Industrial  Park  Districts,  the 
period  at  the  end  of  the  sentence  be  stricken  out 
and  a  comma  be  substituted  therefor,  and  there  be 
added  the  words  "and  only  under  permit  issued  by 
the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  subsequent  to  a  public 
hearing,  and  upon  such  conditions  as  it  may  deter- 
mine reasonably  necessary  to  promote  the  purpose 
and  intent  of  this  by-law";  so  that  Section  3  C-1  will 
read  as  follows : 

1.  Any  legally  authorized  manufacturing,  whole- 
saling, warehousing  or  other  commercial  non-retail 
activity,  all  of  which  must  be  enclosed,  and  uses  of 
land  and  buildings  customarily  incidental  or  acces- 
sory thereto,  including  the  business  office  of  such  ac- 
tivities, provided  that  such  activity  will  not  be  injur- 
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ious  or  offensive  or  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood 
or  to  the  Town  because  of  the  emission  of  odors, 
fumes,  dust,  noise,  smoke,  refuse  matter,  vibrations 
or  hazardous  by  reason  of  fires  or  explosion  or  other 
similar  cause,  and  only  under  permit  issued  by  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals,  subsequent  to  a  public 
hearing,  and  upon  such  conditions  as  it  may  deter- 
mine reasonably  necessary  to  promote  the  purpose 
and  intent  of  this  by-law. 

Secondly  that  in  Section  5,  paragraph  number  5,  and  entit- 
led Parking  Areas,  the  entire  wording  be  stricken  out,  and 
there  be  substituted  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

5.  PARKING  AREAS.  Off  street  motor  vehicle 
parking  areas  equal  to  one  hundred  sixty  (160) 
square  feet  per  employee,  and  adequate  to  serve  all 
delivery  traffic,  shall  be  provided  on  the  same  lot, 
with  access  driveways  not  less  than  twenty  (2t))  feet 
wide  extending  the  full  length  of  the  area,  and  they 
shall  be  drained  and  paved  with  concrete  or  a  perma- 
nent hard  surface  bituminous  mixture.  A  common 
driveway  may  serve  two  rows  of  spaces  if  vehicles 
are  angle  parked  on  the  opposite  sides  thereof.  No 
parking  area  shall  be  constructed  or  used  nearer  than 
thirty  (30)  feet  to  the  lot  line  of  abutting  land  which 
is  within  a  residence  district  established  by  this  by- 
law, nor  nearer  than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  to  any 
dwelling  existing  in  an  Industrial  Park  District  on  the 
effective  date  of  amendment  establishing  the  bound- 
aries of  said  district. 

Thirdly  that  in  Section  5  immediately  following  the  para- 
graph numbered  7  and  entitled  HEIGHTS,  an  additional 
paragraph  be  added  as  follows: 

8.  EXISTING  RESIDENCES.  Except  for  a 
shelter  for  plant  protection  and  security  officers,  no 
building  or  structure  of  any  kind  shall  be  located 
nearer  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  (15-0)  feet  to  any 
dwelling  existing  in  an  Industrial  Park  District  on  the 
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effective  date  of  the  amendment  establishing  the 
boundaries  of  said  district. 

The  foregoing  amendments  to  the  amendments  con- 
tained in  this  article  were  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  show  of  hands.

2.  By  striking  out  the  present  provisions  of  Section  IIB 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following  new  paragraph: 

B.  The  boundaries  of  each  of  the  said  districts  are 
established  as  shown  and  defined  on  the  map  accom- 
panying this  by-law  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Town  of  Rockland,  entitled  ''Rockland,  Massachusetts, 
Zoning  District  Map  1958"  as  amended  by  a  map  by 
Perkins  Engineering  Associates,  dated  January  6,  1959, 
and  entitled  ''Rockland,  Massachusetts  Zoning  District 
Map  —  Industrial  Park  Amendment  of  1959",  which 
maps  and  all  their  contents  are  hereby  made  a  part  of 
this  by-law. 

3.  By  adding  to  Section  III  the  following  subsection  : 

C.  INDUSTRIAL  PARK 

In  Industrial  Park  Districts  only  the  following  uses  of 
land,  buildings  and  structures  shall  be  permitted  : 
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1.  Any  legally  authorized  manufacturing,  whole- 
saling, warehousing  or  other  commercial  non-retail  ac- 
tivity, all  of  which  must  be  enclosed,  and  uses  of  land 
and  buildings  customarily  incidental  or  accessory  there- 
to, including  the  business  office  of  such  activities,  pro- 
vided that  such  activity  will  not  be  injurious  or  offensive 
or  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood  or  to  the  Town 
because  of  the  emission  of  odors,  fumes,  dust,  noise, 
smoke,  refuse  matter,  vibrations,  or  hazardous  by  rea- 
son of  fires  or  explosion  or  other  similar  cause,  and  only 
under  permit  issued  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals, 
subsequent  to  a  public  hearing,  and  upon  such  condi- 
tions as  it  may  determine  reasonably  necessary  to  pro- 
mote the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  by-law. 

2.  Advertising  signs  as  regulated  by  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
Town  of  Rockland. 

3.  Municipal  and  Public  Utility  use  with  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Appeals  after  a  public  hearing  thereon. 

4.  Expressly  prohibited  are  junk  yards,  automobile 
graveyards  and  outdoor  retail  sales  and  retail  display 
yards. 

4.  By  striking  out  in  Section  IVA  and  in  Section  IVB 
the  words  ^'within  the  two  districts  of  the  Town"  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  words  ''Within  any  Residence  and 
any  Business  and  Industrial  District.'' 

5.  By  adding  to  Section  IV  immediately  following  sub- 
section A  the  following  new  subsection. 

AA  Within  Industrial  Park  districts  all  lots  and 
buildings  shall  be  so  designed,  constructed  and  used 
as  to  comply  with  the  following  requirements : 

1.  LOT  AREA  AND  WIDTH.  No  requirement, 
but  must  be  such  as  to  permit  compliance  with  all 
other  regulations. 
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2.  LOT  COVERAGE.  Buildings  shall  not  cover 
more  than  seventy-five  (75)  percent  of  a  lot,  or  of 
lots  in  common  ownership. 

3.  FRONT  YARD.  A  front  yard  of  not  less  than 
fifty  (50)  feet  in  depth  shall  be  provided. 

Depth  shall  be  measured  from  the  nearest  street 
line  except  that  in  case  of  ways  such  measurement 
shall  commence  at  a  point  at  least  twenty  (20)  feet 
from  the  center  line  of  the  way.  Except  for  a  shelter 
for  plant  protection  and  security  officers,  no  building 
or  structure  of  any  kind  shall  be  located  within  the 
front  yard  area. 

4.  SIDE  AND  REAR  YARDS.  No  building  or 
structure  of  any  kind  shall  be  located  in  a  side  or 
rear  yard  nearer  than  thirty  (30)  feet  to  any  side 
or  rear  lot  line,  nor  nearer  than  fifty  (50)  feet  to 
said  lot  lines  wherever  the  abutting  land  is  within  a 
residence  district  established  by  this  by-law. 

5.  PARKING  AREAS.  Off  street  motor  vehicle 
parking  areas  equal  to  one  hundred  sixty  (160) 
square  feet  per  employee,  and  adequate  to  serve  all 
delivery  trafl^c,  shall  be  provided  on  the  same  lot, 
with  access  driveways  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  feet 
wide  extending  the  full  length  of  the  area,  and  shall 
be  drained  and  paved  with  concrete  or  a  permanent 
hard  surface  bituminous  mixture.  A  common  drive- 
way may  serve  two  rows  of  spaces  if  vehicles  are 
angle  parked  on  the  opposite  sides  thereof.  No  park- 
ing area  shall  be  constructed  or  used  nearer  than 
thirty  (30)  feet  to  the  lot  line  of  abutting  land  which 
is  within  a  residence  district  established  by  this  by- 
law, nor  nearer  than  seventy-five  (75)  feet  to  any 
dwelling  existing  in  an  Industrial  Park  district  on 
the  effective  date  of  the  amendment  establishing  the 
boundaries  of  said  district. 

6.  LANDSCAPING.  The  unpaved  and  unoccupied 
area  of  any  lot  shall  be  appropriately  landscaped  so 
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as  to  be  compatable  and  complimentary  to  its  sur- 
roundings. 

7.  HEIGHTS.  Buildings  shall  not  exceed  fifty-five 
(55)  feet  in  height,  except  that  this  limitation  shall 
not  apply  to  chimneys,  tanks  or  other  accessory 
structural  features  customarily  erected  at  a  height 
greater  than  the  main  roofs  of  industrial  or  commer- 
cial buildings. 

8.  EXISTING  RESIDENCES.  Except  for  a  shelter 
for  plant  protection  and  security  officers,  no  building 
or  structure  of  any  kind  shall  be  located  nearer  than 
one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  to  any  dwelling 
existing  in  an  Industrial  Park  district  on  the  effective 
date  of  the  amendment  establishing  the  boundaries 
of  said  district. 

6.  By  adding  at  the  end  of  the  first  sentence  in  Section 
VIA  the  words  ''in  a  residence  district",  so  that  it  will 
read  as  follows :  ''No  accessory  building  or  structure  shall 
be  located  within  the  required  front  yard  area  in  a  resi- 
dence district." 

7.  By  removing  from  the  Residence  District  and  includ- 
ing in  the  Industrial  Park  District  the  land  within  the  fol- 
lowing described  boundaries  and  lines,  to  wit: 

Commencing  on  the  easterly  side  of  Union  Street  at 
its  intersection  with  the  Rockland-Weymouth  town 
line,  thence  running  easterly  along  said  Rockland- 
Weymouth  town  line  and  the  Rockland-Hingham 
town  line  to  a  point  on  said  town  line  six  hundred 
(600)  feet  west  of  the  westerly  side  line  of  Gardner 
Street,  thence  running  in  a  southeasterly  direction 
across  Hingham  Street  to  a  point  on  the  northwest- 
erly side  line  of  Pond  Street,  said  point  being  on  a 
line  parallel  to  and  two  hundred  and  seventy-five 
(275)  feet  northerly  from  the  northerly  side  line  of 
Curry  Street,  at  its  intersection  with  the  northwest- 
erly side  line  of  Pond  Street;  thence  running  in  a 
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westerly  direction  along  said  line,  parallel  to  and  two 
hundred  and  seventy-five  (275)  feet  northerly  of 
the  northerly  side  line  of  Curry  Street  across  Wright 
Street  to  a  point  one  hundred  (100)  feet  westerly  of 
the  westerly  side  line  of  Wright  Street;  thence  run- 
ning in  a  southerly  direction  along  a  line  parallel  to 
and  one  hundred  feet  westerly  of  the  westerly  side 
line  of  said  Wright  Street  across  Curry  Street  to  a 
point  midway  between  the  southerly  side  line  of  said 
Curry  Street  and  the  northerly  side  line  of  Wilson 
Street.  Thence  running  in  a  westerly  direction  along 
a  line  parallel  to  said  Wilson  Street,  across  Cedar 
Street  to  a  point  on  the  westerly  side  line  of  said 
Cedar  Street;  thence  running  in  a  southerly  direc- 
tion by  the  westerly  side  line  of  said  Cedar  Street 
to  a  point  on  a  line  parallel  to  and  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  southerly  of  the  southerly  side  line  of 
Colby  Street;  thence  running  in  a  westerly  direction 
to  a  point  in  the  southeasterly  side  line  of  Hingham 
Street  at  the  northerly  most  corner  of  property  now 
or  formerly  of  Walter  F.  Jr.  and  Claudia  H.  Blake 
and  the  southerly  most  corner  of  property  now  or 
formerly  of  William  and  Helen  F.  Thorpe.  Thence 
running  in  a  northwesterly  direction  across  said 
Hingham  Street  to  a  point  on  the  northwesterly  side 
line  of  said  Hingham  Street,  said  point  being  the  in- 
tersection of  a  line  parallel  to  and  three  hundred 
(300)  feet  northerly  of  the  northerly  side  line  of 
Forest  Street  with  the  northwesterly  side  line  of 
Hingham  Street.  Thence  running  in  a  westerly  direc- 
tion along  said  line  parallel  to  and  three  hundred 
(300)  feet  northerly  of  the  northerly  side  line  of 
Forest  Street,  across  Weymouth  Street  to  a  point  in 
the  center  line  of  Swamp  River,  so  called;  thence 
running  in  a  northeasterly  direction  by  the  center 
line  of  said  Swamp  River  to  a  point,  being  the  north- 
easterly corner  of  property  now  or  formerly  of  Stan- 
ley W.  and  Florence  M.  Feener  and  the  southwest- 
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erly  corner  of  property  now  or  formerly  of  Evelyn 
F.  Shaw.  Thence  running  in  a  northwesterly  and 
westerly  direction  along  said  Feener-Shaw  property 
line  and  the  extension  of  said  property  line  to  a  point 
two  hundred  (200)  feet  easterly  of  the  easterly  side 
line  of  Union  Street.  Thence  running  in  a  northerly 
direction  along  a  line  parallel  to  and  two  hundred 
(200)  feet  east  of  the  easterly  side  line  of  said  Union 
Street  to  a  point  on  the  northerly  property  line  of 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Lorenzo  A.  and  Margaret  H. 
Medico  and  southerly  line  of  property  now  or  form- 
erly of  United  States  of  America,  thence  running  in 
a  westerly  direction  along  said  Medico-U.S.A.  prop- 
erty line  to  a  point  on  the  easterly  side  line  of  Union 
Street,  thence  running  in  a  northerly  direction  by  the 
easterly  side  line  of  said  Union  Street  to  the  point  of 
beginning.

Necessary  two  thirds  vote  for  the  adoption  of  this  arti- 
cle being  144  votes 

Article  76.  John  J.  Burke,  Chairman  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board,  read  the  Report  of  the  Planning  Board,  on 
this  article,  to  the  meeting. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  J.  Burke  and  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendation  in  the  Report  of  the  Planning 
Board,  as  read  to  the  meeting,  the  meeting  voted  to 
strike  out  in  its  entirety  the  item  —  I.  CUSTOMARY 
HOME  OCCUPATIONS  as  it  appears  in  this  article 
and  reading:  Any  occupation  conducted  by  a  resident 
occupant  in  which  all  necessary  functions  shall  be  per- 
formed solely  by  said  resident  occupant  in  person,  with 
no  assistance  except  from  his  or  her  spouse,  without 
any  employees,  assistants  or  substitutes,  and  not  includ- 
ing occupations  involving  directly  the  physical  persons 
of  the  patrons,  as  in  barbering,  cosmetic  treatment, 
physiotherapy  etc. 
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The  Moderator  declaring  the  vote  to  strike  out  as 
being  a  majority  vote  on  a  show  of  hands. 
Then  it  was 

VOTED  TO  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  adopted  on 
March  4,  1958  in  the  following  respects. 

1.  By  adding  to  Section  VII  the  following : 

I.  NEW  AREAS.  New  areas,  as  the  term  is  used 
in  Section  III,  A-10,  shall  mean  any  area  which  has 
not  been  actively  worked  for  at  least  twenty-five 
(25%)  per  cent  of  the  two  (2)  year  period  immedi- 
ately prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  amendment. 
Any  area  which  has  been  so  actively  worked  shall 
also  be  considered  new  areas  if  extended  beyond  the 
property  or  lot  line  of  the  parcel  or  lot  on  which 
they  are  located  subsequent  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  amendment. 

J.  LOT  WIDTH.  The  distance  between  the  side 
lot  lines,  measured  at  the  street  line  of  the  lot,  except 
that  in  case  of  lots  fronting  upon  way  the  said 
measurements  shall  be  made  at  points  at  least  twen- 
ty (20)  feet  from  the  center  line  of  the  way. 

2.  By  striking  out  of  Section  IXB  the  entire  first  para- 
graph and  substituting  therefor  the  following : 

''Appeals  may  be  taken  to  the  Board  of  Appeals 
by  any  officer  or  board  of  the  Town,  or  by  any  per- 
son aggrieved  by  any  order  or  decision,  made  under 
this  by-law,  by  the  Building  Inspector  or  other  officer 
or  board  of  the  Town,  by  filing  such  appeal  with  the 
Town  Clerk  no  later  than  fourteen  days  after  noti- 
fication of  the  order  or  decision  and  by  depositing 
therewith  a  filing  fee  of  ten  (10)  dollars." 

3.  By  striking  out  of  Section  X  the  entire  second  para- 
graph and  substituting  therefor  the  following  : 

''No  provision  of  this  by-law  or  amendment  there- 
of shall  affect  any  permit  issued  or  any  building  or 
structure  lawfully  begun  before  the  first  notice  of

All  Statements 
of  Emergency,  Letters,  Proposals  and  Contracts  re- 
ferred to  herein  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  officer, 
board  of  committee  concerned  for  a  period  of  two 
years  and  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection  at  reason- 
able times,  -  and  is  adopted  it  is  directed  that  the 
provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  become  effective 
as  of  30  June,  1959.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Rockland  for  the  period  from 
January  1,  1957  to  January  24,  1959,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This 
is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  William 
Schwartz,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Rockland 
for  the  period  from  January  1,  1957,  the  date  of  the  pre- 
vious examination,  to  January  24,  1959,  and  submit  the 
following  report  thereon : 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  reports  and 
records  of  the  treasurer  and  the  accounting  officer. 

An  analysis  was  made  of  the  ledger  accounts  for 
the  period  covered  by  the  audit,  the  receipts  being  check- 
ed with  the  treasurer's  books,  and  the  payments  being 
compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them  and  with 
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the  treasurer's  records.  The  appropriation  accounts  and 
loan  authorizations  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's 
records  of  town  meeting  proceedings,  and  the  recorded 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  verified  by  compari- 
son with  the  authorizations  on  file  from  the  finance  com- 
mittee. 

The  necessary  adjusting  entries  resulting  from  the 
audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  town  on  December  31,  1958. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  overdrawn  accounts  aggre- 
gating $7,635.54  appearing  on  the  balance  sheet  which 
are  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  17  claims  pending  against 
the  town  highway  department  were  listed  aggregating 
$9,792.56  representing  unpaid  bills  of  prior  years,  includ- 
ing services  rendered  in  1957  and  1958  and  merchandise 
delivered  in  1958. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts,  as  record- 
ed, were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records  in  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and 
with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the 
town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with 
the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to 
disburse  town  funds.  The  cash  balance  on  January  24, 
1959  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  ofl^ice, 
and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balances  with  statements 
furnished  by  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  reconcil- 
ing the  treasurer's  cash,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to 
reconcile  the  monthly  bank  statements  for  practically  the 
entire  period  under  audit,  which  consumed  a  great  deal 
of  time  with  its  consequential  cost.  Accordingly,  it  is 
urged  that  the  treasurer  prove  the  balances  in  the 
banks  and  the  cash  in  the  office  with  the  cash  book  balance 
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at  least  weekly,  that  the  bank  accounts  be  promptly  re- 
conciled with  the  bank  statements  upon  receipt,  and  that 
he  keep  a  permanent  record  of  such  reconciliations. 

The  payments  made  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and 
interest  were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and 
checked  with  the  cancelled  securities  on  file. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing 
the  investment  of  the  several  trust  and  investment  funds 
in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer  and  the  library  trus- 
tees were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved 
and  all  transactions  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by 
the  tow^n  w^ere  examined  and  checked.  The  amounts  add- 
ed to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the  collec- 
tor's records.  The  tax  title  redemptions  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  and  the  tax  titles 
and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with 
the  controlling  accounts  in  the  general  ledger,  and  check- 
ed with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  treasurer  institute  fore- 
closure proceedings  on  all  tax  titles  held  over  two  years, 
as  required  by  Section  50,  Chapter  60,  General  Laws. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  for  Federal  taxes, 
the  county  retirement  system,  and  group  insurance  were 
checked  and  proved  with  the  treasurer's  records  and  with 
the  controlling  accounts  in  the  general  ledger. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax  and  excise 
accounts  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examina- 
tion, and  all  subsequent  commitment  lists,  were  audited 
and  compared  with  the  assessors'  warrants  issued  for 
their  collection.  The  cash  book  additions  were  proved 
and  the  reported  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts.  The  abate- 
ments, as  recorded,  were  compared  with  the  assessors' 
records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the  tax 
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title  account  were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the  respective  controlling 
accounts  in  the  general  ledger. 

Considerable  detailed  checking  was  necessary  in 
order  to  properly  reconcile  the  collector's  accounts,  which 
added  materially  to  the  time  consumed  in  making  the 
audit. 

It  is  again  recommended  that  action  be  taken  to 
effect  a  prompt  settlement  of  the  delinquent  taxes  and 
motor  vehicle  and  trailer  excise  of  prior  years. 

The  records  of  departmental  and  water  accounts 
receivable  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The 
commitments  were  proved,  the  collections  were  compared 
with  the  treasurer's  recorded  receipts,  the  abatements 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  departments  au- 
thorized to  grant  them,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  controlling  accounts  in  the 
general  ledger. 

The  outstanding  tax,  excise,  departmental,  and  water 
accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of 
persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating 
that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  accounts  pertaining  to  dog  and 
sporting  licenses  issued,  as  well  as  to  the  collection  of 
miscellaneous  fees,  were  examined  and  checked.  The 
payments  to  the  treasurer  and  to  the  State  were  verified, 
and  the  cash  balance  on  January  24,  1959  was  proved  by 
actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  several  town  officials,  re- 
quired by  law  to  file  them  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties,  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  board  of  selectmen  and 
of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of  the 
health,  school,  and  library  departments,  and  of  all  other 
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departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing 
bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked,  the  re- 
corded collections  being  compared  with  the  treasurer's 
receipts. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended 
to  this  report  tables  showing  reconciliations  of  the  several 
cash  accounts,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title, 
departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  schedules 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and 
investment  funds. 

During  the  progress  of  the  audit  cooperation  was 
extended  by  the  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

trance  either  a  certificate  of  vaccination  or  a  certificate  of 
unfitness  for  vaccination.  The  School  Committee  and 
Board  of  Health  have  ruled  that  certificates  of  unfitness 
for  vaccination  must  be  renewed  each  year.  Children 
coming  into  the  school  system  from  other  places,  whether 
at  the  opening  of  school  in  September  or  during  the  school 
year,  will  be  required  to  produce  satisfactory  evidence 
regarding  vaccination.  Pupils  desiring  to  enter  the  first 
grade  must  enroll  on  or  before  October  1st.  Otherwise, 
they  will  not  be  admitted. 

DIGEST  OF  LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS  RELATING 
TO  SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 

Pupils  who  have  been  absent  from  school  on  account 
of  contagious  disease  must  secure  a  permit  from  a  school 
physician  before  re-entering.  In  cases  of  doubt  or  in  cases 
where  there  exists  a  suspicion  of  contagion,  the  parents 
should  advise,  and  the  teacher  should  require  that  the 
pupil  consult  the  school  nurse,  who  may  refer  the  case  to 
a  school  physician  for  further  examinaion.  Any  pupil 
having  a  contagious  disease  may  be  temporarily  excluded 
from  school  by  the  teacher  of  her  own  initiative  or  at  the 
direction  of  the  school  nurse  or  school  physician. 

Sickness  is  the  only  legal  excuse  for  absence  from 
school. 

All  children  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  sixteen 
years  must  be  in  school  except  those  between  fourteen  and 
sixteen  years  of  age  who  are  actually  employed  under  the 
authority  of  an  employment  certificate,  home  permit  or  a 
special  certificate  permitting  farm  or  domestic  employ- 
ment, issued  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Any  pupil  who  habitually  violates  rules  of  the  school 
or  otherwise  seriously  interferes  with  the  proper  and  or- 
derly operation  of  the  school  which  he  attends,  may  be 
temporarily  excluded  by  the  principal  or  the  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  or  may  be  permanently  expelled  by  the 
school  committee. 
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Pupils  under  seven  years  of  age  or  over  sixteen  who 
elect  to  attend  school  must  conform  to  the  same  rules  and 
regulations  as  those  pupils  v^ho  are  within  the  compulsory 
age  . . .  from  seven  to  sixteen. 

Teachers  may  require  a  written  excuse  signed  by  a 
parent  or  guardian  covering  any  case  of  absence,  tardi- 
ness or  dismissal. 

Whenever  a  pupil  is  suspended  by  a  principal,  for 
any  cause  for  any  length  of  time,  an  immediate  report 
must  be  made  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.

INCREMENTS:  No  increment  shall  be  considered  as 
automatic.  A  salary  increment  may  be  withheld  when,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  School  Board,  there  is  sufficient  cause 
to  warrant  such  action.  After  ten  years  of  experience  all 
teachers  will  receive  $200.00  increments  regardless  of  de- 
grees earned. 
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ADVANCED  STUDY  INCREMENTS:  Extra  incre- 
ments of  $100.00  will  be  added  to  the  salary  of  a  teacher 
when  credit  is  received  by  the  teacher  for  advanced 
study  beyond  the  Bachelor's  degree,  according  to  the 
above  schedule.  When  a  teacher  changes  from  $150.00 
increments  to  $200.00  increments  because  of  earning  a 
Master's  degree,  his  salary  the  following  September  will 
be  figured  by  adding  $100.00  for  the  Master's  degree  and 
$50.00  to  the  increment:

MILITARY  SERVICE:  Financial  recognition  is  al- 
lowed for  military  service  incurred  subsequent  to  January 
1,  1955  to  any  classroom  teacher  who  meets  one  of  the 
following  specifications: 

1.  A  teacher  to  be  employed  in  Rockland  for  the  first 
time  with  prior  military  service  subsequent  to 
January  1,  1955. 

2.  A  current  member  of  the  teaching  staff  whose 
teaching  service  was  interrupted  or  postponed  be- 
cause of  military  obligations  since  January  1, 
1955. 

Military  credit  up  to  2  years  on  the  salary  schedule 
may  be  granted  for  military  service. 
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PROFESSIONAL  IMPROVEMENT :  On  completion 
of  15  credit  hours  of  graduate  study,  $100.00  shall  be  giv- 
en, and  an  additional  $100.00  when  Master's  degree  is  ob- 
tained. The  Master's  degree  must  be  earned  before  fur- 
ther advanced  study  will  count  toward  additional  compen- 
sation beyond  the  Master's  degree.  No  course  shall  count 
twice  at  any  level.  Courses  must  be  approved  by  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  This  approval  must  be  obtained  by 
the  teacher  before  December  if  the  credit  is  expected  by 
the  following  September  so  that  the  amount  may  be  in- 
cluded in  the  school  budget. 

SICK  LEAVE:  Fifteen  days  of  personal  ''sick  leave" 
shall  be  allowed  full  time  members  of  the  teaching  person- 
nel without  loss  of  salary  in  any  school  year,  cumulative 
to  45  days;  plus  the  difference  between  the  substitue's 
daily  pay,  and  the  teacher's  pay  for  a  period  of  30  school 
days  after  the  sick  leave  period,  UPON  SUBMISSION 
OF  A  DOCTOR'S  CERTIFICATE.  Any  part-time  mem- 
bers of  the  teaching  personnel  shall  receive  compensation 
for  sick  leave  in  the  same  proportion  that  his  or  her  part- 
time  service  bears  to  full-time  service.  Two  days  of  the 
15  days  allowed  may  be  used  for  personal  emergencies 
with  approval  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

A  member  of  the  teaching  personnel  shall  receive 
full  pay  for  5  CALENDAR  days  for  death  in  the  immedi- 
ate family.  'Immediate"  family  includes  parents,  wife, 
husband,  brother,  sister  or  children. 

For  each  day's  absence,  with  the  exception  of  the 
reasons  mentioned  above,  1 /200th  of  the  yearly  salary 
shall  be  deducted  for  full-time  members  of  the  teaching 
personnel.  Any  member  of  the  teaching  personnel  absent 
for  more  than  1/2  of  a  session  shall  lose  pay  for  the  entire 
session. 

SALARY  PAYMENTS:  Members  af  the  teaching 
personnel  of  the  Rockland  schools  shall  receive  their 
salaries  every  other  week  on  Friday. 
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SUBSTITUTES:  Substitute  teachers  will  be  paid  at 
the  rate  of  $11.50  per  day.  Permanent  substitutes  will  be 
paid  at  the  rate  of  $3100.  per  year.  A  permanent  substi- 
tute is  one  who  is  employed  for  a  stipulated  period  of  time. 

RETIREMENT  INCREMENT:  Depending  upon 
length  of  service,  a  retirement  increment  of  $200.00  may 
be  allowed  any  teacher,  supervisor  or  nurse  upon  written 
notice  of  intention  to  retire  at  end  of  one  full  school  year 
from  date  of  notice.  Notice  of  intention  is  irrevocable. 

VISITING  SCHOOLS:  Visiting  schools  authorized 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  or  work  pertaining  to 
the  schools  which  has  been  assigned  by  the  Superintend- 
ent may  be  allowed  without  loss  of  salary.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Rockland : 

Reviewing  the  past  year's  activities  in  the  Rockland 
schools,  unquestionably  a  great  accomplishment  was  the 
highly  successful  operation  of  our  first  summer  school  in 
many  years.  The  summer  school  was  limited  in  its  scope 
for  two  main  reasons : 

1)  To  get  a  realistic  sampling  of  pupil  interest,  2)  that  the 
new  problems  posed  by  this  departure  from  the  routine 
might  be  kept  to  a  minimum. 

The  summer  sessions  were  a  tremendous  success  both 
from  the  standpoint  of  student  interest  and  attitude,  as 
well  as  the  work  accomplished  by  the  students.  This  suc- 
cess was  extremely  heartening  to  your  Committee  since  the 
inclusion  of  a  summer  school  in  the  Rockland  School  Cur- 
riculum enables  your  schools  to  work  toward  the  accom- 
plishment of  several  desirable  ends.  These  are : 

A.  The  increased  classroom  instruction  universally 
advocated  by  today's  leading  educators. 

B.  Increased  usage  of  the  schools  of  Rockland. 

C.  Last  and  most  important,  the  offering  of  desired 
and/or  needed  instruction  which  could  not  be  of- 
fered during  the  conventional  school  year. 

The  cost  of  staffing  and  maintaining  our  schools  con- 
tinues to  rise  in  relation  to  the  continual  increases  in  the 
school  population.  Your  Committee  is  aware  of  the  bur- 
den today's  school  costs  place  on  the  real  estate  taxpayers, 
but  unfortunately  cannot  see  any  levelling  off  of  costs  until 
the  pupil  enrollment  levels  off.  One  factor  contributing 
to  this  year's  increase  in  the  school  costs  was  the  passage 
by  the  State  Legislature  of  an  increase  in  the  minimum 
salary  to  be  paid  to  all  teachers  in  public  schools  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  increase  of  the  State  minimum  with- 
out accompanying  legislation  supplying  the  necessary 
funds  could  only  mean  an  increase  in  the  real  estate  tax 
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burden.  Your  Committee  plans  to  request  our  State  Rep- 
resentative and  Senator  to  couple  any  future  legislature 
making  mandatory  increases  in  teacher's  salary  minimums 
with  legislation  to  provide  amount  of  revenue  necessary 
for  the  increased  costs. 

The  Townspeople  of  Rockland  are  again  faced  with 
a  shortage  of  classrooms,  this  time  in  the  elementary 
schools.  Classes  are  now  being  conducted  in  auditoriums 
and  on  stages  and,  shortly  the  elementary  schools  simply 
will  not  be  able  to  house  the  elementary  school  popula- 
tion. (Please  see  the  Superintendent's  report  for  a  comp- 
rehensive explanation  of  this  problem.)  Although  this 
space  shortage  can  be  solved  temporarily  by  double  ses- 
sions, the  only  educationally  acceptable  solution  is  the 
construction  of  a  new  building  or  additions  to  our  present 
buildings.  Although  the  thought  of  more  school  buildings 
may  make  the  tax  weary  citizen  groan,  we  all  have  a  clear 
cut  obligation  to  supply  the  children  of  Rockland  an  edu- 
cation and  a  place  in  which  to  receive  an  education.  Your 
Committee  has  no  preconceived  ideas  on  what  type  of 
building  or  addition  should  be  constructed,  we  only  know 
there  is  a  need  for  more  classrooms.  Your  Committee  can 
only  hope  that  the  people  of  Rockland  will  rise  again  to 
meet  the  challenge  of  the  needs  of  today's  increasing 
school  population  and  direct  their  energy  to  the  solution 
of  this  problem. 

Finally,  your  Committee  must  advise  you  with  great 
regret  that  our  Superintendent  of  many  years,  Mr.  R. 
Stewart  Esten,  reaches  the  age  of  mandatory  retirement 
this  year.  Superintendent  Esten  has  contributed  so  much 
in  educational  leadership,  stability,  and  integrity  that  it 
is  impossible  to  start  showing  in  this  report  the  tremendous 
asset  he  has  been  to  our  schools.  The  void  caused  by  Mr. 
Esten's  retirement  will  be  most  difficult  to  fill.

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REPORT  FROM  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Committee,  Parents,  and 
Citizens  of  Rockland : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1959. 

It  contains  brief  statements  of  the  High  School  and 
Junior  High  principals  along  with  statements  of  the  vari- 
ous departments  in  our  schools. 

A  careful  examination  of  them  will  inform  you  of  our 
accomplishments  in  our  educational  system  with  sugges- 
tions for  possible  improvements. 

School  Housing 

One  of  the  major  problems  facing  the  administration 
today  is  the  housing  of  pupils,  especially  at  the  elementary 
level. 

The  projected  enrollment,  with  no  provision  for  the 
housing  construction  program  of  Rockland,  shows  that  by 
September  of  1962,  we  will  need  eighteen  new  rooms  for 
elementary  children. 

At  that  time  our  school  organization  would  be  set  up 
on  the  6-3-3  system  adopted  by  the  School  Committee 
when  the  Senior  High  was  constructed.  That  is,  with 
grades  1  through  6  in  elementary  buildings,  grades  7 
through  9  in  the  junior  high  and  grades  10  through  12  in 
the  senior  high. 

The  present  normal  capacity  of  our  elementary 
schools  with  38  classrooms  is  1080  pupils.  Our  present 
elementary  enrollment  is  1529,  which  means  449  pupils 
in  excess  of  normal  capacity.  Two  hundred  thirty-one  of 
these  pupils  are  in  Grade  6  which  we  have  placed,  tempo- 
rarily, in  the  Junior  High  School,  The  other  218  pupils 
are  in  overcrowded  classrooms,  and  there  is  one  class  now 
on  the  Jefferson  School  stage. 

This  coming  September  our  elementary  enrollment

will  increase  to  approximately  1600.  Again  194  of  the 
Grade  VI  pupils  will  be  placed  in  the  Junior  High  School, 
but  the  excess  of  326  pupils  will  be  housed  in  improvised 
facilities  not  intended  for  instruction  rooms,  i.e.,  corridors, 
stages,  basements,  etc.  When  all  possible  facilities  have 
been  converted  to  classroom  use,  which  will  be  by  Sep- 
tember of  1962,  the  only  alternative  —  without  a  school 
building  program  —  will  be  dual  sessions. 

A  forecast  of  the  building  program  indicates  that 
there  will  be  594  new  homes  in  Rockland  by  1965.  This 
means,  according  to  state  ratio,  about  891  pupils,  or  30 
new  classrooms,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing. 
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Superintendent's  Advisory  Council 

Through  the  work  of  the  Superintendent's  Advisory 
Council,  meeting  monthly  to  consider  problems  which 
affect  the  entire  school  system,  projects  of  potential  bene- 
fit are  proposed  and  sponsored.  The  esprit  de  corps  is  ex- 
cellent. Following  studied  consideration  of  the  Junior 
High  guidance  program,  our  School  Committee  is  recom- 
mending a  full  time  guidance  counselor  to  work  with  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  Senior  High  Guidance  Director; 
this  co-ordinated  effort  to  begin  next  September.  Provi- 
sion for  the  undertaking  has  been  made  in  the  school 
budget. 

Following  Dr.  Conant's  Report,  the  Council  also  gave 
consideration  to  the  gifted  child  of  the  elementary  schools. 
In  organizing  our  sixth  grades  in  September,  we  placed  in 
one  division  those  children  who  have  proved  their  ability 
to  accept  more  work  at  comparatively  the  same  rate  of 
speed  and  thereby  gain  added  enrichment  in  their  school 
studies.  We  hope  that  this  venture  will  prove  its  worth 
and  can  be  continued  throughout  the  high  school  courses, 
thereby  developing  the  potentialities  of  leadership 
throughout  mature  life. 

Operation  and  Maintainance 

For  1959  the  total  appropriation  for  maintenance  of 
buildings  and  grounds  amounted  to  $99,252.88,  or  ap- 
proximately 15%  of  the  total  school  budget.  This  rather 
large  sum  is  more  readily  understood  when  it  is  consider- 
ed that  approximately  53%  of  this  total,  or  $52,870.  is 
for  salaries  of  thirteen  regular,  and  one  half-time  custo- 
dian, the  Supervisor  of  Buildings  and  Grounds,  and  part- 
time  summer  workers  while  custodians  are  on  vacation. 

Also,  over  34%,  or  $34,546.  is  expended  for  fuel  and 
utilities,  leaving  a  balance  of  about  $12,000.  to  maintain 
our  entire  school  plant  of  six  buildings  and  all  of  its  equip- 
ment for  one  year. 

It  was  necessary  to  use  available  money  from  federal 
funds  for  some  emergency  repairs,  in  addition  to  the  above 
amounts. 
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The  major  project  this  year  has  been  the  improve- 
ment of  the  McKinley  and  Lincoln  Schools  for  the  safety 
of  our  children.  Through  the  installation  of  heat  activa- 
ted devices  in  these  buildings,  and  by  connecting  all  of 
the  schools  with  the  local  fire  station,  we  have  eliminated 
to  a  large  degree  the  fire  hazard  of  these  older  buildings. 
At  the  Lincoln  School  in  the  basement,  we  have  also  in- 
stalled a  plastered  ceiling  on  wire  lath  as  a  further  safety 
measure. 

With  the  growth  of  our  school  system  and  the  in- 
creased number  of  custodians  to  care  for  buildings  and 
grounds,  it  seemed  advisable  to  have  these  men  in  uniform, 
particularly  for  safety  reasons.  Many  of  our  younger 
children  formerly  did  not  recognize  our  janitors  from  out- 
siders who  might  enter  our  buildings.  With  the  custodial 
uniforms  this  hazard  has  been  removed.  Also,  as  our 
buildings  are  in  constant  use  by  outside  organizations, 
custodial  uniforms  are  very  much  needed. 

Public  Law  874  and  the  National  Defense  Act 
Public  Law  85-864 

The  enactment  of  Public  Law  874  demonstrates  to  a 
great  extent  the  potentialities  that  rest  within  the  federal 
government  to  render  financial  assistance  to  schools.  This 
aid  should  be  regarded  not  only  by  the  federal  govern- 
ment, but  also  by  local  educational  agencies  as  aid  due  in 
justice  to  the  communities. 

This  is  a  definite  obligation  on  the  part  of  the  federal 
government  to  furnish  financial  aid  toward  the  operation 
and  maintenance  of  school  in  towns  and  cities  where  fed- 
eral activities  have  resulted  in  the  influx  of  families  into  a 
given  area.  Rockland  has  benefited  financially  the  past 
few  years  by  these  provisions  in  the  law,  enacted  in  1950. 
This  year  we  have  received  more  than  $24,000.  to  be  used 
by  the  School  Committee  for  the  education  of  its  children. 

To  encourage  Guidance  Activities  in  our  schools  the 
federal  government  has  made  possible  additional  monies 
under  the  National  Defense  Act  Public  Law  85-864  Title 
V  for  testing  and  more  adequate  equipment  for  the  execu- 
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tion  of  the  guidance  activities.  This  past  year  we  were 
able  to  secure  under  this  law  $843.50.  This  aid  will  assist 
our  department  immeasurably. 

It  will  be  possible  to  apply  this  for  other  funds  under 
Title  III  for  the  improvement  of  instruction  in  Mathe- 
matics, Science  or  Modern  Foreign  Language. 

Mental  Health  Clinic  (Judge  Harry  K.  Stone) 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Mental  Health, 
through  the  Division  of  Mental  Hygiene,  is  developing,  in 
partnership  with  various  cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
Commonwealth,  a  community  mental  health  program  for 
children  and  their  families.  It  is  a  positive  program  de- 
signed to  do  more  than  treat  emotional  disorders  in  school 
age  and  pre-school  children  and  their  families.  It  aims  to 
promote  mental  health  and,  in  this  way,  prevent  the 
growth  of  emotional  disorders.  It  is  a  program  which  aims 
to  reach  children  early  —  before  their  problems  become 
severe  enough  to  require  treatment.  It  seeks  to  help  chil- 
dren early  enough  in  their  lives  so  that  they  will  ultimately 
achieve  adulthood  free  of  the  shadow  of  emotional  dis- 
orders. 

We  have  had  this  service  rendered  to  our  schools 
through  the  Judge  Stone  Clinic  in  Brockton.  A  study  of 
the  child  is  made  on  the  basis  of  an  examination  by  the 
psychiatrist  and  testing  by  the  psychologist;  and  casework 
interviews  by  the  psychiatric  social  worker  with  the 
parents.  Sixty-four  children  in  our  schools  have  benefited 
this  past  year. 

School  Lunch  Program 

The  School  Lunch  Program  is  an  important  activity 
of  our  schools,  especially  is  it  advisable  during  the  months 
in  the  year  when  a  warm  dinner  is  essential  to  good  health. 
Since  the  inception  in  our  elementary  schools  of  the  pro- 
gram, we  have  charged  25^  for  the  full  meal  which  con- 
tains a  balanced  diet.  The  reason  we  are  able  to  prepare 
this  meal  at  such  a  low  cost  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  se- 
cure some  Federal  Commodities  as  well  as  State  and  Fed- 
eral money,  the  amount  of  nine  cents  per  serving  if  the 
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meal  measures  up  to  the  standards  of  a  balanced  diet. 

This  past  year  the  federal  commodities,  especially  the 
meats,  have  not  been  available  in  sufficient  quantities 
so  the  cost  of  our  program  has  increased. 

This  makes  it  necessary  for  us  to  supply  the  addi- 
tional cost  from  local  funds.  Previously,  our  School  Bud- 
get absorbed  the  cost  of  the  directors  of  each  school  cafe- 
teria but  this  year  it  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  be  solvent 
to  include  also  the  wages  of  two  of  the  assistants.  This 
year  we  served  200,124  meals. 

Summer  School  Program 

This  past  year,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years, 
Rockland  operated  a  limited  Summer  School,  with  the 
following  objectives: 

1.  To  enable  pupils  to  take  a  subject  for  which  they 
had  no  time  in  regular  school. 

2.  To  offer  opportunity  for  upgrading. 

3.  To  give  the  pupil  an  opportunity  to  make  up  a 
subject  and  gain  possible  promotion. 

The  subjects  established  were  those  preferred  by  the 
majority,  determined  from  surveys  sent  in  the  spring  to 
all  parents  of  school  children: 

1.  Reading  Improvement  for  Grades  1-3. 

2.  Arithmetic  -  Complete  review  of  Grades  3,  4,  5, 
and  6. 

3.  English  -  English  grammar  in  Grades  7-12. 

4.  Typing  -  Two  courses  for  Beginners. 

Classes  were  held  on  Monday  through  Friday  from 
9  :00  A.M.  to  12  :00  noon  for  a  period  of  six  weeks. 

There  were  210  pupils  in  attendance  and  204  passed 
the  subjects  studied. 

This  project  was  so  successful  this  past  summer  as 
indicated  by  both  parents  and  students  that  it  is  our  in- 
tention to  continue  it  another  year  with  the  possible  addi- 
tion of  one  or  two  teachers,  and  subjects.

Television 

During  the  past  school  year  educational  television 
again  played  an  important  role  in  the  elementary  school 
program.  Pupils  in  Grades  3  through  6  were  introduced 
to  the  study  of  French  via  TV  and  seemed  to  take  to  it 
quite  readily. 

Lessons  in  oral  French  were  given  twice  a  week  and 
the  teachers  had  their  own  bulletins  and  special  previews 
in  advance  of  the  pupils.  In  the  5th  grade  the  Natural 
Science  telecasts  were  so  comprehensive  that  they  furnish- 
ed the  basic  course  for  that  grade.  Physical  Science,  Mu- 
sic, Art  and  Literature  were  also  studied  by  television 
in  the  elementary  schools*.  To  date  our  experience  with 
educational  television  seems  to  indicate  that  pupils  have 
profited  a  great  deal  at  a  relatively  modest  cost  and  with 
a  minimum  amount  of  time  for  these  activities.  Rockland 
teachers  are  making  good  use  of  this  important  teaching 
tool. 

*  As  a  supplement  to  regular  teaching  these  programs 
offer  invaluable  possibilities. 

*Regular  guides  are  provided  for  the  teacher's  use  in 
preparing  the  class  for  the  scheduled  telecast,  and 
for  a  follow-up  in  the  regular  class  time. 

*Parents  may  view  these  programs  at  home  by  turn- 
ing their  sets  to  Channel  2  during  school  hours,  and 
see  the  kind  of  instructional  program  that  educa- 
tional TV  offers. 

School  Transportation 

With  the  increasing  real  estate  developments  in  our 
town  beyond  the  1%  mile  and  2  mile  bus  limits,  and  with 
the  increase  in  enrollment,  the  cost  of  school  transporta- 
tion continues  to  mount. 

In  1959  we  spent  approximately  $24,000.  exclusive 
of  out-of-town  transportation  which  covers  athletic  events, 
special  class,  etc. 

We  are  listing  below  the  rules  governing  School  Bus 
Transportation : 
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Pupils  attending  the  first  grade  only  will  be  trans- 
ported to  and  from  school  if  they  live  within  the  limits  of 
the  town  and  reside  more  than  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
from  the  school  which  they  are  authorized  to  attend. 

Pupils  attending  grades  two  through  six  will  be 
transported  to  and  from  school  if  they  live  within  the 
limits  of  the  town  and  reside  more  than  one  mile  and  a 
quarter  from  the  school  which  they  are  authorized  to 
attend. 

Pupils  attending  Junior-Senior  High,  grades  seven  to 
twelve  inclusive,  will  be  transported  to  and  from  school  if 
they  live  within  the  limits  of  the  town  and  reside  more 
than  two  miles  from  the  Junior  High  or  Senior  High 
Schools. 

A  pupil  who  is  eligible  to  ride  in  the  school  bus  is 
given  an  identification  badge.  No  pupil  will  be  allowed  to 
ride  on  the  school  bus  without  his  badge.  If  the  bus  permit 
is  lost  a  replacement  may  be  secured  from  the  transporta- 
tion company  upon  payment  of  fifty  cents. 

It  is  understood  that  pupils  who  are  transported  will 
be  expected  to  go  to  central  points  to  take  the  bus  as  it  is 
impossible  for  the  bus  to  stop  at  individual  homes. 

Any  pupils  who  fail  to  conduct  themselves  properly 
on  the  bus  will  find  it  necessary  to  walk  to  and  from 
schools.  The  transportation  privilege  of  a  misbehaving 
pupil  will  be  discontinued  temporarily. 

The  principal  has  permission  to  detain  pupils  v/ho 
have  bus  transportation  if  they  are  not  doing  a  passing 
grade  of  work  or  misbehave  in  school.  Parents  should  be 
aware  of  this  ruling  to  caution  their  children.  In  case  of 
stormy  weather  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  problem. 

Business  Manager 

With  the  rapid  growth  of  our  school  system  there 
will  be  need  for  an  Assistant  Superintendent  or  Business 
Manager  in  Rockland.  The  addition  of  a  manager  seems 
to  be  the  most  realistic  approach  to  the  problems  now 
facing  the  School  Department,  the  major  portion  of  which 
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results  from  the  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled 
and  the  inevitable  increase  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  future. 
A  Business  Manager  would  be  responsible  for  non-aca- 
demic phases  of  administrative  work  throughout  the 
schools.  He  would  assist  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
thereby  releasing  him  to  devote  much  more  needed  time 
to  academic  matters  to  which  at  present  he  can  give  but 
a  minimum  amount  of  time. 

Conclusion 

Rockland's  growth  has  been  so  rapid  in  recent  years 
that  its  expanded  school  enrollment,  increased  number  of 
teachers,  additional  buildings  and  equipment,  have  all 
multiplied  the  complexities  of  school  government,  increas- 
ing immeasurably  the  work  of  the  School  Committee  as 
well  as  that  of  the  administration.  A  great  many  extra 
committee  meetings  have  been  held  to  conduct  the  multi- 
ple business  under  its  jurisdiction. 

Its  members  have  cooperated  with  the  administration 
for  the  best  interests  and  advancement  of  the  schools' 
pupils.  For  this  I  offer  sincere  gratitude. 

I  also  wish  to  extend  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
school  faculty,  the  various  helpful  town  organizations, 
service  clubs,  the  Parent  Teachers  Association  and  indivi- 
dual citizen  groups. 

It  is  this  helpful  cooperation  that  has  made  and  will 
continue  to  keep  the  high  standards  of  quality  set  for 
Rockland  schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
PRINCIPAL  OF  ROCKLAND  HIGH  SCHOOL

I  am  happy  to  submit  the  report  of  the  operation  of 
Rockland  High  School  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December 
31,  1959. 

This  year  can  be  recorded  as  one  of  excellent  aca- 
demic growth.  Our  pupils  have  been  assisted  by  participa- 
tion in  the  TV  programs  broadcast  over  Channel  2.  Mrs. 
Gertrude  Ellsworth,  Chairman  of  the  English  Department, 
participated  in  the  training  program  and  as  a  result  was 
able  to  do  much  to  enrich  the  educational  background  of 
our  boys  and  girls.  Educators  in  general,  feel  that  the 
abandonment  of  this  program  is  a  distinct  academic  loss 
and  it  is  sincerely  to  be  desired  that  the  program  should 
be  resumed. 

Our  library  facilities  have  become  more  and  more  an 
integral  part  of  the  school  and  of  immeasurable  service 
to  the  student  body.  During  the  past  year  we  have  added 
to  the  library  and  at  the  present  time  we  have  1,552  books 
in  active  circulation.  We  have  482  classified  reference 
books  in  constant  use  by  the  students.  Books  have  been 
donated  to  the  library  by  Mrs.  Melvin  Hallett,  the  Rock- 
land Woman's  Club,  the  Massachusetts  Catholic  Woman's 
Guild,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  Tudor  White,  and  Dr.  Forman, 
Librarian  West  Point  Military  Academy.  We  are  grateful 
for  their  kindness.  Mrs.  Marianne  Hanigan  conducts  a 
class  in  the  use  of  the  library  five  periods  per  week  for  all 
members  of  the  freshman  class  and  in  addition  conducts 
classes  in  the  development  of  reading  appreciation.  The 
growth  of  the  library  symbolizes  to  a  certain  extent  the 
desire  of  our  students  for  good  literature. 

This  year,  in  line  with  the  suggestions  of  Dr.  Conant, 
we  offer  Spanish  I,  and  II;  French  I,  II,  and  III;  and  Latin 
I,  II,  and  III.  Emphasis  is  being  placed  upon  the  study  of 
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sciences  and  mathematics  and  we  have  courses  in  these 
fields  offered  in  each  of  the  four  years.  In  general,  we  re- 
quire all  students  to  take  five  major  subjects  per  year  in 
addition  to  two  periods  of  physical  education.  Our  physi- 
cal education  program  since  September,  has  been  under 
the  general  direction  of  A.  Scott  MacKinlay  who  came  to 
us  from  New  Hampshire.  Our  boys  and  girls  now  wear 
prescribed  uniforms  for  physical  education  classes  and  a 
course  of  study  has  been  established  for  both  boys  and 
girls  in  physical  education.  The  faculty  and  student  body 
regret  the  loss  by  illness  of  Mr.  George  Boothby,  who  serv- 
ed for  many  years  as  football  coach  and  physical  educa- 
tion instructor. 

An  attempt  has  been  made,  Mr.  Esten,  to  raise  the 
scholastic  standing  at  Rockland  High  School.  Eligibility 
for  honor  roll  mention  has  now  been  standardized  by  the 
School  Committee  as  follows:  Highest  Honors:  A's  in 
subjects  meeting  three  or  more  times  each  week  plus  a 
grade  of  3  or  higher  in  citizenship  and  effort.  For  honors: 
a  grade  of  B  or  better  in  all  subjects  meeting  three  or  more 
times  weekly  plus  a  grade  of  3  or  higher  in  citizenship 
and  effort.  Membership  in  the  National  Honor  Society  is 
attained  as  follows :  members  are  chosen  by  the  faculty 
from  those  students  who  stand  in  the  upper  30%  of  the 
senior  class  and  upper  25%  of  the  junior  class  scholastic- 
ally.  Only  15%  of  the  senior  class  and  10%  of  the  junior 
class  may  be  elected  to  membership,  which  is  based  on 
scholarship,  service,  leadership,  and  character.  It  must 
be  borne  in  mind  that  scholarship  alone  does  not  elect  a 
student  to  the  National  Honor  Society. 

It  is  fitting  to  mention  that  Miss  Mary  Jane  Skatoff  of 
the  Class  of  1959  won  national  recognition  as  a  semi-final- 
ist in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Qualifying  Test.  Also, 
Robert  Najarian,  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1960,  is  the 
recipient  of  a  letter  of  commendation  from  the  National 
Merit  Scholarship  Corporation  for  his  superior  perform- 
ance on  the  same  test.  Rockland  High  School  is  deservedly 
proud  of  the  achievements  of  these  young  people.

The  Lelyveld  Memorial  Organ  is  in  daily  use  by  stu- 
dents studying  the  organ.  Pupils  are  permitted  to  practice 
on  the  organ  during  study  periods  if  they  are  studying 
under  the  direction  of  a  qualified  organ  teacher.  We  now 
have  six  students  using  this  facility. 

The  entire  program  of  studies  is  under  revision  and 
the  teachers  are  working  on  this  revision  during  regular 
department  meetings. 

Our  band,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Calvin  Schraga, 
shows  marked  improvement.  At  the  present  time  the 
majority  of  the  memibers  come  from  the  Junior  High 
School  and  we  look  forward  to  the  time  when  we  may  have 
more  senior  members  in  the  band.  New  uniforms  are  need- 
ed for  the  band  both  from  the  standpoint  of  appearance 
and  morale  building.  The  majorettes  are  being  re-organ- 
ized under  the  direction  of  Miss  Marilyn  Norton  of  the 
faculty  and  we  plan  next  year  to  have  a  corps  of  approxi- 
mately fifteen  girls.  The  girls'  chorus  is  doing  well  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Eleanor  Buba  and  I  am  particularly 
happy  to  announce  that  we  have  a  boys'  chorus  of  ap- 
proximately eighteen  voices.  They  were  heard  for  the 
first  time  at  the  Christmas  Assembly. 

We  are  most  fortunate  in  the  shop  to  have  a  man  of 
the  capability  of  Mr.  Frank  Manzella  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  mechanical  drawing  and  printing.  He  is  assisted  by 
Mr.  Louis  Rowean  who  is  in  charge  of  the  woodworking 
and  metal  areas.  It  must  be  recalled  by  the  citizens  of 
Rockland  that  our  shop  is  strictly  pre-vocational  and  is 
not  vocational  in  any  sense  of  the  word.  We  do  not  teach 
automobile  repair  nor  did  we  ever  plan  to  do  so.  This  is 
the  function  of  a  vocational  shop.  We  do  study  motors  of 
all  types. 

Our  commercial  department  reflects  creditable 
growth.  We  have  been  able  to  add  more  equipment  in 
this  department  and  I  feel  that  our  commercial  students 
are  ready  to  enter  the  field  of  business  upon  graduation 
from  high  school.   Mr.  John  T.  McGarigal  is  presently 
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serving  as  chairman  of  the  department  and  because  of  his 
versatility  and  knowledge  of  business  our  students  have 
received  much  favorable  comment  from  employers  and 
test  groups.  In  the  field  of  social  studies,  we  are  making 
increased  use  of  maps  and  other  visual  aids. 

The  growth  of  interest  in  modern  languages  is  re- 
flected by  our  increased  enrollment  in  these  fields.  I  rec- 
ommend for  serious  consideration  the  establishment  of  a 
foreign  language  laboratory.  This  equipment  would  be 
used  in  the  fields  of  Spanish,  French,  and  Latin.  There  are 
several  types  of  equipment  on  the  market  but  at  the  time 
of  filing  this  report  I  am  not  prepared  to  recommend  any 
one  product.  I  suggest  that  this  be  made  a  project  for 
early  1960.  I  also  earnestly  recommend  that  another  Eng- 
lish teacher  be  added  to  the  staff.  Our  present  staff  of  four 
full  time  English  teachers  is  aided  by  teachers  from  the 
other  departments  but  even  this  creates  an  excessive 
overload  on  the  department.  Through  no  fault  of  the 
teachers  involved,  it  is  physically  impossible  to  correct 
the  number  of  compositions  and  homework  assignments 
which  should  be  given  in  English  classes  in  this  day  and 
age.  This  is  not  intended  in  any  way  as  a  reflection  upon 
the  teaching  ability  of  the  present  staff. 

I  recommend  also  that  an  additional  guidance  coun- 
selor could  profitably  divide  his  time  between  the  high 
school  and  junior  high  school.  At  present,  Mr.  Clyde  J. 
Lavine,  our  Guidance  Director,  devotes  one  full  day  to  the 
junior  high  school.  This  means  that  we  operate  at  4/5  of 
the  Guidance  Director's  time  and  frankly,  Mr.  Esten,  this 
promotes  serious  problems.  Our  pupils  should  have  the 
benefit  of  the  advice  of  Mr.  Lavine  and  yet  because  of  an 
overloaded  schedule  he  is  unable  to  give  them  the  neces- 
sary time. 

Our  driver  training  course  this  year  has  been  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  John  B.  O'Hayre .  during  school 
hours  and  Mr.  Frederick  J.  Arata  from  2 :30  to  4 :30  P.M. 
each  school  day.  We  are  grateful  for  the  use  of  the  driver 
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training  car  given  to  us  through  the  courtesy  of  Rockland 
Motors. 

Our  football  program  was  under  the  direction  of  Aldo 
J.  Lombardi  as  head  coach,  assisted  by  A.  Scott  MacKinlay 
and  Richard  Hamilton.  Mr.  Joseph  Kelly  was  in  charge 
of  freshman  football.  Coach  Lombardi  has  stated  on  many 
occasions  that  this  year  was  one  for  building  and  establish- 
ing football  strategy. 

The  basketball  team  suffered  from  lack  of  depth. 
Too  many  boys  are  more  interested  in  work  after  school 
than  they  are  in  the  athletic  programs.  This  was  mention- 
ed in  last  year's  report  but  bears  mentioning  again  because 
it  is  the  cry  of  coaches  and  administrators  throughout  the 
country  that  the  lack  of  interest  in  athletics  can  be  traced 
to  the  increased  interest  in  the  automobile. 

The  baseball  program  was  under  the  direction  of 
Andrew  F.  Callahan  and  showed  much  improvement  and 
we  are  looking  forward  to  a  successful  season  under  the 
coaching  of  Mr.  Joseph  Kelly.  In  the  field  of  Cross- 
country and  Track,  Rockland  can  hold  its  head  high. 
Under  the  coaching  of  Charles  D.  Kraemer,  our  boys  won 
the  championship  of  the  Old  Colony  League  in  Cross- 
country. 

The  girls'  athletic  program  under  the  direction  of 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Gould,  has  developed  consistently  and  we 
are  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  girls.  We  have 
noted  this  year  much  enthusiasm  in  field  hockey  and  I 
think  I  am  safe  in  predicting  that  great  interest  will  be 
found  in  girls'  sports  this  coming  year. 

In  general  may  I  say  that  this  year  has  been  profit- 
able from  the  point  of  view  of  the  students  and  the  facul- 
ty. I  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  members  of  the 
staff,  and  the  fine  work  of  the  custodians  who  have  done 
so  much  to  keep  the  building  in  its  excellent  condition. 
Our  cafeteria,  since  September,  has  been  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mrs.  Toiva  Tyni,  assisted  by  Mrs.  Hazel  Damon, 
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Mrs.  Emma  Packard,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Rossi,  and  Mrs.  Sally 
Bissett.  Mrs.  Damon  left  the  latter  part  of  the  year  to 
join  the  junior  high  school  staff.  These  ladies  have  done 
much  to  produce  balanced  meals  in  clean  surroundings. 
To  them  we  are  grateful. 

I  want  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  and  thanks 
to  Mr.  Joseph  W.  Cogan,  Assistant  Principal.  Mr.  Cogan 
has  done  much  to  make  this  year  a  success  in  every  way. 

I  appreciate  particularly  the  fine  work  of  Miss  Lucy 
DeYoung  who  has  carried  on  a  heavy  program  despite  the 
fact  that  the  office  is  understaffed.  Without  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  commercial  department  we  would  not  have 
been  able  to  process  much  of  the  necessary  data. 

May  I  express  to  you,  Mr.  Esten,  my  appreciation  for 
your  thoughtfulness  and  consideration  during  the  years 
that  we  have  worked  together.  My  admiration  for  your 
work  and  ability  is  but  a  reflection  of  the  high  esteem  in 
which  you  are  held  by  educators  throughout  the  state. 

At  this  time  I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee  for  their  understanding  and  considera- 
tion of  school  problems.  The  members  of  this  committee 
devote  long  hours  to  the  problems  of  young  people.

ROCKLAND  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL

Dear  Mr.  Esten: 

I  herewith  present  my  report  as  principal  of  the 
Rockland  Junior  High  School  for  the  period  of  September 
1,  1959  to  December  31,  1959. 

This  marks  the  second  year  of  operation  of  a  separate 
junior  high  school  in  Rockland.  Little  by  little,  we  are  be- 
coming more  of  a  genuine  junior  high  school  and  less  of  a 
miniature  high  school.  A  prodigious  beginning  was  made 
last  year  in  the  development  of  student  responsibility, 
tradition,  and  spirit  by  Mr.  Ralph  Lordi  and  his  faculty. 
I  feel  that  these  ideals  are  progressing  even  further  this 
year. 

As  of  December  18,  1959,  the  enrollment  in  grades  6, 
7,  and  8  is  700  pupils.  Although  this  figure  represents  a 
great  many  students,  we  are  offering  a  fine  educational 
program  for  all  pupils. 

There  are  many  points  I  would  like  to  mention  in 
this  report,  but  because  of  limited  space,  I  will  confine 
myself  to  some  of  the  more  significant  developments  now 
taking  place. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Lavine  and  Mr.  Carey,  our 
guidance  program  has  been  improved  and  extended  this 
year.  Mr.  Lavine  now  spends  one  day  a  week  in  the  junior 
high  school  and  Mr.  Carey  devotes  fifty  per  cent  of  his 
time  to  guidance.  We  have  also  instituted  a  guidance 
course  for  all  grade  eight  pupils  which  meets  one  period 
each  week. 

Student  activities  are  an  important  phase  of  every 
school,  especially  at  the  junior  high  school  level.  Bene- 
fits derived  from  student  activities  are  many.  The  Student

Council  and  Board  of  Marshals  help  to  develop  more  stu- 
dent responsibility  and  better  citizens;  assembly  pro- 
grams, presented  by  the  students  under  the  direction  of  a 
faculty  advisor  help  to  develop  poise  and  many  new  ideas 
are  learned  through  this  type  of  activity ;  more  and  more 
creativity  is  being  developed  by  members  of  the  art  and 
home  economics  clubs ;  and  of  course  good  working  habits 
are  developed  in  all  these  activities,  but  especially  in  our 
athletic  program. 

One  of  the  best  examples  of  the  development  of  co- 
operation and  spirit  was  our  Christmas  murals.  Here, 
members  of  the  art  classes  painted  the  murals  while  the 
boys  in  shop  classes  built  the  frames  and  were  responsible 
for  placing  and  caring  for  the  murals  in  front  of  the  build- 
ing. 

Athletics  are  another  important  part  of  our  program. 
This  past  fall,  we  had  a  freshman  football  team  and,  at 
present,  we  are  working  with  our  freshman  basketball 
team.  Each  home  room  will  also  have  a  boys'  team  and  a 
girls'  team  in  intra-mural  basketball.  While  this  program 
is  being  conducted,  Mr.  Beatty  will  have  basketball  for 
boys  in  grade  six.  In  the  spring,  we  will  have  baseball. 

At  the  present  time,  all  pupils  in  grade  six  are  taking 
part  in  educational  television  programs  in  French  and 
science.  These  teaching  aids  are  of  great  benefit  to  most 
pupils.  In  the  future,  we  will  have  to  be  more  selective  in 
our  choice  of  classes  for  television  since  every  class  does 
not  benefit  from  this  type  of  learning  situation. 

Our  cafeteria  is  serving  more  than  400  dinners  each 
day.  Grade  six  is  handled  with  ease,  but  the  cafeteria  is 
very  crowded  when  the  second  shift,  consisting  of  grades 
seven  and  eight  arrive.  Because  of  this  overcrowding,  I 
intend  to  schedule  three  lunch  periods  next  year  so  that 
each  grade  will  eat  at  a  separate  time. 

It  should  not  be  assumed  from  what  I  have  written 
that  these  programs  are  all  we  offer  the  children.  Scho- 
lastically,  pupils  in  grades  six,  seven,  and  eight,  are  being 
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given  wonderful  opportunities  at  the  junior  high  school. 
We  have  an  excellent  faculty,  of  which  parents  and  pupils 
both  are  justly  proud. 

The  junior  high  school  years  are  years  of  exploration 
for  each  student.  It  is  here  that  he  must  make  a  final  de- 
velopment of  good  work  habits,  bolster  his  study  skills, 
and  learn  to  work  alone  and  hard.  We  are  making  every 
effort  to  instill  these  goals  in  our  pupils. 

I  must  emphasize  that  none  of  the  factors  above 
could  be  accomplished  without  the  co-operation  of  all, 
especially  the  teachers  and  pupils  in  the  junior  high 
school. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Committee  and  you, 
Mr.  Esten,  for  all  the  help  and  co-operation  given  me; 
Miss  Grant,  our  secretary;  custodial  and  cafeteria  staffs; 
and  especially  teachers,  pupils  and  parents  of  the  junior 
high  school.

Presented  herewith  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Guid- 
ance Department  covering  the  period  from  January  1, 
1959  to  December  31,  1959. 

The  services  of  the  guidance  office  were  materially 
increased  and  improved  by  the  addition  to  the  staff  of  a 
part-time  secretary,  Mrs.  Norman  Whiting.  The  guidance 
director  has  been  relieved  of  many  clerical  duties  and  is 
now  able  to  devote  more  time  to  professional  activities, 
particularly  counseling  and  testing. 

The  Junior  High  School  Guidance  Study  Committee 
worked  long  and  hard  during  the  early  months  of  1959 
to  make  specific  recommendations  concerning  the  im- 
provement of  guidance  services  for  the  Rockland  Junior 
High  School.  As  a  result  of  their  work,  one  teacher,  Mr. 
W.  Bernard  Carey,  has  been  scheduled  with  fifteen  peri- 
ods each  week  for  counseling,  testing  and  group  guidance. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  guidance  director  spends  one  full 
day  each  week  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

In  the  belief  that  grade  8  is  one  of  the  important 
''choice-points"  in  a  student's  school  career,  a  planned 
program  of  group  guidance  was  instituted  at  that  grade 
level  in  December.  A  carefully  chosen  text,  You:  Today 
and  Tomorrow  forms  the  basis  of  the  course.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  this  text  was  compiled  by  the  Educational 
Testing  Service  of  Princeton,  New  Jersey,  the  same  organ- 
ization that  sponsors  college  board  examinations. 

Through  the  fine  cooperation  of  all  the  principals, 
the  assistant  superintendent  and  the  Junior  High  School 
Guidance  Study  Committee,  a  unified  program  of  psycho- 
logical testing  was  developed  covering  all  grades  from  one 
through  twelve.   The  Otis  Test  of  Mental  Abilities,  a 
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measure  of  'l.Q."  or  general  academic  aptitude,  is  given 
at  Grades  1,  4,  6,  8  and  11.  The  Iowa  Basic  Skills  Tests, 
measuring  achievement  and  growth  in  reading,  vocabu- 
lary, language,  arithmetic  and  study  skills,  is  used  starting 
with  grade  3  and  continuing  through  grade  8.  At  grade 
10  level  the  Differential  Aptitude  Tests  are  given  to  all 
students  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  potential  in  such 
areas  as  verbal  reasoning,  abstract  reasoning,  clerical 
speed  and  accuracy,  language  usage,  space  relations, 
mechanical  reasoning,  and  numerical  ability.  College 
Preparatory  students  in  grade  eleven  take  the  Ohio  State 
University  Psychological  Test  which  is  an  aptitude  device 
designed  specifically  for  predicting  success  in  college.  In 
addition  to  a  total  score,  it  provides  an  excellent  measure 
of  reading  comprehension.  At  grade  twelve  level,  the 
guidance  department  cooperates  with  the  United  States 
Employment  Service  in  the  administration  of  their  General 
Aptitude  Test  Battery  to  non-college  students  who  expect 
to  be  on  the  job  market  the  following  June. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  high  school  psychological 
testing  program,  two  national  programs  are  provided  for 
juniors  and  seniors.  The  first  is  the  National  Merit  Schol- 
arship Qualifying  Test  which  is  administered  in  the  Spring 
of  each  year  to  interested  members  of  the  Junior  Class. 
This  test  is  the  preliminary  screening  device  in  the  Nation- 
al Merit  Program  and  consists  of  five  tests  of  general  edu- 
cational development  as  follows:  (1)  English  Usage,  (2) 
Mathematics  Usage,  (3)  Social  Studies  Reading,  (4) 
Natural  Science  Reading  and  (5)  Word  Usage.  As  a  re- 
sult of  high  achievement  on  this  preliminary  test  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Class  of  1959,  Miss  MaryJane  Skatoff,  became 
a  finalist  in  the  scholarship  competition  and  was  the 
recipient  of  a  ''Certificate  of  Merit".  A  member  of  the 
Class  of  1960,  Robert  Najarian,  has  been  honored  with  a 
''Letter  of  Commendation"  for  excellent  performance  on 
this  same  qualifying  test. 

The  second  program  is  the  new  Preliminary  Scholas- 
tic Aptitude  test  which  is  prepared  and  distributed  to 
participating  schools  by  the  Educational  Testing  Service. 
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This  test  was  designed  to  take  the  place  of  the  Junior 
Year  College  Board  Examinations  and  is  also  the  screen- 
ing device  for  several  scholarship  programs  including 
that  of  the  National  Honor  Society.  In  October  of  this 
year,  eighty  college  preparatory  juniors  and  seniors  took 
this  two  hour  examination  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Guidance  Director.  Scores  will  be  reported  in  December 
and  will  be  on  a  scale  of  20  to  80,  comparable  to  the  regu- 
lar College  Entrance  Examination  Board,  Scholastic  Apti- 
tude Test  scores  running  from  200  to  800. 

The  guidance  department  continues  to  use  the  ser- 
vices of  Northeastern  University  for  supplying  up-to-date 
occupational  information  to  our  student  body.  Among 
these  services  are  career  assemblies  for  both  the  high 
school  and  the  junior  high  school,  career  conferences  with 
speakers  from  business  and  industry  and  a  series  of  tape 
recordings  concerning  specific  occupations. 

As  a  result  of  the  provisions  of  Title  V  of  the  National 
Defense  Education  Act,  the  guidance  department  received 
Federal  funds  during  1959  for  the  purchase  of  tests,  office 
supplies,  reference  materials,  and  equipment  for  the  gen- 
eral improvement  and  expansion  of  guidance  services 
throughout  the  school  system.  The  total  of  this  Federal 
grant  was  $843.50.  Of  this  amount,  $292.50  was  for  test- 
ing and  $551.00  was  for  supplies  and  equipment  such  as 
our  new  Revere  tape  recorder  and  filmstrip  projector. 

Looking  to  the  future,  it  would  seem  that  increased 
emphasis  should  be  given  to  individual  counseling,  the 
heart  and  core  of  any  good  guidance  program.  The  State 
Department  of  Education  recommends  a  ratio  of  300 
students  to  1  full-time  counselor.  At  present,  our  ratio  is 
in  excess  of  500  to  1  at  both  the  high  school  and  the  junior 
high  school.  I  would  strongly  recommend  the  addition  of 
professional  personnel  to  the  guidance  staff  at  the  earliest 
time  possible.

My  dear  Mr.  Esten: 

In  the  vocal  music  program,  on  the  elementary  level, 
we  have  concentrated  mainly  on  singing.  We  are  now 
developing  our  creative,  rhythmic,  and  listening  experi- 
ences, and  look  forward  to  much  progress  with  the  help  of 
our  new  rhythm  instruments  and  autoharps  purchased 
for  each  elementary  school. 

On  the  Junior  High  School  level,  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  classes  meet  once  a  week  on  an  elective  basis. 
Music  can  finally  be  made  a  required  subject  because 
of  the  assistant  coming  in  September.  The  choruses  per- 
formed in  the  Talent  Show,  for  assemblies,  and  last  June, 
in  the  First  Annual  Elementary  and  Junior  High  Choral 
Concert,  which  included  Glee  Clubs  and  classes  from  both 
of  these  levels. 

The  High  School  Girls'  Chorus  performed  in  the  first 
Music  Scholarship  Concert  last  May,  and  also  sang  for 
Memorial  and  Parents'  Day  programs.  In  the  High  School, 
since  September,  we  have  also  started  a  Boys'  Glee  Club, 
which  performed  alone  and  also  combined  with  the  Girls' 
Chorus  for  the  Christmas  Assembly  program.  We  also 
participated  in  a  tape-recorded  program  over  Station 
WJDA  during  the  Christmas  season. 

I  am  extremely  grateful  to  all  who  were  concerned 
with  providing  an  assistant  for  me  as  of  September,  1960. 
There  is  much  work  yet  to  be  done  on  all  grade  levels, 
which  includes  not  only  teaching  the  children,  but  also 
instructing  and  aiding  the  teachers  to  develop  their  class 
music  programs.  I  anticipate  a  more  rapid  development 
of  the  vocal  music  in  the  system  because  of  this  addition 
to  the  department. 
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I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  administration  and  teachers 
for  their  support  and  co-operation.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  art  depart- 
ment in  the  high  school. 

Art  is  an  elective  in  the  high  school  course  of  study. 
Any  student  may  elect  three  periods  of  art  a  week  if  he 
has  no  conflicting  course  scheduled  for  the  given  period. 

The  aims  of  the  art  curriculum  are  to  develop  an 
appreciation  for  the  aesthetic  and  the  creative  through 
participation,  demonstration  and  observation.  This  is  ac- 
complished by  mastering  skills  with  brush,  linear  tools  and 
instruments  for  creating  form,  by  learning  and  applying 
fundamentals  of  design  and  by  individual  creative  experi- 
ences. The  freshman  class  was  introduced  to  the  various 
media,  their  function  and  application  in  the  development 
of  an  art  product.  The  sophomores  applied  and  created 
with  these  media  on  a  more  complex  level.  The  third  year 
students  reached  a  higher  level  of  achievement  with  the 
various  materials  through  practice  and  clearer  under- 
standing of  art  fundamentals.  The  seniors  applied  these 
skills  and  facts  with  experimentation  to  aesthetic  creation 
with  more  freedom  for  individual  approach. 

New  crafts  incorporated  in  the  art  curriculum  during 
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the  past  year  are  ceramics,  metal  enameling  and  sculpture 
in  wood  or  plaster  composition. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  administration  for  the  co- 
operation given  during  the  past  year.  I  would  also  like  to 
state  that  it  is  a  privilege  to  teach  in  a  classroom  with 
such  excellent  physical  facilities.

With  our  increasing  emphasis  on  science  we  need  to 
re-emphasize  the  place  and  function  of  art  in  education. 
Achievement  in  one  area  alone  is  narrow  and  to  be  avoid- 
ed if  we  are  interested  in  developing  well-balanced  crea- 
tive thinking.  Human  expression  is  closely  identified  with 
human  relations  and  the  arts  are  essential  to  the  complete 
and  abundant  life. 

The  art  program  at  the  Rockland  Junior  High  School 
now  includes  elective  classes  in  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades,  with  art  a  requirement  at  the  sixth  grade  level. 
Classes  are  supplemented  by  the  addition  of  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  art  clubs,  allowing  for  the  inclusion  of  crafts 
in  the  program. 

Variety  in  materials  and  program  is  essential  to 
stimulate  interest  and  experimentation.  Originality  and 
observation  are  stressed,  but  an  attitude  of  appreciation 
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and  understanding  takes  precedence  over  the  develop- 
ment of  skills. 

Art  appreciation  —  discussion  of  both  historical  and 
contemporary  art  —  augments  our  program.  In  the  fu- 
ture, the  purchase  of  slides,  prints,  and  textbooks  would 
be  of  great  value.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  Boys'  Physi- 
cal Education  Department. 

The  physical  education  program  this  year  emphasizes 
such  objectives  of  education  as  the  physical,  the  social, 
the  emotional,  the  recreational  and  the  intellectual  devel- 
opment of  each  pupil.  One  of  the  primary  functions  of 
physical  education  is  to  develop  each  student  to  his  great- 
est possible  physical  fitness.  This  is  attained  through  a 
complete  and  varied  program  in  group  and  individual 
activities.  We  relate  the  social  aspect  to  physical  educa- 
tion particularly  in  intramural  and  rhythmic  activities. 
Through  the  teaching  of  groups  or  team  sports,  students 
learn  to  work  together  and  understand  each  other  better. 
Because  of  the  nature  of  physical  activities,  we  hope  that 
a  student  will  learn  self  control  and  by  participating  in 
physical  activities  lessen  the  tensions  accumulated  during 
the  school  day.  The  physical  education  department  has 
directed  its  program  so  that  the  students  who  find  them- 
selves with  leisure  time  can,  if  they  wish,  use  the  time  for 
recreational  purposes.  In  later  life  these  activities  could 
prove  beneficial. 

This  year  every  boy  was  required  to  purchase  and 
maintain  a  physical  education  uniform.  These  uniforms 
are  purchased  by  the  school  and  sold  at  cost  to  the  boys. 
The  importance  of  clean  clothes  and  clean  bodies  is  prac- 
ticed through  regular  uniform  checks  and  showers  after 
every  physical  education  period. 

A  limited  corrective  weight  training  program  has 
been  set  up  and  this  year  twenty  boys  are  taking  part  in 
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the  program.  With  more  equipment  and  time,  we  hope  to 
expand  the  program  in  the  future.

I  present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of  the  girls 
Physical  Education  Program. 

The  most  important  part  of  a  Physical  Education  Pro- 
gram is  the  work  presented  in  the  regular  class  periods. 
Each  girl  is  required  to  take  two  periods  of  Physical 
Education  a  week,  unless  she  has  a  medical  excuse.  A 
blue  gym  suit  and  sneakers  are  required.  They  are  just 
as  essential  for  Physical  Education  as  texts  are  for  aca- 
demic subjects.  The  girls,  so  equipped,  present  a  neat  and 
uniform  appearance  and  are  properly  prepared  for  class. 

The  showers  are  used  extensively.  They  were  most 
appreciated  when  the  weather  was  warm  and  when  we 
exercised  vigorously.  A  ten  minute  period  at  the  end  of 
each  class  period  is  reserved  for  showers. 

The  daily  class  starts  with  conditioning  activities. 
Several  routines  of  exercises  are  presented  which  include 
exercises  for  all  important  muscle  groups.  The  routines 
are  made  appealing  with  the  use  of  music.  The  girls  are 
requested  to  practice  these  exercises  each  day  to  develop 
good  muscle  tone  and  good  posture. 

A  wide  variety  of  activities  are  taught  during  the 
school  year.  The  girls  are  given  drills  and  instruction  in 
Field  Hockey,  Basketball,  Volleyball,  Deck  Tennis,  Track 
and  Field,  Softball  and  Badminton.  Girls  are  also  taught 
to  officiate,  thereby  necessitating  a  knowledge  of  the 
rules.  A  great  interest  is  shown  in  dancing  and  apparatus. 
We  are  still  quite  handicapped  due  to  the  lack  of  equip- 
ment, but  hope  to  have  some  heavy  apparatus  added  to 
our  inventory. 
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This  year  we  have  three  varsity  sports.  Field  Hockey 
was  introduced  for  the  first  time.  Although  it  was  difficult 
to  get  the  girls  interested  in  playing,  once  they  started 
competition  with  the  various  schools  in  the  area,  they 
enjoyed  it  thoroughly.  Many  now  consider  it  their  favor- 
ite sport.  Of  course,  basketball  and  softball  are  very 
popular  and  we  find  many  girls  trying  out  to  make  these 
teams.  It  has  been  a  pleasure  coaching  these  sports.  On 
many  occasions  our  opponents  have  commented  on  the 
high  degree  of  sportsmanship  and  the  fine  spirit  displayed 
by  our  girls.  All  the  girls  have  shown  a  most  cooperative 
spirit. 

It  has  been  very  enjoyable  teaching  at  Rockland 
High  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  John  Higgins  and  Mr. 
Joseph  Cogan.

I  present  this  report  to  relate  the  activities  of  the 
girls  in  their  physical  education  program  in  the  Rockland 
Junior  High  School  from  September  8,  1959  to  December 
23,  1959. 

All  girls  in  grades  6,  7,  and  8  attend  gym  once  a  week. 
I  hope  the  number  of  periods  will  at  least  be  doubled  in 
the  near  future. 

Rhythm  and  good  posture  are  the  aim  of  the  exercises 
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performed  at  the  beginning  of  each  class.  Marching  is 
also  part  of  the  program. 

Volleyball  skills  and  techniques  start  the  fall  season 
and  the  game  is  enjoyed  while  the  girls  learn  the  rules. 
Team  unity  is  highlighted  and  the  game  provides  many 
situations  in  which  the  girls  learn  and  practice  good 
sportsmanship. 

Work  on  available  apparatus  precedes  the  basket- 
ball season.  Ball  handling,  direction  changing,  and  rules 
are  taught  after  the  first  game  of  basketball  has  been 
played  in  each  class. 

The  intramural  competition  begins  after  the  Christ- 
mas vacation. 

Rhythm  development  will  follow  basketball  and  soft- 
ball  will  end  the  physical  education  program  for  the 
second  term. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Leo  Mulready,  principal  of  the 
Junior  High,  and  Mr.  Richard  Hamilton,  boys  physical 
education  instructor  for  the  assistance  they  have  given  me.

My  dear  Mr.  Esten: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  this  first  report  of 
the  Developmental  Reading  Program  in  the  Elementary 
Grades.  This  covers  the  period  from  September,  1959  to 
December,  1959. 

To  help  those  children  v^ho  are  encountering  failure 
in  reading,  the  following  program  went  into  operation: 

Children  with  the  greatest  promise,  as  well  as,  the 
greatest  need,  received  first  consideration  for  individual 
help  outside  the  classroom.  Referrals  were  made  by  prin- 
cipals and  teachers  in  each  of  the  elementary  schools  with 
the  realization  that  a  small  group  would  be  selected  in 
each  school  to  receive  this  special  instruction. 

:  Prior  to  the  formation  of  the  individual  instruction 
groups,  time  was  set  aside  to  diagnose  the  causes  for  the 
individual  child's  reading  failure.  This  was  done  through 
testing,  conferences  with  teachers,  principals  and  parents, 
and  by  a  study  of  past  school  records. 

Children  who  had  similar  needs  and  who  were  achiev- 
ing at  the  same  level  in  reading  were  grouped  together 
in  each  school,  for  reading  instructions.  These  groups 
meet  four  times  a  week  for  thirty  to  forty-five  minutes. 
Specific  plans  for  the  following  areas  of  the  work  were 
made :  suitable  materials  of  instruction,  highly  motivated 
materials,  growth  in  silent  and  oral  reading,  development 
in  word  analysis  skills  and  word  recognition,  development 
in  study  skills. 

The  children  have  used  enthusiastically  the  library 
materials,  games  and  devices  provided  them.  These  have 
been  necessary  for  correcting  various  types  of  faulty- 
habits  which  they  displayed.

Improvement  in  reading  has  been  observed  in  their 
classrooms,  as  well  as,  in  their  reading  groups. 

Realizing  that  each  child  progresses  at  a  different 
rate,  in  accordance  with  his  intelligence  and  the  severity 
of  his  confusion,  no  child  is  assigned  to  a  group  permanent- 
ly. Provision  is  made  for  the  readjustment  of  the  pupils 
in  any  group  who  make  rapid  progress  or  who  can  work 
better  in  a  group  other  than  the  one  in  which  they  start. 

When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  one  of  the  groups,  it 
is  soon  filled  by  a  child  whose  name  has  been  placed  on 
the  long  waiting  list. 

Another  phase  of  the  reading  program  deals  with 
more  direct  contact  with  teachers  and  principals  in  plan- 
ning their  individual  reading  programs. 

The  Sixth  Grade  teachers  are  now  working  out  a 
program  whereby  those  children  who  are  low  in  reading 
may  be  able  to  profit  from  small  group  instruction.  A 
testing  program  is  now  underway  to  discover  some  of  the 
reasons  for  these  failures.  A  suitable  program  will  be 
planned  to  aid  these  children  in  reading. 

Some  new  materials  and  techniques  have  been  de- 
monstrated to  teachers  and  children  in  the  classrooms. 

Library  books  which  are  discussed  on  the  Third 
Grade  TV  Literature  Program,  have  been  brought  to  the 
classrooms  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  children. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  diagnostic  testing  program  in  read- 
ing, begun  early  in  the  Fall,  1960  will  be  of  help  to  the 
teachers  in  planning  their  reading  program. 

May  I  take  this  time  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Esten,  as  well 
as,  the  teachers,  principals,  parents  and  all  who  have  been 
most  cooperative  in  carrying  out  the  reading  program.

My  dear  Mr.  Esten: 

As  Elementary  School  Nurse  for  the  Rockland  School 
Department  I  assisted  with  pre-school  registration  at  the 
Memorial  Park  School  on  May  5,  6,  7  and  8.  At  that  time 
a  total  of  261  children  were  registered  to  enter  the  first 
grade  in  September.  Mothers  of  these  children  gave  the 
nurses  the  medical  background  necessary  in  understand- 
ing each  child.  This  was  recorded  on  the  Permanent 
School  Health  Records.  P.T.A.  mothers  were  present  at 
all  sessions  and  gave  us  valuable  clerical  aid. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Health  a  Toxoid  Clinic 
for  the  prevention  of  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  was  organ- 
ized. Permission  slips  were  sent  home  to  all  children  in 
grades  one  through  three  in  all  Elementary  Schools  in- 
cluding the  Holy  Family.  On  March  1,  April  1  and  May  13 
the  School  Nurses  assisted  Dr.  Lough  at  the  Memorial 
Park  School  in  administering  a  total  of  241  inoculations. 
Once  again  the  P.T.A.  mothers  assisted  in  the  supervision 
of  the  children. 

I  was  happy  to  assist  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  Polio 
Clinics  held  at  the  Memorial  Park  School  on  Sunday  June 
7  and  June  21. 

A  case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Health  in  May.  The  children  in  the  Elementary  Schools 
were  told  about  this  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Health 
so  that  the  parents  could  immediately  contact  their  pri- 
vate physicians  about  the  advisability  of  being  inoculated. 
Over  800  Elementary  School  Children  were  immunized 
against  Diphtheria  as  a  result  of  this.  I  examined  the 
throats  at  the  Lincoln  School  on  three  occasions  ,  as  re- 
quested by  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  free  lunch  program  has  been  made  available 
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for  any  eligible  pupil. 

The  Elementary  Physical  Examinations  were  given  at 
the  four  schools  on  October  2,  5,  9  nd  13.  Two  hundred 
and  eighty-six  first  graders  were  examined  by  the  School 
Doctor  and  22  chose  to  be  examined  by  their  Private 
Physicians.  Seventy-six  defects  were  discovered  and  the 
parents  were  all  notified  of  the  findings.  With  the  increas- 
ed enrollment  in  the  first  grades,  the  P.T.A.  played  an  im- 
portant part  in  making  the  examinations  run  smoothly. 
As  in  the  past,  the  Elementary  Nurse  and  the  Jr.-Sr.  High 
School  Nurse  help  each  other  in  the  Grade  1  and  Grade  6 
physicals.

In  my  capacity  as  School  Nurse  I  have  attended 
monthly  meetings  of  the  district  school  nurses  where  we 
have  round  table  discussions  of  our  mutual  problems.  I 
also  attended  the  Teachers  Convention,  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  conferences  with  the 
State  Nursing  advisors,  conferences  with  representatives 
from  the  M.S.P.C.C.  and  our  community  agencies  when- 
ever the  situation  arose. 

The  Rockland  Kiwanis  Club  made  it  possible  for  six 
boys  to  have  a  two  week  vacation  at  summer  camp.  They 
also  provided  warm  clothing  to  eight  boys  at  Christmas 
and  glasses  for  another  child. 
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The  Junior  Red  Cross  has  been  helpful  to  me  and  a 
report  of  its  activities  can  be  found  elsewhere. 

The  Lions  Club  is  taking  care  of  an  eye  case  which 
may  require  considerable  follow-up. 

Due  to  crowded  classroom  conditions  and  increased 
enrollment,  it  is  becoming  more  difficult  on  the  part  of  the 
School  Nurse  and  Principals  to  find  adequate  testing 
areas. 

Because  this  is  the  completion  of  my  first  year  as 
Elementary  School  Nurse,  I  wish  to  thank  the  following 
people  for  making  it  a  success:  Miss  Louise  Considine 
R.N.  my  predecessor,  who  retired  last  year  after  36  years 
of  service  and  who  has  been  my  counselor  on  many  oc- 
casions; Mrs.  Virginia  Basile  R.N.,  School  Nurse  in  the 
Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  for  her  splendid  coopera- 
tion and  thoughtfulness,  the  administrative  personnel, 
school  doctors,  teachers,  custodians  and  cafeteria  workers. 

I  would  particularly  like  to  thank  the  elementary 
school  principals  for  their  willingness  and  cooperation  in 
helping  me  to  carry  out  the  health  program  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools.

Senior  High  School  nurse  and  attendance  officer. 

The  individuals  in  the  school  personnel  upon  whom 
the  administrator  primarily  depends  for  the  effective 
operation  of  a  comprehensive  school  health  program  are 
the  classroom  teacher,  the  school  physician  and  the  school 
nurse.  This  report  contains  a  description  of  the  essential 
functions  and  the  work  accomplished  by  one  of  those 
individuals,  namely,  the  school  nurse. 

Essential  Functions  of  the  School  Nurse 

1)  Health  appraisal  and  counseling.  Interpretation  of  the 
results  of  the  appraisal  to  pupils,  school  personnel  and 
parents. 

2)  Assist  in  prevention  and  control  of  illness,  including 
communicable  disease  and  other  infections. 

3)  Provide  for  proper  emergency  care  and  first  aid  for 
sudden  illness  or  accidents  incurred  under  school  juris- 
diction. 

4)  Contribute  to  the  health  guidance  of  families  of  school 
children. 

5)  Serve  as  a  liaison  between  school,  home  and  com- 
munity agencies. 

6)  Participate  in  community  health  education  programs. 

7)  Assist  in  the  development  and  maintenance  of  a 
healthful  school  environment. 

8)  Participate  in  planning,  coordinating,  evaluating  and 
promoting  health  programs  and  resources  in  the  school 
and  the  community. 
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Miscellaneous  Duties 

1)  Attendance  officer. 

2)  Assists  at  immunization  clinics  for  Board  of  Health. 

3)  Responsible  for  school  accident  insurance  claims,  in- 
cluding all  athletic  injuries,  with  the  exception  of 
football. 

4)  Assists  at  the  annual  registration  for  first  graders. 

5)  Assists  in  evaluating  applications  for  free  lunches. 

6)  Attends  all  Senior  High  faculty  meetings. 

7)  Attends  all  Senior  High  class  outings.

Because  of  the  steady  increase  in  the  school  enroll- 
ment it  is  suggested  that  a  conference  be  instituted  of 
all  those  concerned  for  the  purpose  of  evaluating  the 
total  school  health  program.  In  such  an  evaluation  many 
questions  concerning  any  proposed  changes  are  raised. 
Are  these  changes  workable,  practical,  whom  do  they 
affect,  and  most  important,  will  they  benefit  the  child? 
It  must  be  realized  that  as  a  rule,  no  change  is  readily 
accepted.  Problems  cannot  be  solved  by  the  wave  of  a 
magic  wand,  but  only  through  the  concentrated  efforts 
and  the  cooperation  of  all  concerned  with  the  school 
health  program.  With  this  in  mind,  it  is  hoped  that  even- 
tually, the  program  will  reach  a  level  that  will  prove 
satisfactory  and  give  assurance  to  all.  According  to  the 
National  Education  Association,  HEALTH  is  listed  as 
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number  one  on  the  objectives  of  education.  Firmly  adher- 
ing to  this  objective  gives  all  school  administrators,  teach- 
ers, physicians  and  nurses  one  common  bond  —  the 
child  —  thus  making  the  solution  of  all  school  health 
problems  mandatory. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  been  extremely  fortunate 
to  have  had  as  my  co-worker  in  the  elementary  schools, 
Mrs.  Doris  Kamuda,  R.N.,  to  whom  I  extend  my  deep 
appreciation  and  sincere  thanks  for  her  continual  assis- 
tance and  cooperation. 

I  also  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  all  school 
personnel  who  have,  as  always,  cooperated  with  the 
school  nurse,  many  times  above  and  beyond  the  call  of 
duty,  especially  Mrs.  Hortense  Spinale,  R.N.,  who  so 
capably  substituted  for  me,  as  school  nurse,  in  February 
and  March.

REPORT  OF  DENTAL  HYGIENIST

Dear  Mr.  Esten: 

This  has  been  a  very  busy  year  and  a  very  rewarding 
one.  As  you  know,  I  have  always  taught  Dental  Hygiene 
to  each  child  as  I  clean  his  teeth.  This  year  I  can  see  real 
results.  I  seldom  see  a  really  unclean  mouth  if  the  child 
has  been  to  the  clinic  two  or  more  times. 

From  my  records,  I  find  more  parents  are  arranging 
for  their  children  to  have  regular  appointments  with 
their  family  dentist.  However,  I  see  far  too  many  mouths 
that  need  but  do  not  receive  this  care.  I  do  not  know  in 
most  cases  whether  the  parents  cannot  afford  dental  care 
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for  their  children  or  just  do  not  consider  it  important.  I 
have  sent  home  hundreds  of  booklets  and  notices  as  I  have 
other  years  so  they  are  well  informed. 

I  feel  that  Rockland,  for  a  long  time,  has  needed  a 
clinic  with  a  full-time  dentist  to  attend  to  the  pre-school 
children  and  the  pupils  of  grades  one  through  five.  There 
are  problems  in  establishing  such  a  clinic : 

First :  Finding  the  available  Dentist. 

Second:   How  to  judge  which  children  would  be 

eligible  for  free  or  nearly  free  dentistry. 

Third :  How  to  finance  the  clinic. 

These  problems  have  been  solved  in  many  towns  and 
we  should  solve  them  in  Rockland. 

The  one  thing  that  has  troubled  me  most  over  the 
years  is  having  the  children  walk  from  Lincoln  School  to 
McKinley  School  clinic  and  back  again.  Now  I  am  happy 
to  report  we  have  a  clinic  at  Lincoln  School.  It  isn't  ideal 
but  the  safety  of  the  children  is  more  important  than  the 
perfection  of  equipment. 

I  am  very  grateful  for  the  support  and  cooperation  I 
have  received  from  everyone  on  the  Board  of  Health  and 
in  the  School  Department.

ROCKLAND  HIGH  SCHOOL  CAFETERIA

Dear  Mr.  Esten: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Rockland 
High  School  Cafeteria. 

From  January  through  June  of  1959  approximately 
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28%  of  the  student  body  participated  in  the  Hot  Lunch 
Program.  Because  of  the  low  percentage,  the  program 
showed  a  financial  loss. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  new  school  year  the  par- 
ticipation in  the  program  has  increased  to  approximately 
51%  of  the  enrollment.  With  this  increase  and  possible 
greater  support  by  the  students,  the  High  School  Cafe- 
teria should  become  self-supporting. 

Following  are  the  reasons  I  believe  the  Hot  Lunch 
Program  in  the  High  School  is  growing : 

1.  All  the  new  equipment  is  put  to  good  use.  The 
steam  pressure  cookers  make  large  amounts  of 
"home  cooking''  possible  in  the  limited  time  avail- 
able. 

2.  The  stalf  has  been  trained  to  practice  good 
sanitation  methods  of  cleansing  and  caring  for 
equipment,  thus  maintaining  high  standards  of 
cleanliness. 

3.  Contrary  to  some  ideas.  Secondary  School  young- 
sters do  take  an  interest  in  health  and  its  nutri- 
tional aspects.  The  Rockland  students  have  be- 
come aware  of  our  efforts  to  serve  them  well 
balanced  and  attractive  meals.  They  have  taken 
a  keen  interest  in  the  menus  and  accept  any  intro- 
ductions of  new  food  combinations  offered  them. 

4.  All  government  food  donations  are  used.  These 
foods  are  of  the  highest  quality  and  greatly  reduce 
the  cost  of  purchases,  especially  the  protein  foods. 

5.  The  staff  is  genuinely  interested  in  the  growth  of 
the  program  and  looks  forward  to  greater  partici- 
pation. 

The  consolidated  Hot  Lunch  Program  in  Rockland  is 
showing  progress  this  year.  With  the  Junior  and  Senior 
High  Schools'  increase  in  cash  sales,  the  whole  program 
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should  be  self-sustaining  at  the  end  of  the  school  year.

Since  we  are  part  of  the  Rockland  Chapter  of  the 
American  Red  Cross,  we  made  a  donation  to  the  Rockland 
Senior  Branch  to  help  them  to  meet  expenses.

Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Chief  of  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1959  to  you. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  calls  received  by  the 
Fire  Department  over  1958  v^as  noted.  We  received  355 
calls  against  277  in  1958. 

Calls  were  divided  as  follows:  House  40,  Auto  24, 
Stores  23,  False  26,  Resuscitator  25,  Oil  Burners  17,  Pump 
out  cellars  10,  Out  of  Town  3,  Lost  children  1,  Release 
child  from  railing  1,  Locked  out  6,  Frozen  water  pipes  1, 
Wash  gas  from  road  6,  Smoke  but  no  fire  2,  Gas  stove  1, 
Defective  motors  2,  No  fires  5,  Check  oil  burners  1,  Cats  in 
trees  2,  Broken  water  pipes  1,  Dog  in  pond  1,  Wires  in 
street  1,  Clothes  dryer  2,  Close  windows  1,  Release  pulley 
line  1,  Gas  leaks  3,  Oil  bomb  1,  Gas  pump  2,  Rope  for 
school  flag  poles  3,  Paint  Memorial  Park  flag  pole  1,  Re- 
move patients  5,  Washing  machines  4,  and  shut  off  water 
2. 

In  extinguishing  the  fire  we  used  30,950  feet  of  hose 

-  9900  feet  of  2y2'\  2550  feet  of  ly^'^  950  feet  of  forestry 
hose  and  17550  feet  of  Va''  hose  besides  Foam  -  Powder 

-  C02  -  Pyrene  extinguishers  and  pump  cans.  On  the  re- 
suscitation calls  30  tanks  of  oxygen  was  used.  The  Depart- 
ment was  successful  in  about  80%  of  the  cases  that  were 
worked  on. 


In  the  year  1959  all  the  schools  were  connected  up 
from  the  entrance  to  the  school  to  the  nearest  point  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  System  by  the  Fire  Deparment  also  wires 
were  extended  to  a  new  box  on  Beech  Street  for  about 
2000  feet  using  about  4500  feet  of  wire  besides  cross  arms 
and  insulators.  This  line  will  have  to  be  extended  farther 


Fire  Alarm  System 
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along  Beech  Street  if  there  is  a  new  development  in  that 
location. 

Considerable  trouble  with  our  air  compressor  and  fire 
alarm  whistle  occurred  during  the  year.  They  were  both 
installed  over  25  years  ago.  The  compressor  was  out  of 
commission  for  about  12  hours  and  we  were  able  to  secure 
a  loan  of  the  Water  Department's  compressor  in  order  to 
keep  the  air  pumped  up  in  our  compressed  air  tank. 

A  notice  has  been  received  from  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  that  our  wires  on  Hingham  Street  at 
the  new  Route  3  location  will  have  to  be  placed  under- 
ground to  the  new  location  of  Gardner  Street  and  the 
wires  now  running  on  the  present  Pond  Street  will  have  to 
be  relocated  on  the  new  Pond  Street.  Nothing  definite  can 
be  given  to  the  same  until  the  Brockton  Edison  and  the 
Telephone  Companies  know  what  they  are  going  to  do. 

The  Town  of  Rockland  will  have  to  pay  the  bill  and 
will  be  reimbursed  by  the  State. 

Fire  Apparatus 

With  the  exception  of  the  Ford  Fire  Truck  all  the 
trucks  are  in  good  condition.  Only  minor  repairs  have 
been  made  on  them  during  the  year  1959.  The  Ford  Com- 
bination is  a  1946  model  and  has  about  outlived  its  use- 
fulness as  a  Fire  Truck.  It  carries  about  1000  feet  of  iy<t' 
hose,  1000  feet  of  II/2''  hose,  1000  feet  of  Forestry  Hose 
and  400  feet  of  Va'  hose  besides  200  gallons  of  water  and 
small  fire  equipment.  We  find  it  hard  work  to  find  new 
parts  as  they  say  that  the  truck  is  too  old  and  they  do  not 
carry  parts  for  a  truck  that  old. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  new  truck  be  bought 
in  1960. 

Building 

During  1959  it  was  necessary  to  repair  the  roof  as  it 
was  leaking  and  water  was  coming  down  through  the 
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ceiling.  I  expect  to  have  the  upstairs  rooms  painted  in  the 
year  of  1960.  Otherwise  the  building  is  in  good  condition. 

Manual  Force 

The  manual  force  of  the  Fire  Department  consists  of 
a  Chief,  nine  permanent  men  at  56  hours  a  week  and  forty 
call  Fire  Fighters.  During  the  year  one  of  the  permanent 
men  was  taken  sick  and  is  still  out  on  sick  leave.  The  va- 
cancy is  being  covered  temporarily  by  a  man  from  the 
Civil  Service  list. 

I  still  believe  that  the  Fire  Department  should  have 
at  least  three  more  permanent  men  to  give  the  Town,  a 
better  coverage  in  case  of  wood  fires  and  emergeny  calls 
when  two  men  go  out  leaving  only  one  man  left  in  the 
station  for  any  other  regular  or  emergency  call. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  to  the  Fi- 
nance Committee,  Selectmen  and  all  other  Town  Officials 
and  the  Members  of  the  several  Town  Departments  my 
sincere  appreciation  for  their  cooperation  and  help  given 
to  the  Fire  Department  in  1959.  I  also  wish  to  extend  to 
the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Fire  Department  and  all 
others  who  have  assisted  m_e  in  the  performance  of  my 
duties  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  my  sincere  thanks 
and  appreciation.

Gentlemen : 

The  Forest  Fire  Department  had  132  calls  for  grass 
and  woods  fires  in  the  year  of  1959.  None  of  these  fires 
were  of  serious  nature  and  were  soon  brought  under  con- 
trol. 

Permits  must  be  secured  for  out-of-door  fires  and 
also  incinerator.  More  care  should  be  taken  when  burn- 
ing in  the  incinerators  and  should  be  watched  until  out, 
and  all  grass  removed  around  them.

Water  Street  for  the  Nelson  Project,  and  approximately 
620  feet  of  10  inch  transite  was  installed  on  the  project  on 
Clark  Street.  All  costs  were  borne  by  Roy  Nelson,  the 
Contractor. 

A  10x8"  tapping  sleeve  and  gate,  and  approximately 
300  feet  of  8  inch  transite  was  installed  in  Townsend 
Road  by  the  Contractor  Oman  and  Sons. 

Approximately  822  feet  of  6  inch  transite  pipe,  and 
one  hydrant  was  installed  on  French  Road.  The  cost  of 
this  installation  was  paid  for  by  Omans  and  Sons,  Con- 
tractor. 

Approximately  270  feet  of  8  inch  transite  pipe  and 
one  hydrant  was  installed  on  Manzella  Court.  The  cost  of 
this  installation  was  borne  by  Mr.  Manzella. 

Approximately  650  feet  of  6  inch  transite  pipe,  and 
one  hydrant  was  installed  on  Marks  Street.  The  cost  of 
this  installation  was  borne  by  Mr.  Cossette,  Contractor 
and  Developer. 

Approximately  6258  feet  of  8  inch  cement  lined  cast 
iron  pipe  on  the  new  by-pass  road  from  Union  Street  in 
Weymouth,  to  Weymouth  Street  in  Rockland  was  installed 
at  the  expense  of  the  U.  S.  Navy  Department  to  replace 
the  present  Mutual  Emergency  connection  with  Wey- 
mouth, that  will  be  discontinued  when  the  Air  Base  run- 
ways are  completed.  Of  this  amount  of  6258  feet,  approx- 
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imately  340  feet  is  in  Rockland,  3006  feet  in  Hingham, 
and  2912  feet  in  Weymouth.  Control  gates  were  installed 
at  both  the  Rockland  and  Hingham  line,  and  at  the  Wey- 
mouth and  Hingham  Line,  the  pipe  in  the  Town  of  Hing- 
ham is  to  remain  as  a  trunk  line,  with  no  connections  from 
it.  The  Rockland  Department  installed  a  gated  hydrant 
at  the  Rockland  Hingham  Line  of  the  new  by-pass  road. 

The  continued  cooperation  of  Police  Chief  Adolph 
Johnson  and  his  men  in  relaying  emergency  telephone 
calls  is  sincerely  appreciated  by  the  department. 

The  continued  cooperation  of  Fire  Chief  Inkley  and 
his  men  in  maintaining  a  24  hour  check  on  the  water 
pressure  in  the  system  is  sincerely  appreciated  by  the 
Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
JOINT  BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
OF  ABINGTON  AND  ROCKLAND 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Towns  of  Abington  and  Rock- 
land. 

The  Joint  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  Abing- 
ton and  Rockland  submits  herewith  its  report  for  the  year 
which  ended  on  December  31,  1959.  This  board  was  crea- 
ted and  functions  under  the  provisions  of  Section  13  of 
Chapter  206  of  the  Acts  of  1885  and  is  composed  of  the 
Boards  of  Water  Commissioners  of  Abington  and  Rock- 
land. Said  Section  13  provides  in  part  as  follows: —  **and 
such  joint  water  board  shall  have  the  supervision,  manag- 
ement and  control  of  the  water  jointly  taken  and  held  by 
such  towns  under  the  act,  and  the  letting  down  of  the 
same,  and  of  all  the  water  works  property  and  appurten- 
ances jointly  owned  heldor  used  by  such  towns". 

The  following  Legislative  Acts  created  and  govern 
the  Joint  Works : — 

Chapter  206  of  the  Acts  of  1885 
Chapter  139  of  the  Acts  of  1886 
Chapter  56  of  the  Acts  of  1897 
Chapter  200  of  the  Acts  of  1903 
Chapter  618  of  the  Acts  of  1945 
Chapter  665  of  the  Acts  of  1949 
Chapter  208  of  the  Acts  of  1952 
Chapter  180  of  the  Acts  of  1953 
Chapter  535  of  the  Acts  of  1959 

The  last  Legislative  Act  pertaining  specifically  to  the 
Joint  Water  Works  is  Chapter  535  of  the  Acts  of  1959 
which  reads  as  follows :  ''Notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  Section  six  of  Chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  General  Laws  or 
any  other  provision  of  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, the  annual  payments  to  be  paid  in  the  year  Nine- 
teen Hundred  and  Sixty  and  in  subsequent  years  to  the 
Town  of  Pembroke  by  the  City  of  Brockton,  and  the  Towns 
of  Abington  and  Rockland,  in  lieu  of  taxes  on  property 
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held  for  the  purpose  of  water  supply  or  the  protection  of 
its  sources  in  the  Town  of  Pembroke  shall  not  be  less  than 
the  amounts  so  paid  by  the  aforesaid  city,  and  towns  to 
the  Town  of  Pembroke  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifty-nine/' 

Officials  of  the  Town  of  Pembroke  petitioned  for  the 
above  Legislation  and  stated  they  were  prompted  by  the 
fact  that  the  General  Laws  provided  that  property  owned 
by  one  Town  and  located  in  another  should  not  be  subject 
to  taxation  but  that  the  Town  owning  the  property  should 
annually  pay  an  amount  based  on  the  average  of  the  as- 
sessed valuations  of  the  property  for  the  three  years  prior 
to  its  acquisition.  This  established  a  fixed  valuation  and 
the  annual  payments  fluctuated  only  with  the  Pembroke 
tax  rate.  Pembroke  proposes  to  establish  a  new  system 
of  valuation  in  1960  based  on  substantially  100  percent 
of  the  sale  value  of  each  parcel.  This  should  result  in  a 
radical  decrease  in  their  tax  rate,  and  of  course  in  our 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  which  was  $983.97  in  1959  and 
was  based  on  a  $87.00  tax  rate  on  $11,310.  valuation. 
The  Pembroke  Bill  was  opposed  at  the  Legislative  hearing 
by  Representative  Vinson  Blanchard  and  by  our  Chair- 
man. The  City  of  Brockton  offered  no  opposition  and  it 
was  reported  that  its  officials  were  agreeable  to  the  in- 
creased payments.  During  the  discussion  of  this  bill  we 
were  able  to  come  to  an  agreement  with  the  officials  of 
Pembroke  on  the  correct  valuation  upon  which  the  future 
payments  in  lieu  of  taxes  are  to  be  based.  This  matter 
has  been  in  dispute  for  years  and  had  been  before  the 
Appellate  Tax  Board  and  the  Superior  Court  without  a 
clear  determination  because  the  general  statute  makes 
different  provisions  in  case  a  property  is  yielding  rent  or  is 
acquired  only  to  protect  an  existing  supply.  We  are 
pleased  to  be  in  agreement  on  a  valuation  of  $11,310.00. 
The  future  annual  payments  will  remain  at  $983.97  until 
we  have  acquired  additional  property  or  the  Pembroke 
Tax  rate  increases  to  an  amount  which  will  require  a  pay- 
ment higher  than  $983.97  based  on  the  $11,310.00  valua- 
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tion,  or  there  is  a  sufficient  change  in  both  factors. 

Late  in  1959  a  bill  was  introduced  in  the  General 
Coui-t  for  the  City  of  Brockton  which  would,  if  enacted 
seriously  encroach  upon  the  authority  granted  Abington 
and  Rockland  under  existing  laws  and  upon  the  water 
available  from  our  present  sources  in  Pembroke.  Section 
2  of  Chapter  206  of  the  Acts  of  1885  authorized  Rock- 
land and  Abington  (and  South  Abington)  to  unite  and 
jointly  take  and  hold  " —  the  waters  of  Great  Sandy  Bot- 
tom Pond  in  the  Town  of  Pembroke,  and  the  waters 
which  flows  into  and  from  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof". 
Acting  under  this  authority  on  July  2,  1886  the  Chairman 
of  the  Construction  Committees  of  Abington  and  Rock- 
land for  the  inhabitants  of  those  towns  by  an  instrument 
of  taking  later  filed  in  Book  529,  Page  512  of  Plymouth 
Deeds  took  possession  of  certain  land  for  a  Pumping  Sta- 
tion and  dam  and  a  source  of  water  supply  described  as 
follows.  ''We  have  also  taken  possession  of  said  Great 
Sandy  Bottom  Pond  with  its  inlets,  outlets  and  shores  — 
for  the  uses  and  purposes  set  forth  in  said  Legislative 
Acts."  In  the  descripton  of  the  land  taken  and  the  plan 
which  was  filed  with  it  —  it  shows  that  a  portion  of  Fur- 
nace Pond  was  taken  at  the  location  of  the  outlet  of 
Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond  into  Furnace  Pond.  This  is 
described  as  land  bounded  by  a  line  running  to  a  stone 
bound  at  highwater  mark  ''Furnace  Pond"  and  thence  in 
in  the  same  range  (S57  E.  forty-four  and  one  half  meters) 
(146  ft.)  to  a  stake  in  the  Pond,  then  turning  at  right 
angles  and  running  South  33  West  twenty-eight  meters 
(92  ft.)  to  a  stone  bound  in  or  near  said  highwater  mark; 
and  thence  in  the  same  range  (S33  W)  across  the 
neck — ."  The  authority  to  take  water  was  extended  by 
the  following  provisions  of  an  amendment  to  said  Chapter 
206  which  was  enacted  as  Chapter  618  of  the  Acts  of  1945 
and  which  added  the  following  sentence  to  said  Section. 
"The  said  Towns,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  may  by  means 
of  driven  or  other  wells  or  filter  galleries  placed  in  land 
owned  by  said  towns,  and  not  more  than  one  hundred  feet 
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distant  from  said  pond  (Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond),  take, 
hold  and  convey  as  aforesaid  the  waters  of  said  pond  and 
the  waters  in  the  ground  thereunder."  Under  the 
above  mentioned  acts  facilities  have  been  constructed  and 
are  now  in  use  to  take  water  from  the  pond  at  two  sepa- 
rate points  and  from  the  ground  by  means  of  two  separate 
wells. 

The  provisions  of  the  Brockton  Bill  would  authorize 
the  City  to  take  and  hold  the  waters  of  Furnace  Pond  and 
of  Oldham  Pond  and  to  direct  the  flow  from  those  ponds  to 
Silver  Lake  the  present  supply  of  that  City.  They  would 
also  authorize  the  City  to  take  by  purchase  or  otherwise 
and  hold  the  waters  of  any  pond,  brook  or  stream  within 
the  limits  of  the  watersheds  of  those  ponds.  Great  Sandy 
Bottom  Pond  and  its  watershed  is  a  part  of  the  watershed 
of  Furnace  Pond.  The  two  ponds  are  separated  by  a  nar- 
row strip  of  land  for  about  2,000  feet  and  we  were  advised 
by  Weston  and  Sampson  consulting  engineers,  in  1952 
when  a  similar  proposal  was  made  by  Brockton,  that  any 
lowering  of  Furnace  Pond  will  lower  our  Great  Sandy 
Bottom  Pond. 

The  recent  survey  of  the  Massachusetts  Water  Re- 
sources Commission  classified  the  soil  QIC  which  means 
ice  channel  filling  in  long  narrow  ridges  of  gravel  and 
sand.  Under  date  of  Jan.  10,  1884  a  report  from  Consult- 
ing Engineer  Simpson  C.  Heald  to  the  Abington  and  Rock- 
land water  committee  (Abington  report  1884  p.  88) 
stated  in  part,  ''The  three  ponds,  (Oldham,  Furnace  and 
Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond)  being  so  near  the  same  level, 
I  have  considered  it  as  one  large  pond.  This  would  give 
an  available  area  of  four  hundred  and  fifty-seven  (457) 
acres.  One  foot  of  water  over  four  hundred  and  fifty 
(450)  acres,  would  be  one  hundred  and  forty-six  millions, 
five  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousands  (146,522,000) 
gallons." 

The  bill  would  require  that  Brockton  allow  a  mini- 
mum daily  flow  of  1,000,000  gallons  from  Furnace  Pond  to 
pass  down  stream  at  all  times  except  in  case  of  emergency 
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when  less  water  might  be  discharged  down  stream  if  di- 
rected by  the  Department  of  Public  Health.  During  the 
months  of  October  to  May  inclusive,  all  flow  in  excess  of 
1,000,000  gallons  could  be  diverted  to  Silver  Lake.  Dur- 
ing the  months  of  June  through  September  the  excess  flow 
could  be  diverted  only  as  allowed  by  the  Department  of 
Public  Health. 

In  1952  w^e  proposed  two  amendments  to  a  similar 
bill  filed  by  Brockton.  The  first  would  have  forbidden 
any  water  to  be  diverted  when  the  level  of  Furnace  Pond 
was  more  than  three  feet  below  the  highwater  mark 
thereof  as  described  in  the  instrument  of  taking  previously 
mentioned  and  which  is  dated  July  2,  1886  and  filed  in 
Plymouth  Deeds  Book  529  Page  512.  This  highwater 
mark  is  also  described  in  a  deed  from  Deborah  Foster  to 
Abington  and  Rockland  dated  June  24,  1889  and  record- 
ed in  Plymouth  Deeds,  Book  579,  Page  437  to  441.  The 
highwater  mark  is  identified  by  a  substantial  stone  bound 
monument  which  was  placed  there  by  Abington  and 
Rockland  in  1886  and  is  shown  on  a  plan  filed  in  Plymouth 
Deeds  Plan  Book,  Page  15.  By  a  survey  in  1952  its  eleva- 
tion was  determined  to  be  at  or  about  elevation  5900  feet 
above  mean  sea  level  of  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geo- 
detic Survey.  The  second  amendment  we  proposed  asked 
that  another  section  be  added  which  would  state  that  the 
act  would  not  abridge  or  interfere  with  the  rights  and 
privileges  previously  granted  to  Abington  and  Rockland 
by  the  several  Legislative  acts  mentioned  above. 

The  Act  which  authorized  Abington  and  Rockland 
to  take  a  water  supply  also  required  that  they  jointly  pay 
all  damages  sustained  by  any  person  or  corporation  in 
property  by  anything  done  by  said  towns  under  the  au- 
thority of  that  act,  (Section  4  of  Chapter  206  of  the  Acts 
of  1885) .  Three  claims  were  made  by  persons  who  owned 
mills  or  mill  privileges.  One  was  at  the  outlet  of  Furnace 
Pond,  another  was  about  one-half  mile  down  stream  from 
that  outlet  and  the  third  was  about  two  miles  down  stream 
from  that  outlet.  All  were  settled  by  the  Joint  Board  out 
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of  court.  The  first  was  awarded  $3,000.00,  another  $750. 
00  and  the  other  $500.00.  These  figures  do  not  include 
the  large  legal  expenses  as  some  claims  were  in  litigation 
for  several  years.  The  deed  of  Deborah  Foster  for  the  land 
for  the  Pumping  Station  and  upon  which  was  located  the 
outlet  channel  to  Furnace  Pond  also  conveyed  all  ''water, 
water  source,  water  rights  or  easement  belonging  or  ap- 
pertaining to  the  land  included  and  enclosed  within  the 
bounds  herein  described. 

From  the  above  mentioned  facts  it  appears  that  Ab- 
ington  and  Rockland  invested  their  money  to  install 
the  joint  water  works  at  this  distant  location  in  the  belief 
that  Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond  was  only  one  of  a  group 
of  three  ponds  all  located  so  close  to  each  other  that  they 
could  be  considered  as  one  pond,  as  far  as  the  quantity 
of  water  which  could  be  obtained  was  concerned.  It  also 
appears  that  Abington  and  Rockland  paid  damages  to 
persons  located  more  than  two  miles  down  stream  from 
the  point  at  which  Brockton  now  desires  to  install  facilities 
to  divert  water  into  another  watershed.  We  believe  that 
every  step  should  be  taken  to  prevent  any  act  being  done 
which  would  lower  the  level  of  any  of  these  three  ponds. 
In  the  recent  past  there  have  been  years  with  less  than 
normal  rainfall  during  which  the  level  of  Great  Sandy 
Bottom  Pond  did  not  rise  to  its  highwater  mark,  at  any 
time  because  of  the  ever  increasing  quantities  which  have 
been  pumped  from  it  into  the  joint  system. 

The  repeated  efforts  of  Brockton  to  obtain  water  from 
the  outlet  of  Furnace  Pond  for  eight  months  of  each  year, 
and  for  the  other  four  months  with  the  approval  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health,  indicates  that  they  have 
been  advised  that  it  is  possible  to  take  water  which  has 
been  used  for  bathing  and  boating,  and  treat  it  in  such  a 
manner  that  it  is  suitable  for  domestic  use.  Section  172.  of 
Chapter  1 1 1  of  the  General  Laws  reads  as  follows :  "Who- 
ever bathes  in  a  pond,  stream  or  reservoir  the  water  of 
which  is  used  for  domestic  water  supply  for  a  town  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars."  In 
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1952  Brockton  also  filed  another  bill  which  would  have 
amended  this  section  so  that  bathing  would  be  permitted 
in  a  secondary  supply  if  the  water  was  treated  so  that  the 
immediate  source  from  which  a  domestic  supply  was  taken 
would  not  be  endangered. 

If  it  is  possible  to  treat  the  water  of  Furnace  Pond 
which  includes  the  water  which  flows  into  it  from  Old- 
ham Pond,  both  ponds  being  used  extensively  for  bathing 
and  boating,  in  such  a  manner  that  it  is  suitable  to  enter 
Silver  Lake  and  then  be  pumped  into  the  Brockton  system 
we  see  no  reason  why  it  cannot  be  similarly  treated  and 
permitted  to  be  pumped  into  Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond 
and  from  there  into  the  Abington  and  Rockland  joint 
system.  We  firmly  believe  that  Abington  and  Rockland 
have  a  prior  claim  to  the  watershed  of  Furnace  Pond  for 
the  reasons  stated  above  and  also  from  the  fact  that  the 
Legislative  authority  for  Abington  and  Rockland  to  go  to 
Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond  for  water  was  granted  in  1885 
and  the  authority  for  Brockton  to  go  to  Silver  Lake  was 
not  granted  until  1899.  As  recently  as  1955  Abington  and 
Rockland  jointly  relined  the  six  miles  of  16  inch  pipe  from 
Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond  to  Rockland  and  the  12  inch 
pipes  continuing  on  into  the  two  towns  at  a  cost  of  over 
$200,000.00.  In  the  same  year  new  and  larger  pumping 
facilities  were  jointly  installed  at  a  cost  of  over  $40,000.00 
at  the  main  Pumping  Station  at  Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond. 
Another  lot  of  land  was  purchased  in  1959  for  the  pur- 
pose of  providing  fill  and  for  the  protection  of  the  Walnut 
Street  well  in  Abington.  It  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Shumatuseacant  River  and  adjoins  the  land  previous- 
ly purchased  of  Caroline  Hohman  and  others.  There  is 
also  a  possibility  that  there  may  be  water  in  the  ground.  It 
also  includes  a  strip  40'  in  width  which  provides  access  to 
a  location  where  we  have  found  considerable  water.  The 
deed  is  from  The  Wardson  Corp.  to  the  Town  of  Abington 
and  the  Town  of  Rockland,  jointly,  as  is  dated  16  May, 
1959,  and  is  recorded  with  Plymouth  Deed  Book  2717, 
Page  474. 
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The  Joint  Board  has  authorized  its  Chairman  to  take 
all  steps  possible  to  protect  the  interests  of  Abington  and 
Rockland  and  has  reviewed  the  proposals  made  in  1952.  It 
now  appears  that  we  will  ask  for  amendments  to  the 
Brockton  Bill  which  will : 

1.  Exclude  Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond  and  its  water- 
shed from  all  provisions  of  the  bill. 

2.  Forbid  Brockton  to  permit  any  water  to  flow 
downstream  from  Furnace  Pond  at  any  time  the  surface 
of  that  pond  has  fallen  below  the  level  of  the  stone  bound 
which  identifies  its  highwater  mark  and  whose  location 
is  shown  on  the  plan  filed  in  Plymouth  Deeds,  Plan  Book 
1,  Page  15  by  Abington  and  Rockland  in  1886. 

3.  Specifically  state  that  nothing  in  the  bill  shall 
interfere  with  the  rights  granted  to  Abington  and  Rock- 
land by  Chapter  206  of  the  Acts  of  1885,  Chapter  200  of 
the  Acts  of  1903  and  Chapter  618  of  the  Acts  of  1945. 

As  the  principal  function  of  the  Joint  Board  is  to 
provide  water  for  the  two  Towns  to  distribute  to  their 
respective  inhabitants  we  have  constantly  in  mind  the 
greater  quantity  of  water  being  used  by  each  individual 
taker  and  by  the  new  takers  which  are  being  added  as  new 
buildings  are  constructed.  We  also  have  in  mind  the  ade- 
quacy of  the  system  to  supply  water  at  a  rate  sufliicient  to 
extinguish  fires  and  to  supply  present  and  future  users, 
extinguish  fires  and  to  supply  present  and  future  industrial 
users.  Every  pertinent  fact  indicates  that  we  must  expect 
the  demand  for  water  to  increase  and  that  we  should  plan 
for  meeting  this  demand  in  the  most  economical  manner. 
In  the  hope  that  there  may  be  ground  water  within  the 
limits  of  the  towns  we  purchased  supplies  for  drill  test 
wells  and  employed  two  men,  one  from  each  town,  to  drill 
in  the  locations  which  appeared  most  promising.  The  test 
wells  determined  the  depth  of  bedrock  and  whether  soil 
was  a  porous  sand  or  gravel  containing  a  large  percentage 
of  water  or  was  of  a  clay  nature  and  therefore  incapable 
of  storing  water. 
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In  the  vicinity  of  the  Walnut  Street  Well  in  Abington 
we  found  several  additional  locations  in  which  it  would 
be  practical  to  install  small  wells  and  pumps  and  then  pipe 
the  water  to  the  present  station  so  that  the  high  pressure 
pump  would  force  into  the  system.  In  two  locations  we 
installed  wells  and  pumps  capable  of  pumping  about  75 
gallons  per  minute  each  and  since  late  Summer  they  have 
been  running  continuously  pumping  water  into  the  large 
well.  The  water  of  these  wells  is  of  excellent  quality  with 
the  exception  that  the  iron  content  is  higher  than  is  de- 
sired. Much  valuable  information  has  been  obtained  and 
it  has  been  estimated  by  experienced  persons  that  the 
ground  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Walnut  Street  Well  is  capa- 
ble of  yielding  water  at  a  rate  of  1,500,000  to  2,000,000 
gallons  per  day  by  the  installation  of  several  small  wells 
located  at  a  distance  from  each  other  so  that  the  level  of 
the  ground  water  will  not  be  excessively  lowered  at  any 
one  point.  This  method  should  also  reduce  the  liability 
of  drawing  in  colored  water  for  the  same  reason.  Whether 
the  combined  water  of  several  small  wells  would  have  so 
much  iron  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  remove  it  before 
pumping  it  into  the  system  is  uncertain  at  present  and  can 
be  determined  only  by  trial.  It  now  seems  that  it  would 
be  advisable  to  install  the  wells  and  pumps  first  and  start 
using  the  water  and  to  install  a  removal  plant  later  if  it 
was  found  necessary  or  desirable.  All  legal  requirements 
for  taking  water  from  additional  wells  in  the  vicinity  have 
been  complied  with  as  on  Jan.  30,  1950  at  special  town 
meetings  the  voters  of  both  Abington  and  Rockland  rati- 
fied the  acts  of  the  Joint  Board  in  taking  the  water  in  the 
ground  located  south  of  Summer  Street,  west  of  the 
Shumatuecacant  River,  north  of  the  Abington-Whitman 
boundary  line  and  east  of  Walnut  Street.  This  action  was 
taken  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  665  of  the 
Acts  of  1949.  We  now  feel  that  we  have  sufficient  infor- 
mation to  proceed  promptly  to  obtain  an  additional  sup- 
ply of  water  if  the  demand  should  exceed  our  present 
supply  and  if  the  need  should  warrant  the  expenditures 
necessary. 
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We  do  not  at  this  time  recommend  any  specific  steps 
towards  an  additional  supply  for  several  reasons.  We  are 
now  drilling  in  Rockland  and  in  the  vicinity  of  Great 
Sandy  Bottom  Pond  for  more  favorable  sources  but  the 
study  is  incomplete.  The  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Wa- 
ter District  Commission  is  studying  the  supplies  in  this 
section  of  the  State  and  was  given  permission  to  continue 
and  to  report  not  later  than  May  1st,  1961,  by  Chapter  77 
of  the  Resolves  of  1959.  The  Massachusetts  Water  Re- 
sources Commission  in  conjunction  with  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  is  also  studying  this  whole  area  on  a 
systematic  basis  and  it  has  been  given  until  May  1,  1961  to 
report  by  Chapter  83  of  the  Resolves  of  1959.  We  have 
been  able  to  obtain  some  advance  information  on  the 
nature  of  the  information  that  is  being  obtained,  and  know 
that  when  their  combined  studies  are  completed  we  will 
all  know  for  the  first  time  the  location,  areas,  and  depths 
of  the  water  bearing  soils  and  thus  have  a  basis  upon 
which  to  plan  a  water  district  or  the  institution  of  joint 
action  by  two  or  more  towns.  The  information  obtained 
to  date  confirms  that  which  we  have  obtained  in  the  past 
ten  years  by  exploration.  This  shows  that  there  are  rela- 
tively few  locations  within  the  limits  of  Abington  and 
Rockland  where  the  geological  formations  are  of  the  type 
which  store  water  in  quantities  which  makes  their  devel- 
opment practical.  We  have  been  approached  by  officials 
of  neighboring  towns  where  they  have  found  ground  wa- 
ters in  considerable  quantities  and  are  interested  in  finding 
a  purchaser  for  their  excess  water. 

There  has  been  no  official  change  in  the  past  year 
relative  to  a  supply  of  Metropolitan  District  water  for 
this  area.  Unofficially  it  appears  that  the  present  members 
of  the  District  will  oppose  any  effort  to  divert  water  from 
the  metropolitan  area,  and  that  any  group  in  this  area 
which  desires  water  from  their  source  will  be  required  to 
lay  their  own  mains  to  the  vicinity  of  Marlboro.  This 
would  be  a  very  expensive  undertaking. 

The  closing  of  North  Union  Street  in  Rockland  by 
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the  extension  of  the  So.  Weymouth  Naval  Air  Base  re- 
sulted in  the  construction  by  the  State  of  a  by-pass  for 
Rockland-Weymouth  traffic.  This  is  located  partly  in 
Hingham.  The  State  laid  an  8  inch  water  main  to  take  the 
place  of  the  former  connection  with  the  Weymouth  sys- 
tem. The  construction  of  the  Southeast  Expressway  and 
relocated  Route  3  has  again  brought  up  a  request  for  a 
supply  of  water  to  that  part  of  Hingham  which  cannot  be 
reached  from  the  Hingham  Water  Company  system.  We 
have  met  with  the  Selectmen  of  Hingham  but  no  definite 
agreement  has  been  reached.  We  have  requested  that  the 
Hingham  Water  Company  supply  an  equal  quantity  of 
water  for  any  we  might  supply  to  Hingham  residents.

There  have  been  f ev^  serious  crimes  committed  in  this 
town  during  the  past  year.  All  offenses  have  been  inves- 
tigated and  either  prosecuted  according  to  lav^  or  are 
still  being  investigated.  I  v^ould  like  to  call  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  people  of  the  town  that  when  they  notice  any- 
thing out  of  the  way  to  call  the  police  department.  Many 
crimes  may  be  prevented  by  a  call  of  this  type  and  this 
department  will  be  only  too  glad  to  answer  any  such  calls. 

Many  automobile  operators  have  been  stopped  by 
members  of  this  department  for  various  traffic  violations. 
The  officers  have  been  assigned  to  different  locations 
around  town  to  curb  speeding  and  other  violations.  Op- 
erators have  either  been  given  verbal  warnings,  prose- 
cuted in  court  or  reported  to  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehi- 
cles. There  has  been  a  decrease  in  accidents,  during  the 
past  year. 

The  two  hour  parking  regulation  has  been  enforced 
in  the  business  district  and  many  autos  have  been  tagged. 
There  does  not  appear  to  be  the  congestion  that  we  have 
had  in  previous  years. 

The  ambulance  cruiser  has  been  used  frequently  the 
past  year.  The  department  was  presented  with  an  Emer- 
son Resuscitator  by  the  Old  Colony  Post  #1788,  Veterans 
of  Foreign  Wars  of  Rockland.  This  resuscitator  was  do- 
nated by  the  post  in  memory  of  Augustine  (Gus)  Ledwell 
who  passed  away  last  year.  Mr.  Ledwell  was  a  past  com- 
mander of  the  Old  Colony  Post  #1788,  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars  of  Rockland,  and  has  been  very  prominent 
in  veterans  and  town  affairs  for  many  years.  The  resusci- 
tator has  been  used  on  numerous  occasions  and  has  been 
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helpful  in  the  service  the  police  department  has  been  able 
to  render  to  the  people  of  the  town. 

The  department  was  presented  a  set  of  Annotated 
Laws  of  Massachusetts  by  Attorney  Joseph  F.  Flynn  of 
this  town.  The  department  appreciated  this  gift  by  Attor- 
ney Flynn  very  much.  The  set  of  laws  are  very  helpful  to 
the  department  and  all  town  departments  are  welcome  to 
use  them  as  needed.  A  bookcase  was  purchased  to  contain 
this  set  of  laws. 

The  two  sergeants  attended  the  Massachusetts  Lrocal 
Police  Training  School  operated  by  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police  at  Framingham.  This  course  was  for  ad- 
vanced training  for  ranking  officers. 

The  Civilian  Defense  Auxiliary  Police  have  been  very 
helpful  on  numerous  occasions  during  the  past  year.  The 
members  of  this  group  have  donated  over  one  thousand 
hours  of  their  own  time  to  the  service  of  the  town. 

Again  I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens 
of  the  town  to  the  need  of  a  new  police  station.  Our  pre- 
sent quarters  are  very  crowded  and  the  lockup  is  quite 
antiquated  and  unsanitary.  The  department  will  be  glad 
to  have  the  people  of  the  town  inspect  our  present  facil- 
ities and  see  the  need  of  new  quarters. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, the  Town,  State  and  County  officials  and  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation  during 
the  past  year.  I  also  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  the  department,  the  women  school  traffic 
officers  and  the  auxiliary  police  officers  for  their  fine  work 
and  co-operation  in  the  affairs  of  the  department.

Following  is  my  report  as  Dog  Officer  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1959. 

Licenses  for  the  calender  year  1959  totaled  849. 
These  included  461  male  dogs,  327  spayed  female  dogs, 
49  female  dogs  and  12  kennel  licenses. 

Forty-one  unlicensed  dogs  were  destroyed  after  be- 
ing confined  for  ten  days,  as  required  by  law,  and  not  hav- 
ing been  claimed  by  their  owners. 

All  dogs  three  months  old  or  over  must  be  licensed. 
All  1959  licenses,  regardless  of  when  they  were  issued, 
expire  on  March  31,  1960  and  1960  licenses  are  due  on 
April  1,  1960. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  who  cooperated  with  me  during 
the  past  year  and  in  particular  I  wish  to  thank  the  Town 
Clerk,  Registrars  of  Voters,  members  of  the  Police  De- 
partment and  the  Board  of  Health.

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Rockland 
Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
October  31,  1959. 

Our  full  time  nurses  Miss  Miriam  Dexter,  Miss  Paul- 
ine Skarinka  and  the  relief  nurses  made  3603  visits  to 
921  patients.  Of  this  number  2539  visits  were  free,  472 
paid  in  full  and  791  were  part  paid.  31  different  physi- 
cians requested  the  nursing  service. 

Both  nurses  attended  the  state  sponsored  In-service 
class  at  Foxboro  State  Hospital  for  treatment  and  care  of 
the  mentally  ill.  The  Board  has  been  represented  at  the 
Plymouth  County  Health  Association  meetings,  at  several 
of  the  Mental  Health  lectures,  and  at  various  meetings  of 
the  neighboring  associations. 

The  $200.  nursing  scholarship  was  awarded  to  Miss 
Rosemary  Walsh,  a  graduate  of  Rockland  High  School. 

22  Well  Child  Conferences  were  held  and  239  babies 
examined  by  the  pediatrician  Dr.  Frances  Inglee.  124 
innoculations  of  Triple  Antigen  were  given  immunizing 
against  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus. 

The  Associations  sick  room  supplies  are  available  to 
any  resident  of  Rockland  for  use  at  any  time. 

The  financial  statement  for  the  past  year  shows  re- 
ceipts of  $10,821.85  and  disbursement  of  $10,604.10. 

The  Board  of  Management  adheres  to  the  first  arti- 
cle in  it's  constitution,  namely  **The  object  of  the  Associa- 
tion is  to  give  to  the  sick,  especially  those  of  limited  means, 
the  best  home  nursing  under  existing  circumstances,  and 
to  teach  the  community  sound  public  health  regulations."

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The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Herewith  is  submitted  The  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Health. 

During  the  year  1959,  the  Rockland  Board  of  Health 
held  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  first  Tuesday  of 
each  month.  At  these  meetings  reports  were  made  by  the 
Food  Inspector  and  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  and  all 
current  business  was  discussed  and  acted  upon.  Appli- 
cations received  during  the  month  were  processed  and  if 
approved,  permits  or  licenses  were  issued. 

When  an  application  is  made  for  permission  to  con- 
struct or  repair  a  sewage  disposal  system,  it  is  necessary 
to  bring  in  a  plot  plan  showing  the  size  of  the  plot,  the  lo- 
cation of  the  disposal  system,  the  first  floor  elevation  of 
any  building,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all  abutters.  At 
least  two  members  of  the  Board  will  investigate  and  re- 
port their  findings  before  a  permit  is  issued.  This  permit 
must  be  procured  before  the  Building  Inspector  may  issue 
a  building  permit,  and  it  is  required  before  a  plumbing 
application  is  accepted  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector. 

All  complaints  of  nuisances,  and/or  infractions  of  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health,  should  be 
directed  to  the  Board  of  Health  Office,  rather  than  to  in- 
dividual members  of  the  Board.  This  is  requested  in  or- 
der that  proper  records  may  be  maintained  and  prompt 
and  efficient  action  taken  in  investigation  of  the  complaint, 
so  that  correction  is  made  without  delay.  Nearly  all  of 
the  complaints  received  during  the  past  year  were  an- 
swered within  twenty-four  hours. 

Proper  Sewage  disposal  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  home  owners  both  in  old  and  new  homes,  all 
through  the  town,  because  of  the  saturated  condition  of 
the  soil  in  this  area.  It  is  becoming  increa-singly  more  evi- 
dent that  there  is  a  very  serious  need  for  a  Public  Sewage 
Disposal  System.  This  has  been  realized  by  the  Board  of 
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Health  for  many  years,  and  it  is  our  feeling  that  it  has  now 
reached  a  point  where  Public  Sewage  Disposal  is  a  MUST. 

The  reason  this  is  so,  is  that  a  private  sanitary  system, 
starting  new  is  frequently  ineffective  in  as  short  a  time  as 
one  year  after  construction.  There  is  an  increasing  a- 
mount  of  water  used  in  private  homes  in  particular,  this 
waste  water  finds  its  way  into  the  Sewage  Disposal  Sys- 
tem, and  as  a  result  the  land  becomes  completely  saturat- 
ed to  a  point  where  even  an  excellent  private  sewage 
system  will  fail  to  function  properly. 

As  a  result  of  a  lack  of  a  Public  Sewage  System,  all 
the  brooks  and  streams  in  this  town  are  grossly  contam- 
inated and  polluted.  This  has  been  proven  by  actual 
tests,  and  this  situation,  of  course,  presents  a  serious 
health  menace  to  our  community.  The  number  of  new 
homes  and  new  developments  in  sections  of  the  town  is 
rapidly  increasing,  and  this  will  add  to  our  already  seri- 
ous sewage  disposal  problem. 

Miss  Gertrude  M.  Scott,  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  has  been  in  attendance  at  most  of  the  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  as  she  is  on  the  staff  of  the 
Southeastern  District  Health  Office,  she  has  been  able  to 
assist  our  Board  of  Health  in  numerous  ways.  Miss  Scott 
was  assigned  to  the  Board  of  Health  by  the  Finance 
Committee  at  its  first  meeting  in  1959. 

The  protection  of  the  health  of  the  residents  of  our 
town,  especially  the  children,  is  an  important  function  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  and  on  May  26,  1959,  a  meeting  of 
all  physicians  in  the  town,  was  held  in  the  Board  of  Health 
office  to  discuss  the  Polio  situation.  It  was  decided  to  hold 
a  series  of  three  Polio  Clinics  for  the  protection  of  the  res- 
idents of  Rockland.  The  vaccine  was  furnished  by  the 
Board  of  Health,  under  its  Health  and  Hospital  appro- 
priation, and  the  Doctors  donated  their  services.  The  first 
clinic  was  held  on  Sunday  morning,  June  7th,  in  the  Mem- 
orial Park  School,  and  seven  hundred  and  eighty-one 
residents  of  Rockland  received  first  Polio  shots.  The  sec- 
ond clinic  was  held  on  Sunday  morning  June  21st,  at 
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which  time  seven  hundred  and  forty-five  residents  re- 
turned for  second  injections.  The  third  and  final  clinic 
will  be  held  on  the  last  Sunday  in  February  1960,  at  the 
same  place  and  same  hours.  All  the  Doctors,  without  ex- 
ception, participated  in  this  program,  as  well  as  an  effi- 
cient group  of  nurses,  clerical  workers  and  a  group  of 
women  from  the  Canteen  Service  of  the  Red  Cross. 

Rules  and  Regulations  covering  Day  Care  to  Child- 
dren,  in  Kindergarten  and  Nursery  Schools,  have  been 
compiled  and  published  in  the  local  paper.  The  printing 
of  these  rules  on  Day  Care  to  Children,  completes  the  new 
and  revised  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  pamphlets  covering  these  are  available  at  the  Board 
of  Health  Office. 

A  Toxoid  Clinic  was  conducted  this  past  year  on 
March  11,  April  1,  and  May  13th,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Lough  assisted  by  the  School  Nurses.  There  were  two 
hundred  and  forty-one  (241)  inoculations  of  Double  Anti- 
gen given  free  to  pre-school  and  first  grade  children.  A 
parent  or  guardian  of  each  child  was  required  to  sign  a 
Consent  Card  before  the  inoculations  were  given.

We  would  like  to  point  out  that  all  communicable 
diseases  are  reportable  to  the  Board  of  Health.  This  is 
a  State  Law,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  householder  as  well 
as  the  physician  to  do  so.  These  communicable  diseases 
are  reported  by  the  Board  of  Health  weekly  to  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health,  as  well  as  to  the  District 
Health  Office.  The  dog,  cat  and  rabbit  bites  are  also  re- 
ported to  the  Inspector  of  Animals,  Mr.  Condon,  who 
causes  the  animals  to  be  restricted  for  a  period  of  at  least 
two  weeks.  If  the  animal  has  been  destroyed,  the  head 
is  brought  to  the  State  Laboratory  by  the  Inspector  of  Ani- 
mals, for  diagnosis.  Mr.  McCraith  is  in  charge  of  the  Sani- 
tation Department  as  well  as  the  upkeep  of  the  Town 
Dump,  which  is  used  more  and  more  each  year.  An  in- 
creased number  of  residents  bring  rubbish  and  waste  ma- 
terial to  the  dump,  and  do  not  go  to  the  rear  of  the  area, 
although  signs  are  posted  asking  users  to  do  so.  This 
causes  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  bull-dozer  in  keeping 
the  entrance  clear. 

The  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  wish  to 
thank  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Rockland,  who  have 
helped  to  keep  our  Town  clean  and  free  from  disease.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOOD  INSPECTOR 

Gentlemen : 

The  following  is  my  report  for  the  year  1959. 

There  were  over  eleven  hundred  official  inspections 
made  of  food  handling  establishments.  Complaints  were 
received  and  they  ranged  from  foreign  matter  in  canned 
goods  to  foods  being  served  in  an  unsanitary  manner.  All 
complaints  were  investigated  and  where  justified  correc- 
tion was  requested  and  action  taken  to  have  correction 
made. 

Swab  testing  was  carried  out  and  proved  most  suc- 
cessful in  determining  the  weakness  in  sanitary  practices 
and  quality  of  bactericidal  used.  There  was  a  total  of 
nineteen  swab  tests  taken  in  the  six  cafeterias  of  the  Rock- 
land School  System.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  every 
one  was  excellent.  Also,  the  managers  and  their  assist- 
ants have  done  a  good  job  to  maintain  a  balanced  diet 
under  sanitary  conditions. 

As  is  customary,  all  milk  and  oleomargarine  permits 
were  issued  in  the  month  of  May. 

There  was  appropriated  in  1959  the  sum  of  $200.00 
for  Food  Inspection  expenses.  This  appropriation  was  ex- 


pended as  follows:

Inspection  Forms  30.75 

Miscellaneous  Supplies  2.45 


Total  expended  $196.83

The  Welfare  Department  administers  to  four  cat- 
egories of  assistance : 

(1)  OLD  AGE  ASSISTANCE 

Current  case  load  —  212  cases.  This  is  the  largest 
category  and  the  greater  part  of  our  budget  is  ex- 
pended on  Old  Age  Assistance.  The  total  amount 
for  1959  was  $221,917.00.  The  Federal  and  State 
Governments  reimburse  the  Town  of  Rockland  for 
approximately  83  %  of  the  amount  expended  on 
Old  Age  Assistance. 


(2)  AID  TO  DEPENDENT  CHILDREN 

The  total  amount  of  aid  granted  in  1959  was 
$41,708.00.  The  current  case  load  —  29  families. 
The  State  and  Federal  Governments  reimburse  the 
Town  of  Rockland  approximately  88%  of  the 
amount  expended  on  Aid  to  Dependent  Children. 


(3)  DISABILITY  ASSISTANCE 

Current  case  load  —  20  cases.  A  category  of  assis- 
tance for  people  eighteen  years  of  age  or  older  with 
a  basic  factor  that  the  applicant  be  medically  estab- 
lished as  totally  and  permanently  disabled.  The  to- 
tal amount  of  aid  granted  in  this  category  was 
$24,364.00.  The  Federal  and  State  Governments  re- 
imburse the  Town  of  Rockland  75%  of  this  amount. 
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(4)  GENERAL  RELIEF 

We  have  carried  a  very  small  case  load  in  this  cat- 
egory for  1959.  The  total  amount  of  money  expend- 
ed was  $8,061.00. 

In  addition  to  the  above  amounts,  we  have  paid  to 
other  towns  for  Old  Age  Assistance  to  people  with 
Rockland  settlements,  the  amount  of  $2,358.23. 
The  amount  of  $1,534.33  was  paid  to  other  towns 
for  General  Relief  granted  to  recipients  with  Rock- 
land settlements. 

SUMMARY 

Old  Age  Assistance  continues  to  show  a  slight  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  recipients.  However,  the  total 
cost  shows  very  little  decrease  due  to  the  ever-increasing 
medical  cost.  Both  Disability  Assistance  and  Aid  to  De- 
pendent Children  categories  show  an  increase  in  numbers 
and  an  increase  in  the  total  amount  spent. 

The  Director  of  Public  Assistance  attended  the  Civil 
Defense  School  at  Topsfield,  Massachusetts  for  one  week 
in  1959  and  was  briefed  on  the  duties  of  the  Public  Wel- 
fare Departments  in  case  of  enemy  attack  and  the  utiliza- 
tion of  community  resources  by  Civil  Defense  Welfare 
Services. 

Direct  grants  to  recipients  were  $162,286.00.  The 
total  amount  paid  for  medical  services  was  $95,793.14 
in  1959. 

The  ever-increasing  need  for  keeping  records  for  the 
Federal  and  State  requirements  necessitates  additional 
files  each  year  and  we  are  now  in  the  position  of  being 
very  badly  in  need  of  more  space  for  the  Welfare 
Department.

Eighty-sixth  Annual  Report 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  building  applica- 
tions for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1959. 

During  the  year  beginning  January  1,  1959,  I  issued 
180  building  permits.  Included  were  permits  for  new 
dwellings,  additions,  remodeling,  alterations,  one  and 
two  car  garages,  and  miscellaneous  buildings. 

For  the  year  of  1959,  Rockland  had  a  total  of  124 
new  dwellings,  59  more  than  1958,  with  an  estimated 
construction  valuation  of  one  million,  one  hundred  forty 
thousand,  nine  hundred  eighty-two  dollars  and  eighty 
cents.  ($1,140,982.80) 

All  other  permits  issued  for  additions,  etc.,  had  an 
estimated  construction  valuation  of  one  hundred  forty- 
three  thousand,  nine  hundred  fifty-two  dollars  and  thirty- 
six  cents.  ($143,952.36) 

Total  estimated  construction  valuation  for  the  year 
was  one  million,  two  hundred  eighty-four  thousand, 
nine  hundred  thirty-five  dollars  and  sixteen  cents. 
($1,284,935.16).  The  total  estimated  construction  valua- 
tion for  1958  v/as  $662,329.60.  1959  showed  an  increase 
in  all  building  construction  of  $622,605.56.  New  dwelling 
construction  valuation  increased  by  $582,481.20  over  the 
previous  year,  and  all  other  type  of  construction  increased 
by  $40,064.36. 

The  Building  Department  of  the  Town  of  Rockland 
has  been  supported  solely  by  the  Building  Inspector,  over 
the  past  several  years. 

For  the  average  five  (5)  room  dwelling  a  building 
permit  fee  of  $12.00  is  charged ;  this  building  fee  is  divid- 
ed into  three  inspections: 
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(1)  Inspection  of  the  foundation. 

(2)  Inspection  of  the  framing. 

(3)  Final  inspection  upon  completion. 

Permit  fees  for  additions,  remodeling,  alterations, 
one  car  garages  and  miscellaneous  buildings  cost  $3.50, 
for  which  approximately  $3,500  worth  of  construction 
can  be  done. 

Out  of  these  fees,  I  must  pay  my  expenses;  such  as 
automobile  allowance,  clerical,  postage,  registered  mail, 
and  many  other  incidental  expenses.  I  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  building  permit  fee  for  a  new  dwelling  be 
set  at  $2.00  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  construction 
valuation.  For  additions,  alterations,  remodeling,  garages 
and  the  like  a  minimum  fee  of  $3.00  plus  $1.00  for  each 
$1,000.00  and  fraction  thereof  of  the  cost  of  construction 
in  excess  of  $1,000.00.  For  commercial  businesses,  and  all 
other  such  buildings  a  minimum  fee  of  $20.00  plus  $1.00 
for  each  $1,000.00  and  fraction  thereof,  of  cost  of  con- 
struction in  excess  of  $10,000.00.  All  such  costs  for  all 
types  of  building  construction  to  be  estimated  by  the 
Building  Inspector. 

All  the  buildings  have  been  inspected  by  the  Build- 
ing Inspector  as  required  by  the  Town  Building  Construc- 
tion Code  and  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  to  all  other  officials  of  the  town  throughout 
the  year  for  their  cooperation.

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To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Rockland : 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  2,  1959, 
under  Article  No.  45,  it  was  VOTED:  to  establish  a 
Committee  to  be  known  as  the  Drainage  Committee  con- 
sisting of  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Board 
of  Health,  Highv/ay  Surveyor,  and  the  Finance  Committee 
for  the  purpose  of  correcting  drainage  problems  in  such 
locations  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  locations  of  correc- 
tive or  construction  work  to  be  determined  by  joint  con- 
sultation of  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Board  of  Health,  Highway  Surveyor,  and  the  Finance 
Committee,  each  Board  to  cast  one  vote  in  the  final  deter- 
mination of  work  locations  including  all  drainage  on  road 
construction,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health  to 
serve  as  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  with  responsibility 
of  calling  meetings  as  advisable. 

Committee  Meetings  were  held  monthly  in  the  Con- 
ference Room  of  the  Tov/n  Offices,  and  attendance  at 
these  meetings  was  excellent.  At  each  meeting,  represent- 
atives of  different  sections  of  the  Town  were  present  to 
discuss  drainage  problems.  However,  the  main  objective 
of  the  Drainage  Committee  was  the  installation  of  a  new 
storm  drain  on  East  Water  Street,  from  Union  Square  to 
the  Cushing  Brook,  and  there  had  been  appropriated 
$50,000.00  under  Article  No.  47,  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  referred  to  above,  for  this  purpose. 

Bids  were  prepared  by  the  Perkins  Engineering 
Associates.  Opening  of  the  bids  took  place  on  June  9th, 
1959  at  8:30  P.M.  Twelve  bids  had  been  received,  and 
were  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Drainage  Committee.

The  award  was  made  to  the  lowest  bidder,  Tower

The  retaining  wall  of 
a  Town  Brook  on  property  on  Spring  Street,  was  rebuilt, 
at  a  cost  of  $125.00.  This  work  was  done  by  the  Del  Prete 
Construction  Company.

There 
are  now  no  funds  in  the  Drainage  Committee  Account.  A 
proposed  budget  has  been  presented  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee with  the  above  problems  in  mind. 

Legal  questions  concerning  drainage  problems  were 
referred  to  the  Town  Counsel  for  a  ruling  and  the  author- 
ity and  responsibility  of  this  Committee  was  clarified  by 
the  Town  Counsel. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members 
of  the  various  Boards  for  their  interest  and  support  of 
this  very  worthwhile  committee.  Their  interest  was  evi- 
denced by  almost  one  hundred  percent  attendance  at 
meetings.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Director  of  Vet- 
erans' Services  for  the  year  1959. 

With  the  continued  growth  of  the  population  of  the 
Town,  due  mainly  to  the  numerous  new  housing  develop- 
ments, the  veteran  population  continues  to  increase  pro- 
portionately. This  condition  is  prevalent  in  most  other 
towns  of  comparative  size,  population  and  commuter 
distance  from  large  cities  of  the  Commonwealth.  As  in 
the  case  of  other  Town  Departments,  this  report  is  pre- 
pared while  reading  of  still  another  proposed  large  de- 
velopment of  750  units  in  the  Beech  Hill  area  of  Town. 
It  is  readily  assumed  that  a  large  percentage  of  the  new 
residents  in  that  development  will  be  war  veterans.  As  in 
the  past,  this  will  result  in  another  increase  in  the  service 
work  dealing  with  the  Veterans  Administration  for  vet- 
erans and  their  dependents. 

A  new  Veteran's  pension  program.  Public  Law  86- 
211,  was  enacted  by  Congress  on  August  29,  1959  and  will 
become  effective  on  July  1,  1960.  This  law  does  not  effect, 
in  any  way,  any  veteran  who  is  receiving  service-connect- 
ed disability  compensation.  It  is  a  law  which  makes 
available,  under  certain  conditions,  a  pension  for  a  totally 
disabled  veteran  or  for  a  widow  of  a  veteran  and/or  his 
children.  For  the  first  time  a  widow  of  a  World  War  II 
or  Korean  War  veteran  will  become  eligible  for  pension 
benefits  on  an  equal  basis  with  the  widow  of  a  World  War 
I  veteran. 

This  pension  is  not  automatic,  and,  in  the  case  of  a 
veteran,  it  must  be  proven  by  medical  evidence  and  exam- 
ination that  he  is  totally  and  permanently  disabled  for 
purposes  of  employment  and  earning  a  living  for  himself 
and  his  family.  The  pension  is  subject  to  annual  income 
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limitations  from  other  sources  and  the  pension  rates  are 
best  termed  as  ''modest". 

It  is  expected  that  the  local  Veterans'  Service  Office 
will  receive  many  inquiries  on  the  new  law  and  requests 
for  assistance  in  filing  the  applications  for  the  pension 
benefits.  Numerous  documents  are  necessary  with  each 
application  to  substantiate  the  claim  and  it  often  proves 
time-consuming  to  complete  and  file  one  such  claim.  This 
office  plans  on  holding  open  meetings  in  the  evening  sev- 
eral times  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  law  to  explain 
the  entire  pension  program. 

A  review  of  applications  for  pension  and/or  com- 
pensation made  to  the  VA  over  a  period  of  four  years 
through  this  office,  and  the  number  of  awards  granted, 
shows  that  a  total  of  $60,507.00  is  received  annually  by 
war  veterans  or  their  survivors  in  Rockland.  This  figure 
does  not  show  any  awards  made  prior  to  1955,  nor  does  it 
include  any  awards  made  in  which  the  veteran  or  depend- 
ent eventually  died.  This  anual  income  in  the  form  of 
federal  funds  substantially  reduces  the  amount  of  money 
which  the  Town  would  find  necessary  to  expend  to  those 
veterans  and  their  dependents  in  need. 

In  Veterans  Benefits,  a  total  of  $18,092.84  was  ex- 
pended during  1959.  This  figure  does  not  include  adminis- 
trative costs  but  does  include  $485.80  appropriated  under 
Article  25  in  the  1959  Warrant  for  unpaid  bills  of  1958. 

The  number  of  cases  in  receipt  of  Veterans  Benefits 
change.s  continuously  throughout  the  year  and  averages 
out  to  a  figure  between  50  and  60  cases  in  a  year. 

The  office  is  open  to  veterans  and  their  dependents 
for  assistance  and  advice  in  dealing  with  the  Veterans 
Administration  and  other  governmental  agencies  both 
federal  and  state.  These  other  activities  include :  employ- 
ment, housing,  pension  and  compensation  claims,  burial 
allowances,  headstones,  burial  flags,  discharge  reviews 
and  corrections,  education  and  on-job  training,  GI  Loans, 
Medical  and  dental  out-patient  treatment,  hospitalization, 
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all  phases  of  GI  insurance,  state  bonus  applications,  tax 
abatements,  annual  income  questionaires,  military  funer- 
als, awards  and  decorations,  discharge  photostating  and 
recording  and  many  other  miscellaneous  activities. 

In  this  report  I  would  like  to  remind  all  World  War  II 
veterans  that  the  deadline  in  filing  applications  for  GI 
Loans  is  July  27,  1960.  Korean  War  veterans  have  until 
January  31,  1965. 

The  location  of  the  Board  of  Health  Office  in  the 
Veterans  Service  Office  continues  to  benefit  both  de- 
partments resulting  in  better  services  to  persons  having 
business  with  one  or  the  other. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, town  officials,  veterans  organizations  and  other  in- 
terested citizens  who  have  assisted  this  office  during  the 
past  year.

Agent  for  the  year  1959. 

The  deaths  of  all  veterans  during  the  past  year 
were  properly  recorded  together  with  locations  of  graves, 
military  service  data  and  all  other  essential  information, 
A  total  of  fourteen  veterans  living  in  Rockland  died  during

the  year  and  five  other  veterans,  not  residents  of  Rock- 
land, were  interred  in  Rockland  cemeteries. 

The  Town  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  John 
McQuaide,  last  surviving  veteran  of  the  Spanish  War,  on 
May  15,  1959.  Mr.  McQuaide  served  as  commander  of 
Peter  A.  Bowler  Camp  No.  63  USWV  from  1951  until  his 
death.  During  the  Spanish  War  he  served  as  a  private 
with  Company  M,  4th  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry,  a  unit 
known  as  ''McKinley's  Own''.  He  was  interred  in  Holy 
Family  Cemetery  and  was  accorded  full  military  honors 
by  the  veteran  and  patriotic  organizations  of  the  Town. 
In  good  health,  until  a  year  before  his  death,  he  was  a 
frequent  visitor  to  the  Rockland  Veterans'  Service  Office 
on  behalf  of  the  widows  and  survivors  of  other  deceased 
Spanish  War  veterans.  The  street  flags  of  the  Town  were 
displayed  at  half  mast  for  three  days  in  respect  for  this 
old  soldier. 

Two  other  Spanish  War  veterans,  members  of  the 
Peter  Bowler  Camp,  survive  but  reside  in  other  towns. 

Veterans  graves  in  all  of  Rockland's  cemeteries  were 
suitably  decorated  by  veteran  and  patriotic  organizations 
for  Memorial  Day  and  Veterans  Day. 

U.S.  Government  veterans  headstones  were  ordered, 
delivered,  and  placed  on  the  unmarked  graves  of  several 
war  veterans. 

Recommend  an  appropriation  of  $500.00  for  the  care 
of  veterans  graves  for  the  year  1960.

Gentlemen: 

During  the  year  of  1959,  I  have  received  and  heard 
79  requests  for  the  interpretation  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws 
from  persons  interested  in  obtaining  information  on  the 
Zoning  By-Laws. 

Of  this  amount,  29  public  hearings  were  held  for 
Zoning  variances  from  the  petitioners  because  they  did 
not  come  within  the  requirements  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws. 

I  attended  24  of  these  Public  Hearings,  and  sent  out 
73  letters  to  the  various  petitioners. 

Twenty-nine  of  the  petitioners  properties  were  in- 
spected and  viewed  before  public  hearing.  These  29  prop- 
erties were  inspected  after  the  Public  Hearings  to  see  if 
the  requirements  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws  were  complied 
with. 

Twelve  gravel  pits  within  the  town  were  inspected. 
There  are  two  legal  cases  on  gravel  pits  pending  trial  in 
Superior  Court.  The  cost  of  legal  fees  for  the  preliminary 
inspections  amounted  to  $190.00.  A  cost  of  $20.00  also 
occured  when  my  automobile  became  mired  in  one  of 
these  gravel  pits,  on  an  inspection.  These  expenses  were 
paid  from  the  budget  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals, 
from  legal  fees,  as  there  is  no  budget  set  up  for  the  En- 
forcement of  the  Zoning  By-Laws. 

There  is  much  clerical  work  attached  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Zoning  By-Law,  and  incidental  expenses,  such 
as  postage,  registered  mail,  return  receipts,  telephone, 
auto  expenses,  office  supplies  and  such  have  been  paid  by 
the  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer.  I  have  spent  approxi- 
mately 327  hours  on  Enforcement  of  the  Zoning  By-Law. 
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I  sincerely  hope  you  will  give  the  Zoning  Dept.  some 
consideration,  when  it  comes  up  for  discussion  on  the  floor, 
at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  all  the  other  town  departments  for  their 
helpful  assistance  during  the  year.

Gentlemen : 

The  following  activities  have  been  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  year  1959 : 

1.  A  complete  study  of  the  Civil  Defense  Laws  estab- 
lished by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

2.  The  examination  and  recording  of  all  equipment 
and  material  of  a  non-expendable  nature  which 
has  been  purchased  during  the  past  years  by  the 
Town  of  Rockland,  and  the  location  of  such  equip- 
ment, and  material. 

3.  A  complete  study  of  the  Civil  Defense  administra- 
tion files  of  the  town. 

4.  A  terrain  study  of  the  town  and  the  various  de- 
partments to  determine  the  proper  Civil  Defense 
organization  necessary  to  give  maximum  assis- 
tance to  the  residents  of  Rockland  in  the  event  of 


an  emergency. 
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5.  The  attendance  of  Civil  Defense  personnel  to  the 
Radiological  School  conducted  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Civil  Defense  Agency  has  given  Rockland  a 
qualified  instructor  in  the  field  of  fallout  and  the 
use  of  detection  instruments. 

6.  The  reviewing  of  the  Survival  Plan,  w^hich  super- 
cedes all  other  operations  plans  and  established 
in  compliance  v^ith  Federal  and  State  Agencies. 
This  plan  is  required  under  the  Acts  of  Congress, 
August  1958,  and  knov^n  as  Public  Law  85-606, 
which  amends  the  original  Civil  Defense  Laws. 

In  spite  of  the  criticism  I  have  received  from  various 
quarters,  the  above  activities  have  been  accomplished, 
but  the  apparent  lack  of  interest  in  Civil  Defense  has 
caused  the  organization  to  remain  at  a  standstill. 

The  active  units  that  function  satisfactorily  are  the 
Auxiliary  Police,  Communications,  Radiological  fallout, 
Canteen  and  First  Aid.  These  units  are  constantly  work- 
ing to  improve  their  efficiency,  to  be  of  service  to  the 
general  public,  should  the  occasion  arise. 

Revised  Civil  Defense  Air  Raid  Instructions 

If  there  is  danger  of  an  enemy  plane  or  missile  attack 
and  we  have  enough  time  to  evacuate  the  town  our 
WARNING  SIGNAL  will  be  NINE  BLASTS  on  the  fire 
alarm  Repeated  Four  Times.  Factory  whistles  will  also 
be  blown  if  time  permits. 

Go  Home  At  Once.  Pack  blankets,  Clothes,  Food, 
First  Aid  Kit,  Water.  Shut  off  all  Utilities,  and  be  pre- 
pared to  leave  for  a  Two-Week  Period.  Make  space  in 
your  car  for  neighbors  who  need  transportation. 

The  Mass.  Survival  Plan  directs  that  Rockland  citi- 
zens move  away  from  the  probable  target  area  by  follow- 
ing Route  123  (Centre  Ave.)  southwest  to  Route  18  (Bed- 
ford St.,  in  Abington)  and  thence  to  Bridgewater  where 
lodging  is  to  be  provided.  One  of  our  Selectmen  will 
evacuate  to  Bridgewater  and  act  as  Rockland's  Town 
Gov't  while  there. 
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The  Mass.  Survival  Plan  also  directs  the  Rockland 
Civil  Defense  Organization  to  evacuate  to  Pembroke  Cen- 
ter via  Rts.  139-3-14  with  a  percentage  of  heavy  equip- 
ment, fire  and  rescue  etc.,  from  where  they  will  attempt 
salvage  and  re-organization  of  Rockland  as  soon  as  attack 
is  over.  Portable  short-wave  radio  will  furnish  communi- 
cations between  Bridgewater,  Pembroke  and  Rockland. 

If  attack  is  expected  at  once,  our  TAKE  COVER 
SIGNAL  will  be  a  series  of  TWO  BLASTS  on  the  fire 
alarm,  Repeated  Continuously  for  Three  Minutes.  Factory 
whistles  will  also  sound  if  time  permits. 

Take  cover  at  once.  If  at  work,  go  to  those  areas  in 
your  place  of  employment  designated  as  shelters.  At 
present,  Rockland  does  not  have  designated  public  shel- 
ters, but  wherever  one  may  be,  take  cover  in  the  Most 
Protected  Place  Available. 

There  will  be  no  whistles  signals  for  the  **ALL 
CLEAR".  First  information  will  come  to  the  State  C.  D. 
Director,  who  will  await  reports  of  radioactive,  chemical, 
or  biological  contamination,  before  announcing  the  safe 
areas  over  public  news  broadcasting  media.  Tune  your 
A.M.  radio  to  a  CONELRAD  station  (640  or  1240kc)  on 
your  dial,  for  emergency  instruction  and  listen  for  Civil 
Defense  Public  Address  System  (Loud  Speakers)  for 
local  conditions.  Stay  under  cover  until  you  are  definitely 
sure  that  the  ''ALL  CLEAR"  signal  has  been  broadcast. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  we  will  never  have  to  use  this 

plan.

The  average  family  has  a  financial 
stake  estimated  at  one  hundred  fifty  dollars  per  year  in 
savings  by  weights  and  measures  enforcement. 

The  next  time  you  make  a  purchase  at  a  store  look 
at  the  scale  upon  which  your  parcel  is  weighed.  You  will 
notice  a  small  seal  on  it,  which  I  placed  there.  This  is 
your  guarantee  that  you  are  getting  full  net  weight  on 
everything  properly  v/eighed  on  these  scales.  It  also  pro- 
tects the  merchant  from  giving  away  the  profits  of  his 
business  by  overweight. 

Inspections  are  made  of  stores  frequently  for  re- 
weighings. 

Gasoline  vending  pumps,  grease  meters,  oil  measur- 
ing meters  are  sealed  annually. . 

Pedlars  must  have  licenses  and  these  are  checked  by 

me. 

I  protect  both  buyer  and  seller  alike.  My  job  is  to 
see  that  everybody  gets  as  near  as  possible  what  he  pays 
for  —

Again  it  is  my  privilege  to  submit  my  report  to  you 
for  the  year  of  1959. 

As  Tree  Warden,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  eighty 
(80)  trees  have  been  planted  by  the  town.  I  have  super- 
vised the  planting  of  162  trees  by  Oman  Realty  Company 
and  54  trees  by  Ward  and  Johnson  Contractors. 

I  have  planted  four  (4)  types  of  Maples,  they  being; 
Norway,  Sugar,  Schinedler  and  the  new  Crimson  King 
Maple,  a  patented  tree.  The  Moraine  Locust  and  the  Plane 
Tree  are  very  satisfactory  shade  trees  and  are  being  used 
more  and  more. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  the  trees  grow  and  grace 
our  streets  and  highways. 

As  your  Tree  Warden,  I  have  had  to  remove  approxi- 
mately 182  trees  mostly  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease. 

I  have  trimmed  and  checked  over  120  Hardwood 
Trees  of  various  species  for  cavities  and  bacteria. 

I  have  attended  monthly  meetings  of  the  Tree  War- 
dens Associations  and  several  tree  conferences  held  at 
Massachusetts  State  College  and  Waltham  Field  Stations. 

Now  I  may  submit  my  report  of  the  Gypsy  Moth 
Trapping  program.  Those  unfamiliar  with  the  trapping 
program  may  be  interested  to  know  that  we  put  out 
forty  (40)  traps,  (can  type  traps)  each  are  spaced  about 
1/2  mile  apart.  These  traps  are  lined  with  tanglefoot 
attractant  containing  the  organ  of  15  female  moths.  Once 
the  moth  is  entangled,  I  remove  it  and  send  it  into  Amherst 
for  a  report. 
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I  have  received  824  calls  during  the  current  season, 
either  complaints  or  otherwise. 

I  have  sprayed  all  the  trees  three  (3)  times,  under 
the  guidance  of  Mr.  Charles  Parkhurst,  Local  District 
Superintendent.  I  have  reported  to  him  personally  which 
is  mandatory  for  the  Moth  and  Dutch  Elm  Accounts. 

I  have  dusted  the  swamps  with  D.D.T.,  as  has  been 
required  by  the  State  Department. 

To  close  my  report  I  will  say  that  all  town  officials 
have  been  very  kind  during  my  season.  I  am  dealing  with 
nature,  I  can't  tell  what  the  next  day  might  bring,  but  as 
your  Tree  Warden,  I  will  give  you  the  best  that  my  educa- 
tion and  knowledge  will  allow.

In  July  1959,  $45,000.00  was  borrowed  towards  fi- 
nancing the  construction  of  a  drain  on  East  Water  Street, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Drainage  Committee,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Vote  of  the  Town  on  March  2,  1959.

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To  the  Citizens  of  Rockland: 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  report  the  activities  of 
this  Commission  were  limited  to  the  first  four  months  of 
the  year.  This  unfortunate  situation  was  brought  about 
by  certain  unprecedented  actions  of  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  on  April  28, 1959,  and  was  beyond  our 
control. 

Efforts  commenced  in  1958  to  establish  an  industrial 
park  zone  were  continued  in  1959  through  meetings  and 
much  hard  work  with  the  Zoning  and  Planning  Boards, 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  land  owners  and  representa- 
tives of  prospective  new  industries.  The  fruition  of  these 
efforts  came  early  in  1959  with  the  actual  location  of  a 
new  industry  on  Hingham  Street,  and  the  rezoning  of 
some  500  acres  for  industrial  park  uses  by  the  annual 
town  meeting.  As  a  result  of  the  interest  expressed  in 
this  area  by  still  another  prospective  industry,  surveys 
were  commenced  to  determine  the  availability  of  land 
and  services  for  its  use,  but  we  were  forced  to  suspend 
activities  prior  to  their  completion,  and  that  prospect  then 
located  in  Sanford,  Maine. 

Based  upon  the  success  of  our  1958  display,  the 
Commission  decided  that  Rockland  should  participate  in 
the  industrial  exhibition  at  the  1959  Brockton  Fair.  The 
space  for  a  large  display  was  reserved,  and  commitments 
for  participation  by  a  large  number  of  Rockland  industries 
had  been  obtained  by  April. 

A  meeting  with  the  state  engineers  was  held  on 
January  19,  1959,  in  an  effort  to  determine  the  ultimate 
fate  and  course  of  Union  Street.  It  was  learned  that  the 
relocation  of  this  road  was  to  be  done  in  two  stages,  and 
only  the  plans  for  the  first  stage  had  been  settled  upon. 
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Plans  for  the  first  stage  were  obtained,  and  they  pertain 
to  reconstruction  of  Weymouth  Street  to  Hingham  Street. 
The  second  stage  of  the  project  will  be  entirely  within 
the  town,  and  will  warrant  close  attention. 

Much  time  was  spent  in  meetings  and  conferences 
with  the  commissions  of  other  towns  in  an  effort  to  deter- 
mine and  solve  common  problems.  In  some  instances 
considerable  travel  and  expense  was  involved,  all  of  which 
was  paid  by  the  members  from  their  own  funds. 

This  Commission  was  forced  to  cease  functioning  on 
April  28,  1959,  at  which  time  it  was  abolished  and  its 
members  summarily  discharged  by  vote  of  a  majority  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Believing  that  action  to  be  un- 
justified, illegal  and  contrary  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
town,  the  members  requested  the  Selectmen  revoke  their 
action  voluntarily,  and  that  request  was  refused.  At  their 
own  expense,  the  members  then  appealed  to  the  courts 
for  judicial  review  and  determination.  In  a  decision  filed 
on  November  24,  1959,  Superior  Court  Justice  Francis 
Good  ruled  that  the  action  of  the  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  illegal  and  ordered  them  to  revoke  it  and 
reinstate  the  members.  As  of  December  31,  1959,  the 
members  of  this  commission  had  not  been  notified  of  their 
reinstatement  as  ordered  by  the  court,  and  operations 
remained  in  a  state  of  suspension. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  assistance  and  sup- 
port given  us  by  Selectman  Arthur  H.  Marks  during  the 
year.

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The  Planning  Board  submits  herewith  its  annual  re- 
port for  the  year  1959,  together  with  its  recommendations 
for  the  ensuing  years. 

Subdivision  Control 

The  construction  of  ways  and  services  within  two 
subdivisions  were  satisfactorily  completed  during  the 
year.  They  were  an  extension  of  Warren  Avenue  by  Stan- 
ley Feener,  and  an  extension  of  Nevens  Circle  by  Ward 
&  Johnson,  Inc.  Bonds  posted  by  the  respective  devel- 
opers have  been  released. 

Subdivisions  approved  in  previous  years  and  still  un- 
der construction  include  Manzella  Court,  Wyman  Fields, 
Rockland  Highlands,  Stanley  Avenue  and  Webster  Acres. 

One  new  subdivision  plan  was  approved  during  the 
year.  The  property  involved  is  located  on  the  northerly 
side  of  West  Water  Street,  and  contains  fifty-eight  resi- 
dential building  lots.  Roy  V.  Nelson  &  Sons,  Inc.,  of  Wey- 
mouth is  the  owner  and  developer. 

Numerous  plans  of  lots  on  accepted  town  ways  have 
been  received,  and  endorsed  as  not  subject  to  regulation. 
Such  an  endorsement  is  required  by  law  if  the  plan  is  to 
be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds. 

The  rationing  of  new  water  services  by  the  Joint 
Water  Board  was  commenced  in  1959.  As  a  result,  we 
have  encountered  new  practical  and  legal  problems  as 
to  both  old  and  new  subdivisions,  which  have  thus  far 
been  solved  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

Legislation  enacted  in  1959  by  the  legislature  has 
continued  the  trend  reported  last  year  as  favoring  the  de- 
veloper. Such  gradual  narrowing  of  the  authority  and 
discretion  of  local  boards  is  making  it  increasingly  more 
difficult  for  them  to  serve  their  community  in  the  manner 
which  is  expected  of  them. 
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Zoning 

The  most  important  accomplishment  of  the  year  in 
the  field  of  zoning  was  the  addition  of  an  industrial  park 
zone  to  our  by-law,  and  the  actual  establishment  of  such 
a  zone  in  the  northerly  extremity  of  the  town.  Our  pre- 
diction that  this  area  would  adjoin  and  have  access  to 
the  Southeast  Expressway  is  now  about  to  become  a  real- 
ity. Construction  of  the  expressway  through  this  very 
area  will  commence  in  1960.  Rockland  is  ready  and  wait- 
ing for  this  new  life  giving  artery  of  commerce. 

Urban  Planning  Assistance  Program 

The  Federal  Housing  Act  of  1954,  Title  7,  provides 
matching  federal  funds  to  further  local  planning  studies. 
This  financial  assistance  may  be  sought  only  if  the  local 
program  is  approved  by  certain  state  and  federal  agen- 
cies, and  does  not  involve  detailed  plans  for  a  specific  pu- 
blic work. 

The  1958  annual  meeting  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$2,500.00  under  Article  17,  to  be  used  by  this  Board  for 
participation  in  this  program.  None  of  this  money  has 
been  expended  or  committed  to  date.  Many  of  the  basic 
studies  which  would  meet  with  governmental  approval 
have  already  been  done  in  Rockland,  while  others  would 
be  premature  until  such  time  as  the  course  of  the  South- 
east Expressway  was  settled  and  the  expansion  of  the 
Naval  Air  Station  is  completed.  Both  of  these  contingen- 
cies will  have  great  effect  on  the  future  of  the  town,  and 
are  matters  over  which  we  have  little  or  no  control.  We 
are  now  certain  of  the  expressway,  but  still  in  doubt  as 
to  the  ultimate  extent  to  which  the  Air  Station  will  ex- 
pand, and  what  will  be  done  for  us  in  the  relocation  of 
Union  Street. 

We  shall  continue  to  defer  action  in  this  field  until 
our  circumstances  become  stabilized,  and  Rockland  again 
has  the  opportunity  to  be  the  master  of  its  own  destiny 
through  sound  planning. 
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Union  Street  Relocation 

The  closing  of  North  Union  Street  will  be  a  serious 
blow  to  the  convenience  and  welfare  of  the  town.  It  is 
beyond  our  control,  and  certain  to  occur  during  the  year 
1960.  A  substitute  road  has  been  promised  by  the  state 
and  federal  agencies  involved,  but  only  through  plan- 
ning, hard  work  and  perseverance  can  we  be  sure  that 
the  town's  interests  will  be  paramount  to  expediency  in 
the  location  and  construction  of  such  a  road. 

To  that  end,  this  Board  prepared  and  presented  to 
the  Selectmen  a  thoroughly  studied  and  engineered  plan 
for  the  relocation  of  Union  Street.  It  has  been  approved 
by  all  interested  town  departments,  and  presented  by  the 
Selectmen  to  the  state  and  federal  agencies  as  represent- 
ing Rockland's  demands  in  the  matter. 

Final  approval  of  the  plan  and  the  many  problems 
of  financing  and  construction  are  yet  to  come.

We  sincerely  appreciate  the  time  and  assistance  giv- 
en us  by  the  Highway  Surveyor  and  all  other  town  de- 
partments during  the  year.  We  are  also  most  grateful  to 
the  residents  of  the  Town  for  their  confidence  and  sup- 
port. 
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A  special  ''thank  you"  to  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  Planning  Division,  is  long  overdue. 
This  agency  efficiently  furnishes  us  with  a  great  variety 
of  services  every  year,  and  its  staff  of  experts  are  always 
available  to  us  for  consultation  without  cost  to  the  town. 

Recommendations 

1.  That  an  industrial  park  zone  be  established  on 
•'Beech  Hill"  to  protect  and  encourage  the  exist- 
ing industry,  and  to  reserve  that  vast  area  of 
virgin  land  for  future  industrial  development. 
Articles  to  this  effect  have  been  prepared  for  in- 
sertion in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing of  1960. 

2.  That  the  zoning  by-law  be  amended  by  increas- 
ing the  minimum  residential  lot  width  to  one 
hundred  ten  (110)  feet  and  the  minimum  total 
area  of  same  to  twelve  thousand  one  hundred 
(12,100)  square  feet.  Articles  to  this  effect  have 
been  prepared  for  the  warrant. 

3.  That  the  Town  purchase  or  take  a  parcel  of  un- 
developed land  south  of  the  intersection  of  Con- 
cord and  Summer  Streets  so  as  to  reserve  same 
as  a  site  for  future  sewage  needs  of  the  town. 
Articles  to  this  effect  have  been  prepared  for 
the  warrant. 

4.  That,  to  promote  the  convenience  of  the  public 
and  the  efficient  conduct  of  town  business,  more 
adequate  facilities  be  provided  in  the  town  offices 
for  the  public  meetings  and  hearings  of  the  vari- 
ous town  boards.

The  trustees  of  the  Memorial  Library  report  as  follows: 

The  circulation  of  children's  books  continues  to  in- 
crease. Their  room  is  so  overcrowded  that  the  trustees  are 
recommending  that  a  children's  room  be  made  in  the  base- 
ment. Since  large  numbers  of  students  use  the  library  for 
study,  additional  facilities  for  reference  work  is  needed. 
A  new  room  for  children  would  release  the  space  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose. 

Miss  Ann  Leahy,  assistant  librarian,  resigned  in  May 
to  accept  another  position.  Her  place  was  filled  by  Miss 
Mary  Mannion  who  resigned  in  October  to  be  married. 
Mrs.  Barbara  (William  H.)  Mclver  of  North  Abington 
was  unanimously  elected  to  the  position.  Mrs.  Mclver  is 
a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  Teachers'  College  where  she 
majored  in  Library  Science.  Mrs.  Mclver  has  done  addi- 
tional work  in  this  field  at  Simmons  College.  She  was  for- 
merly employed  at  the  Brockton  Public  Library.  Her  qua- 
lifications in  training  and  experience  make  her  a  valuable 
addition  to  the  staff. 

During  the  summer  additional  black  top  was  put  at 
the  back  of  the  parking  area  and  on  the  slope  of  the  lawn 
adjacent  to  the  parking  area  to  prevent  further  soil  ero- 
sion. A  sign  was  erected  in  the  parking  lot  prohibiting  its 
use  as  a  pla>  ground.  A  chain  link  fence  was  put  up  at  the 
back  to  replace  the  old  wooden  fence  which  was  falling 
apart. 

Repairs  were  made  on  the  furnace  and  plumbing  re- 
pairs were  also  necessary.  A  leak  in  the  roof  had  to  be 
fixed. 

A  bequest  of  $1000.00  has  been  received  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Sarah  W.  Peterson  for  which  the  trus- 
tees are  grateful.  The  trustees  accepted  with  pleasure 
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the  gift  of  two  books  on  conservation  which  were  presen- 
ted by  local  girls,  members  of  the  Bluebirds.  A  gift  from 
the  Literary  Department  of  the  Woman^s  Club  is  appre- 
ciated, as  well  as  two  other  gifts  which  were  contributed 
anonymously. 

The  board  has  voted  to  accept  a  fifty  star  flag  which 
will  be  presented  by  the  local  Servicemen's  Association. 
It  will  be  placed  in  the  rotunda.

The  eightieth  report  of  the  library  is  herewith 
submitted. 

A  total  of  50,376  books  and  magazines  have  been 
loaned  for  home  and  school  use.  Although  there  was  no 
gain  over  last  year,  the  juvenile  circulation  increased  but 
the  adult  circulation  decreased  even  though  we  had  the 
outstanding  books  of  the  year,  both  in  fiction  and  non- 
fiction. 

The  average  monthly  circulation,  4198.  The  largest 
number  loaned  in  one  day,  325.  The  smallest  number 
loaned  39,  during  the  Christmas  season. 

Character  of  books  loaned;  Literature,  two  percent; 
history  and  travel,  three  percent;  biography,  four  per- 
cent; miscellaneous,  six  percent;  fiction,  thirty-two  per- 
cent; fiction,  (juvenile),  twenty-seven  percent;  mis- 
cellaneous, (juvenile)  twenty-three  percent;  magazines, 
three  percent. 

At  the  end  of  December,  1959,  the  library  has  30,202 
volumes  in  its  collection.  There  were  1049  books  added 
by  purchase  (including  replacements)  and  42  were  pre- 
sented.

We  wish  to  thank  all  others  who  presented  the  li- 
brary with  books  and  magazines. 

A  beautiful  fifty  star  American  flag  was  presented 
the  library  by  the  Servicemen's  Association,  the  presenta- 
tion being  made  by  Dr.  James  B.  Gallagher  and  accepted 
by  Mr.  Burton  L.  Gushing,  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  library.  The  flag  stands  in  the  center  of  the 
rotunda  and  is  an  inspiration  to  all  as  they  enter  the  li- 
brary, and  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  for  such  a  beau- 
tiful gift. 

This  year  the  Vacation  Reading  Club  was  a  Book 
Parade  and  w^as  well  patronized. 

The  forty-first  celebration  of  National  Children's 
Book  Week  with  the  slogan  ''Go  Exploring  In  Books"  was 
held  from  November  1  -  7  and  there  was  a  large  display 
of  new  books  for  children  of  all  ages  with  appropriate 
posters  and  book  marks  for  all  patrons  of  the  library. 

The  roof  over  the  stack  room  had  to  be  repaired  and 
new  water  pipes  had  to  be  replaced  as  they  had  begun 
to  leak. 

Miss  Ann  M.  Leahy  resigned  in  May  to  take  another 
position  and  Miss  Mary  Mannion  was  engaged  to  take  her 
place  for  the  summer.  She  resigned  October  10  to  be 
married  and  Mrs.  Barbara  Mclver  was  engaged  for  the 
position  and  began  work  November  2.

In  general,  the  administration  of  the  Zoning  By-Law 
as  adopted  by  the  vote  of  the  Town  has  proceeded 
smoothly. 

Our  loss,  and  the  loss  to  the  community,  by  the  death 
in  August  of  Mr.  Robert  D.  Estes,  was  felt  deeply.  As  a 
member  of  the  Board  since  its  inception,  his  calm  and 
considerate  judgement  was  of  immeasurable  benefit  to 
us  and  will  be  greatly  missed. 

The  majority  of  variance  petitions  acted  upon  were 
for  minor  adjustments  of  lot  sizes,  sidelines,  etc.  in  the 
more  heavily  settled  parts  of  the  Town.  - 

Permits  for  the  removal  of  fill,  gravel,  etc.  presented 
several  problems  to  the  Board.  The  granting  of  such  per- 
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mits  included  conditions  under  which  removal  operations 
shall  be  carried  on.  Such  conditions  are  intended  to  pro- 
tect the  assets  of  the  Town  and  the  welfare  of  all  of  us  as 
taxpayers  by  having  the  end  result  of  the  operation  leave 
the  Town  with  reasonably  acceptable  areas  instead  of 
useless  and  unsightly  scars  on  the  land  which  are  usu- 
ally abandoned,  and  in  general,  after  being  depleted, 
produce  a  very  minimum  of  revenue  to  the  Town.  Vis- 
ible results  of  past  operations  in  the  Town  and  the  re- 
cent and  past  experience  of  other  communities  was  con- 
sidered by  the  Board  in  setting  up  reasonable  rules  to 
apply,  where  applicable,  to  fill  removal  permits. 

In  several  instances  amendments  to  the  Zoning  By- 
Law  are  indicated  for  clarification  and  more  complete 
and  efficient  operation  and  enforcement.  The  probable 
necessity  for  time  to  time  amendment  of  Zoning  provi- 
sions was  forecast  in  the  report  of  the  Planning  Board 
in  the  1958  Town  Report.  Such  procedure  is  normal  and 
reflects  awareness  of  conditions,  changing  times,  and  the 
necessity  for  constructive  action  by  the  voters  to  assure 
the  orderly  future  growth  and  development  of  the  Town. 
The  Board^s  opinions  and  recommendations  have  been 
presented  to  the  Planning  Board  for  their  action. 

We  wish  to  express  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  Town 
Clerk,  Zoning  Enforcement  Officer,  Planning  Board,  Se- 
lectmen and  other  departments  which  have  co-operated 
with  and  have  been  of  assistance  to  us  in  carrying  out 
the  administration  of  your  Zoning  By-Law.

We  have  audited  the  books  and  records  of  the  vari- 
ous departments  of  the  town  and  submit  herev^ith  the 
following  report: 

The  treasurer's  receipts  were  verified  and  disburse- 
ments properly  vouched  for  and  in  accord  with  the  war- 
rants of  the  various  departments.  Bank  reconciliation 
had  not  been  completed,  therefore  a  check  or  verifica- 
tion was  not  possible  at  time  of  audit. 

The  Tax  collector's  receipts  were  in  accord  with  his 
returns  to  the  treasurer.  A  direct-by-mail  check  of  un- 
paid taxes  revealed  no  discrepencies. 

The  town  clerk's  records  were  examined  and  his 
accounts  verified  with  returns  to  the  treasurer.  Receipts 
payable  direct  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
were  properly  acknowledged  by  the  State  authority. 

The  books  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  audited  and  his  collections  vouched  for  by  the 
treasurer. 

The  records  of  the  public  library  were  checked  and 
verified  and  in  agreement  with  the  payments  to  the  town 
ofl^ice. 

Collections  by  the  inspector  of  plumbing  and  inspec- 
tor of  buildings  were  verified  with  their  payments  to 
the  treasurer. 

The  books  of  the  water  department  were  checked 
and  all  collections  properly  acknowledged  by  the  treas- 
urer. 

The  records  of  the  disbursements  of  the  school  de- 
partment were  in  accord  with  the  school  warrants. 

The  receipts  of  the  school  cafeterias  were  checked 
with  their  respective  deposits  in  the  Rockland  Trust 
Company  and  found  to  be  correct.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  the 
Town: 

Herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment Committee  as  authorized  by  vote  of  the  Town  under 
Article  #57  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  2, 
1959. 

In  performing  its  assigned  duty  the  Committee  held 
eight  meetings  at  which  at  least  five  members  were  in 
attendance,  and  after  extensive  examinations  of  facts  in 
many  categories  including  correspondence  and  confer- 
ences with  surrounding  town  superintendents  of  public 
works,  and  others  concerned  with  this  investigation,  your 
Committee  has  reached  the  following  conclusions : 

A.  There  is  a  definite  need  for  a  Public  Works  De- 
partment in  the  Town  of  Rockland,  below  listed  are 
a  few  advantages: 

Centralize  Purchasing 
Inventory  Control  of  Materials 
Machine  Pool 
Labor  Pool 

Planning  for  the  future 

B.  Operation  of  Department: 

Carry  out  the  instructions  voted  at  the  annual 
town  meeting  each  year. 

Support  and  assist  in  the  development  of  all 
civic  and  public  activities. 

Serve  as  a  source  of  helpful  information  for  the 
citizenry  of  the  community. 

Provide  the  best  services  possible  for  the  Town 
at  a  minimum  cost  by  elimination  of  duplication. 
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Board  found  that  45  towns  plus  numerous  cities  in 
the  Commonwealth  have  Public  Works  Departments  and 
we  were  unable  to  locate  any  town  that  established  a 
Public  Works  Department  and  discontinued,  at  a  later 
date. 

We  find  that  to  place  the  various  departments  of  the 
Town,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  an 
alternative  to  establishing  a  Public  Works  Department, 
would  not  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

After  a  detail  study  of  the  above,  it  was  unanimously 
recommended  by  your  Committee  that  the  Town  take  the 
necessary  steps  in  adopting  a  Department  of  Public 
Works.  With  this  in  mind  your  committee  inserted  in  the 
Town  Warrant  an  article  for  your  approval  and  action. 

We  again  would  like  to  repeat  that  this  report  is 
only  a  recommendation  of  your  Committee.  To  insure 
action  on  its  recommendations,  it  must  have  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  various  Boards,  and  most  of  all  you  the  voters.

The  blanket  fire  insurance  coverage  premium  for  the 
year  of  1960  is  $14,420.00  which  is  $3,600.31  less  than  the 
year  1959.  The  following  coverages  under  Article  9  are 
the  figures  including  charges  involving  cancellations  and 
rewrite  of  certain  contracts  as  of  January  1,  1960  for  the 
budget  of  1960  due  to  the  fact  the  truck  coverage  and  oth- 
er policies  that  have  coverages  from  January  1  to  Decem- 
ber 31  amounts  to  $13,361.10  to  which  we  have  added  for 
the  first  time  $316.20  for  public  liability  coverage  of  the 
Little  League  and  athletic  field  which  totals  $13,677.30. 

During  the  past  nine  months  there  has  been  credit 
savings  of  $180.78;  this  years  credits  at  the  moment  will 
be  $840.00  plus  a  discount  which  will  lower  the  cost  of 
the  blanket  coverages  as  this  will  be  the  first  and  start- 
ing year  of  the  blanket  coverages. 

This  will  permit  the  taxpayer  to  know  the  exact  cost 
of  town  insurance  which  heretofore  was  unknown  is  as 
follows:

The  committee  has  for  the  first  time  equalized  cov- 
erages of  the  automobiles,  public  liability  including  the 
town  hall  and  parks,  added  boiler  insurance  not  previ- 
ously insured,  equalized  both  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments, along  with  the  required  ten  per  cent  increase  of 
the  workmen's  compensation  rates.

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In  reporting  on  the  project's  activities  and  accom- 
plishments in  1959,  our  second  year  of  operation,  there 
have  been  successful  advances  made  toward  the  program's 
number  one  objective.  Namely,  the  best  possible  control 
of  species  capable  of  transmitting  encephalitis  or  other 
virus. 

Naturally  we  were  disappointed  that  the  overall 
reduction  of  nuisance  type  mosquitoes  was  not  evident. 
As  in  all  eastern  states  this  past  summer,  the  mosquito 
population  ranged  to  an  all  time  high.  Up  to  mid-July 
this  region  had  15.16  inches  of  rainfall  in  fifty  days  and 
with  the  normal  quoted  as  5.63  inches,  the  mosquito 
breeding  went  beyond  any  normal  control. 

Eastern  Equine  Encephalitis 

This  subject  continues  to  be  vital  to  southeastern 
Massachusetts  and  current  research  in  the  area  shows  that 
virus  activity  is  yet  present  in  wild  bird  life.  Until  this  year 
the  only  outbreak  of  human  cases  was  in  this  region  and 
it  was  assumed  that  we  were  most  vulnerable  to  future 
outbreaks. 

Therefore,  we  continued  to  emphasize  our  surveys 
toward  the  location  of  breeding  sites  of  the  vector  species 
of  mosquitoes  and  in  no  instance  did  we  hesitate  to  expend 
monies  toward  that  goal.  This  meant  treating  some  water 
areas  weekly  and  each  week  we  were  locating  new  areas 
that  were  contaminated  by  sewage  water  seepage  or  its 
being  directed  to  same,  even  the  storm  sewer  catch  basins 
were  not  immune  to  this  contamination. 

While  we  did  not  have  a  single  reported  case  of  en- 
cephalitis in  humans  or  horses  in  this  state,  the  1959  New 
Jersey  outbreak,  with  28  human  cases  and  19  deaths 
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should  prove  to  us  and  convince  the  responsible  officials, 
that  if  necessary  the  entire  budget  should  be  concentrated 
toward  the  prevention  of  even  one  such  loss  of  life. 

Drainage 

This  phase  of  control  continues  to  be  the  best  invest- 
ment on  a  long  range  control  program,  it  not  only  elimi- 
nates the  source  of  breeding  but  it  gradually  reduces  the 
repeated  and  costly  applications  of  insecticide  on  wetland 
and  urban  areas.  The  project  is  now  equipped  with  a 
power  trencher,  mounted  on  a  tractor  designed  for  use  in 
swamps  and  salt  marshes.  This  unit  will  produce  drain- 
age ditching  that  would  not  be  possible  with  seventy 
additional  men. 

Aerial  Spraying 

This  operation  is  very  important  where  a  serious 
nuisance  develops  and  immediate  results  are  necessary. 
Financially,  the  project  was  not  designed  to  expend  large 
sums  on  this  type  of  temporary  control,  yet  we  find  it  a 
valuable  supplement  to  our  long  range  efforts  and  must 
budget  a  part  of  our  funds  for  such. 

Summary 

With  all  of  our  personnel  having  had  two  seasons  of 
experience,  plus  the  accumulated  data  obtained  on  breed- 
ing sites  throughout  the  county  and  the  addition  of  our 
power  trencher,  we  should  in  a  summer  of  normal  rain- 
fall readily  realize  the  progress  of  our  program. 

We  have  continued  to  work  cooperatively  with  all 
related  municipal  agencies  and  with  these  pooled  re- 
sources, the  public's  confidence  will  never  be  betrayed  by 
indifferent  service  or  any  abuse  in  the  use  of  insecticides.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  May  18,  1959  it  was 
voted  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  investigate  the  advisa- 
bility of  appointing  a  Town  Accountant  as  follows : 

Article  8.  Voted  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a 
Committee  of  five  to  investigate  the  advisability  of  ap- 
pointing a  Town  Accountant,  said  committee  to  make  its 
report  in  the  town  report  for  1959  and  that  this  same 
article  with  the  added  words  '*or  take  any  other  action 
relative  thereto"  be  inserted  in  the  Warrant  for  the  1960 
annual  town  meeting. 

The  article  read  as  follows: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Town  Accountant  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41,  Section  55  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  said  appointment  to  be  made  after  the  Town 
Election  of  1960  and  not  later  than  April  1,  of  1960. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  May  18,  1959  Mod- 
erator James  Kenney  appointed  the  following  individuals 
to  serve  on  the  Committee : 

H.  Bernard  Monahan 
M.  Vincent  Fitzgibbons 
Ernest  C.  Park 
Dr.  Joseph  Lelyveld 
Philip  J.  Healey 

A  number  of  officials  were  interviewed  to  obtain 
their  views.  Systems  of  other  towns  were  studied  to  ob- 
tain a  comparison  of  the  adequacy  of  our  own  system. 
The  State  Audit  was  reviewed,  including  the  accounting 
system  now  in  effect,  to  analyze  for  any  desirable  features 
that  might  be  lacking.

In  reviewing  the  State  Audit  completed  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1958  two  undesirable  situations  were  mentioned. 

1.  Difficulty  experienced  in  reconciling  the  monthly 
bank  statements. 

2.  A  considerable  detail  checking  was  necessary 

in  order  to  properly  reconcile  the  collector's  ac- 
counts. 

The  period  of  the  audit  was  a  greater  interval  than 
usual  but  it  is  evident  both  of  the  above  items  consumed 
a  great  deal  of  time  by  the  State  Auditors  and  added  ma- 
terially to  the  cost  to  the  town.  The  exact  cost  of  the  audit 
is  not  available  at  this  time  but  it  is  estimated  to  be  in 
excess  of  $5,000.00. 

In  the  change  in  administration  in  the  Highway  De- 
partment it  was  discovered  that  approximately  $8,200.00 
was  outstanding  in  unpaid  bills  for  the  year  1958.  This 
is  a  very  serious  matter  as  practically  all  of  the  expendi- 
tures were  in  excess  of  appropriations  and  therefore  had 
not  been  considered  and  approved  at  a  town  meeting. 
Under  Section  64,  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  this 
imposes  a  considerable  problem  to  the  Selectmen  as  they 
have  the  tedious  task  of  checking  all  of  these  unpaid  bills. 
In  order  to  present  them  at  a  town  meeting  for  considera- 
tion all  bills  have  to  be  certified  to  by  the  vendors  and 
proof  submitted  that  materials  or  services  were  actually 
rendered  to  the  town. 

The  firms  to  whom  the  amounts  are  owed  are  nat- 
urally critical  as  they  delivered  the  materials  and  services 
in  good  faith  and  have  not  yet  been  paid.  Such  a  situa- 
tion creates  very  bad  public  relations  for  the  town. 

Sections  55,  56,  57  ,  58,  59,  60  and  61  of  Chapter  41 
of  the  General  Laws  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  a  Town 
Accountant  were  reviewed  in  detail.  It  is  the  opinion  of 
this  Committee  that  the  duties  and  administrative  obliga- 
tions these  sections  impose  upon  a  Town  Accountant 
would  correct  the  unsatisfactory  accounting  conditions 
the  committee  feel  exist. 
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Following  a  number  of  meetings  and  examination  of 
the  various  books  of  accounts  the  committee  evaluated 
the  following  items  as  desirable  reasons  for  appointing 
a  town  accountant. 

Expenditures  in  excess  of  appropriations 

Under  our  present  accounting  system  the  accounting 
officer  would  have  no  knowledge  an  appropriation  had 
been  exceeded  until  the  bill  was  presented  for  payment. 
A  purchase  requisition  system  would  correct  this  situa- 
tion. 

A  purchase  requisition  system  requires  each  officer, 
department  head,  board  of  committee  authorized  to  ex- 
pend money  to  initiate  a  purchase  order  for  supplies,  ma- 
terials or  contract  for  services.  All  purchase  orders  must 
be  in  triplicate ;  one  to  be  designated  for  the  vendor,  one 
to  be  designated  for  and  delivered  to  the  town  account- 
ant, and  one  to  be  designated  for  the  files  of  the  officer, 
department  head,  board  or  committee  issuing  the  order. 
The  order  designated  for  the  vendor  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  town  accountant  and  shall  not  be  delivered  to  the 
vendor  until  the  town  accountant  shall  have  certified 
thereon  that  there  is  sufficient  unencumbered  balance  of 
the  appropriation  to  be  charged  to  pay  the  amount  due 
under  the  order.  V erbal  orders  may  be  given  for  orders 
for  supplies,  materials  and  services  for  a  nominal  amount, 
(usually  $20.00  to  $25.00).  Such  verbal  orders  have  to 
be  confirmed  in  writing  on  the  day  orders  are  giVen  and 
immediately  transmitted  to  the  town  accountant  and  shall 
be  subject  to  his  certification  as  aforesaid. 

Each  head  of  a  department,  board  or  committee  au- 
thorized to  expend  money  shall  furnish  the  town  account- 
ant at  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  a  list  of  bills  remain- 
ing unpaid,  showing  to  whom  and  for  what  due,  and  their 
amounts;  and  the  town  accountant  shall  incorporate  the 
same  in  his  annual  report  covering  the  financial  transac- 
tions of  the  town.  A  final  warrant  can  be  prepared,  usual- 
ly as  of  January  10th  listing  bills  received  after  the  end 
of  the  year.  By  checking  out  the  commitments  or  encum-

bered  amounts  all  bills  can  be  processed  or  listed  as  un- 
paid with  assurance  of  accuracy. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  specific  requirement 
that  the  department  heads  abide  by  the  above  regulation 
and  our  accounting  officer  would  have  no  means  of  know- 
ing an  expense  had  been  committed  and  a  bill  was  out- 
standing. 

The  posting  of  each  purchase  requisition  before  ap- 
proval would  assure  the  town  that  each  department  was 
operating  within  the  appropriation  voted  and  that  all  ex- 
penditures were  in  accordance  with  the  intent  of  the  arti- 
cle or  budget  item.  Expenditures  have  been  made  that 
were  beyond  the  scope  of  the  article  and  this  is  not  correct 
procedure.  The  authority  is  in  the  hands  of  the  voters  to 
decide  for  what  purposes  money  shall  be  spent  and  the 
amount  that  is  to  be  spent.  If  an  error  has  been  made  in 
the  article  or  appropriation  it  should  be  referred  back  to 
the  voters  for  a  decision.  The  voters  may  then  vote  to  re- 
scind the  original  action  or  vote  an  additional  sum  to  com- 
plete the  project  as  intended. 

Under  our  present  system  the  expenditure  has  been 
made  and  the  materials  used  before  the  situation  is  dis- 
covered. The  approval  of  expenditures  before  the  fact 
would  prevent  such  practice. 

Under  the  purchase  requisition  system  the  incurring 
of  expenditures  in  excess  of  appropriations  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  town  accountant  would  be  a  very  serious 
matter.  Section  31  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws 
covers  liabilities  in  excess  of  appropriation  and  is  so  im- 
portant that  it  is  quoted  viz : 

''No  department  financed  by  municipal  revenue  or  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  taxation,  of  any  city  or  town,  ex- 
cept Boston,  shall  incur  a  liability  in  excess  of  the 
appropriation  made  for  the  use  of  such  department, 
each  item  recommended  by  the  mayor  and  voted  by 
the  council  in  cities,  and  each  item  voted  by  the  town 
meeting  in  towns,  being  considered  as  a  separate  ap- 
propriation except  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency 
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involving  the  health  or  safety  of  persons  or  property, 
and  then  only  by  a  vote  in  a  city  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  of  the  city  council,  and  in  a  town  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  all  the  selectmen." 

Any  officer  who  violates  or  authorizes  or  directs  any 
official  or  employee  to  violate  such  provision  is'liable  for 
fine  or  imprisonment;  and  the  selectmen  shall,  and  five 
taxpayers  may  report  such  violation  to  the  District  At- 
torney, who  shall  investigate  and  prosecute, 
who  shall  investigate  and  prosecute. 

Under  the  above  provision  it  would  appear  reasona- 
ble to  assume  that  no  town  official  would  be  so  imprudent 
as  to  exceed  an  appropriation  at  the  risk  of  prosecution. 

The  town  accountant  also  has  the  authority  to  dis- 
allow any  bill  that  he  considers  fraudulent,  unlawful  or 
excessive.  In  addition,  if  within  the  judgment  of  the  town 
accountant,  it  appears  that  the  liabilities  incurred  against 
any  appropriation  may  be  in  excess  of  the  unexpended 
balance  thereof,  he  shall  immediately  notify  the  selectmen 
and  the  board,  committee,  head  of  department  or  officer 
authorized  to  make  expenditures  therefrom.  This  require- 
ment imposes  a  very  strict  regulation  and  control  upon  the 
expenditure  of  funds. 

If  the  voters  feel  a  purchase  requisition  system  should 
be  adopted  then  a  town  By-Law  should  be  adopted.  Such 
a  by-law  will  be  included  in  the  warrant  for  the  voters  to 
decide  this  issue. 

Monthly  statement:  Under  the  State  Accounting  sys- 
tem the  general  ledger  provides  a  method  of  arranging  the 
controlling  accounts  of  all  financial  transactions  of  the 
town. 

The  accounts  in  the  general  ledger  are  separated  and 
grouped  in  sections  as  follows:

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Fifth  Trust  Funds 

Prom  the  ledger,  information  relative  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  several  appropriations  may  be  obtained  readily 
and  the  administrative  officers  may  be  kept  constantly  in- 
formed of  the  amounts  expended,  also  of  the  amounts 
available  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  This  information 
is  very  necessary  for  efficient  administration  and  import- 
ant in  viev^  of  the  statute  which  expressly  forbids  the  in- 
curring of  liabilities  in  excess  of  the  appropriations  made 
for  the  use  of  the  several  departments. 

Unless  the  work  of  the  various  departments  is  well 
planned,  it  will  be  found  that  the  appropriations  will  be 
exhausted  before  the  end  of  the  year,  with  much  work 
still  to  be  done.  The  usual  recourse  then  is  to  hold  a  spe- 
cial town  meeting  to  provide  additional  funds.  Special 
town  meetings  should,  in  so  far  as  possible,  be  held  only 
for  matters  of  extreme  importance  to  the  town  and  not 
for  situations  of  poor  planning.  A  monthly  statement 
would  indicate  an  appropriation  shortage  was  developing 
and  serve  as  a  partial  determent. 

An  attendance  of  200  can  appropriate  money  at  a 
special  town  meeting,  a  figure  of  less  than  4%  of  the  reg- 
istered voters.  We  should  either  increase  the  quorum  fig- 
ure or  take  a  greater  civic  responsibility  and  attend  spe- 
cial town  meetings. 

Regular  comparison  and  reconciliation:  As  stated 
above  the  general  ledger  provides  a  means  of  control  in 
that  it  has  the  totals  and  balances  of  all  accounts.  At  any 
time  if  the  monthly  balances  in  the  detail  accounts  do  not 
agree  with  the  control  account  then  there  is  an  indication 
that  an  error  has  developed  in  some  manner. 

The  outstanding  items  that  caused  an  unnecessary 
amount  of  detailed  checking  and  increased  the  cost  of  the 
audit  was  failure  to  reconcile  bank  statements  regularly 
and  to  check  the  control  ledger  against  the  tax  collector's 
detail  records.  The  town  accountant  by  means  of  the  gen- 
eral ledger,  could  work  closely  with  the  Treasurer  and 
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Tax  Collector  and  assist  in  correcting  incidental  errors. 
If  these  incidental  errors  are  allowed  to  accumulate  over 
a  period  of  months  undetected  it  becomes  necessary  to 
devote  many  hours  of  tedious  work  to  ferret  them  out. 
To  be  more  specific  the  following  items  should  be  cor- 
rected : 

1.  Failure  to  report  tax  title  takings  and  transfers 
of  subsequent  taxes  to  the  tax  title  account  to 
the  accounting  officer  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

2.  Failure  to  turn  over  all  cash  to  the  Treasurer  at 
the  end  of  the  year  with  the  consequences  it  is 
not  reflected  in  the  balance  sheet. 

3.  Various  differences  existing  in  tax  accounts  be- 
cause of  incorrect  postings  or  incorrect  report- 
ing. 

4.  Foreclosure  proceedings  on  all  tax  title  property 
held  over  two  years  should  be  instituted  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  50  of  Chapter  60  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Because  of  the  increase  in  the  volume  of  work  in  both 
the  tax  collector's  office  and  that  of  the  Treasurer  this 
committee  feels  they  would  both  benefit  from  the  assist- 
ance a  town  accountant  could  give  them.  Whether  or  not 
these  two  departments  have  sufficient  clerical  assistance 
to  carry  out  the  duties  of  the  office  is  beyond  the  scope  of 
this  committee  to  determine. 

Auditors:  If  the  town  should  choose  to  approve  a 
town  accountant  the  position  of  Town  Auditor  could  be 
abolished  if  the  town  so  voted.  The  salaries  of  the  Audi- 
tors total  $540.00  annually. 

The  Auditors  of  a  town  have  certain  duties  which  in- 
clude the  examination  of  books  and  accounts  of  all  town 
officers  and  committees  intrusted  with  the  receipt,  custody 
or  expenditure  of  money,  and  all  original  bills  and  vou- 
chers on  which  money  has  been  or  may  be  paid  from  the 
treasury.  Differences  in  detail  records  and  the  control 
ledger  and  unpaid  bills  are  not  the  type  of  error  the  audi- 
tors would  be  likely  to  detect. 
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Under  Section  50  of  Chapter  41  of  the  general  laws 
the  auditors  are  only  required  to  examine  the  accounts 
at  least  once  in  each  year,  and  once  in  each  year,  verify 
the  cash  balance  of  each  of  such  officers  and  committees 
by  actual  count  of  the  cash  and  by  reconciliation  of  bank 
balances,  and  shall  insert  in  their  annual  report  their  cer- 
tificate under  oath  of  the  facts  so  found. 

For  the  sum  of  $540.00  the  Auditors  must  of  neces- 
sity concern  themselves  principally  with  the  accounting 
of  cash  received  which  is  an  important  function.  They 
cannot  be  expected  to  perform  the  administrative  duties 
of  a  town  accountant. 

Whether  or  not  the  town  feels  the  sum  of  $540.00  is 
a  small  premium  to  provide  a  double  check  that  all  cash 
is  properly  accounted  for  is  a  matter  for  the  voters  to  de- 
cide. An  article  will  be  included  in  the  warrant  for  the 
voters  to  make  this  decision. 

Contracts:  Among  the  duties  of  a  town  accountant 
is  the  responsibility  of  custody  of  all  contracts  of  the  town, 
including  a  register  of  the  sureties  on  all  bonds  of  indem- 
nity given  to  the  town.  Our  present  system  provides  no 
central  control  of  this  very  important  function.  Each  de- 
partment handles  its  own  contracts  and  the  adequacy  of 
the  contracts  depends  upon  the  experience  of  the  depart- 
ment and  the  attention  given  to  them.  The  Town  Ac- 
countant could  serve  as  a  source  of  assistance  to  the  de- 
partment that  only  infrequently  prepare  contracts  and 
assist  them  in  the  form,  preparation  and  execution.  All 
bills  processed  under  the  terms  of  a  contract  would  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Town  Accountant  and  for 
this  reason  he  should  be  assured  contracts  were  properly 
prepared  and  executed. 

At  the  special  town  meeting  held  in  May  1959  the 
town  voted  that  no  contract  for  work,  or  other  services 
other  than  professional,  could  be  performed  for  the  town, 
or  the  purchase  of  materials,  supplies  or  equipment,  the 
estimated  cost  of  which  is  estimated  to  cost  one  thousand 
dollars  or  more  shall  be  awarded  by  any  officer  unless  bids 
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have  been  solicited. 

It  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Town  Account- 
ant to  see  that  this  By-Law  was  strictly  adhered  to.  He 
would  have  the  power  in  his  hands  to  refuse  to  pay  any 
bill  that  in  his  judgment  required  a  bid  as  specified. 

Insurance:  Certain  flaws  were  found  to  exist  in  our 
insurance  and  the  town  voted  at  the  annual  meeting  of 

1958  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  the  Chairman 
of  the  School  Committee  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Asses- 
sors act  as  a  committee  to  negotiate  for  a  blanket  form  of 
insurance  for  all  types  of  insurance  purchased  by  the 
town  and  to  purchase  such  blanket  policies  for  the  year 

1959  and  thereafter  if  such  types  of  blanket  policies  were 
found  to  be  advantageous  to  the  town.  The  report  of  this 
committee  is  not  available  at  this  time. 

Such  a  specialized  study  with  expert  assistance 
should  provide  a  better  and  more  complete  form  of  cov- 
erage plus  savings  in  blanket  type  of  insurance.  We  could 
assure  ourselves  that  the  work  of  this  committee  will  not 
be  lost  if  the  policies  were  considered  as  contracts  and 
held  by  the  Town  Accountant  as  an  assistant  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

Insurance  is  a  means  by  which  the  town  pays  a  pre- 
mium to  protect  its  interest  and  the  interests  of  its  em- 
ployees. We  should  be  able  to  feel  secure  that  we  have 
provided  the  best  possible  coverage  at  the  lowest  cost 
consistent  with  the  interest  of  the  town  and  its  employees. 

Financial  Reports  Many  agencies  provide  study 
data  and  analysis  of  towns  for  the  benefit  of  officials  and 
Finance  Committees.  Such  reports  could  no  doubt  be  con- 
sidered a  nuisance  but  they  do  represent  a  certain  value. 
The  preparation  of  a  monthly  balance  sheet  available  to 
all  departments  and  the  Finance  Committee  would  be  of 
great  value  and  eliminate  the  necessity  of  each  depart- 
ment attempting  to  keep  its  own.  A  town  accountant  is 
required  to  prepare  such  a  balance  sheet. 

The  law  requires  that  the  Selectmen  prepare  a  finan- 
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cial  report  for  the  town  and  publish  it  in  the  town  report. 
Such  a  report  has  been  prepared  each  year  by  the  ac- 
counting officer  and  in  a  form  recommended  by  the  State 
Accounting  system. 

Accounting  Ofl&cer:  It  has  been  the  practice  in 
Rockland  for  the  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen  to  keep  the 
books  as  accounting  officer  in  a  sort  of  dual  position.  A 
separate  appropriation  is  made  for  the  accounting  officer 
and  it  is  not  mandatory  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Select- 
men assume  the  duties  of  accounting  officer.  The  Select- 
men could  employ  an  outside  employee  if  they  so  desired 
under  our  present  system. 

No  appropriation  is  made  for  clerical  assistance  for 
the  Accounting  Officer  and  it  has  been  the  practice  to  use 
the  clerical  assistance  provided  for  the  Selectmen.  Be- 
cause of  the  volume  of  typing  and  multitude  of  forms  as- 
sociated with  the  accounting  it  has  been  necessary  to  use 
practically  all  of  the  assistance  for  accounting  purposes 
leaving  only  a  token  of  assistance  for  the  Selectmen.  With 
the  new  ''Open  Meeting"  regulations  it  does  not  appear 
possible  for  the  Selectmen  to  continue  without  some  form 
of  clerical  assistance  provided  them. 

We  have  mentioned  the  various  obligations  a  town 
accountant  must  comply  with  in  duties  and  reports.  There 
is  no  requirement  that  an  accounting  officer  under  our 
present  system  should  comply  with  these  regulations.  If 
they  were  attempted  they  could  only  be  successful  to  the 
extent  each  department  or  official  might  choose  to  coop- 
erate. Cooperation  alone  is  not  a  sufficient  continuing 
force  to  insure  a  job  being  done.  Specific  rules  and  regu- 
lations must  be  adopted  and  the  means  to  enforce  them 
provided  if  the  town  wishes  the  job  to  be  done  properly. 

Under  our  present  dual  system  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Selectmen  acting  as  accounting  officer  it  is  only  rea- 
sonable to  expect  that  the  volume  of  increased  duties  will 
cause  one  job  to  suffer  at  the  expense  of  the  other. 

Administration:  We  at  present  have  the  standard 
system  of  accounting  provided  by  the  State  but  we  have 
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not  provided  the  means  and  authority  to  insure  a  proper 
administration  job.  The  m.eans  could  be  provided  by  ap- 
pointing a  town  accountant.  The  authority  by  adopting 
Sections  55  to  61  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  spec- 
ifying the  duties  of  a  town  accountant  plus  the  adoption 
of  a  by-law  covering  purchase  requisitions. 

Cost  consideration:  The  only  item  the  committee 
felt  might  be  undesirable  to  appointing  a  town  accountant 
is  the  possibility  of  creating  a  new  position  with  an  ad- 
ditional salary.  If  the  town  was  content  to  operate  as  oth- 
er towns  do  without  a  full  time  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  then  no  new  position  need  be  created. 

The  salary  of  the  present  accounting  officer  is  $3,877. 
annually  and  is  inadequate  for  the  responsibilities  of  a 
Town  Accountant.  The  position  of  town  accountant  is 
held  to  be  of  high  level  and  most  towns  of  our  size  pay 
between  $5,000.00  and  $6,000.00.  A  few  towns  pay  more. 

In  order  to  secure  the  services  of  an  individual  with 
proper  ability  a  salary  range  from  $5,200.00  to  $6,000.00 
appears  to  be  necessary. 

Part  time  clerical  assistance  would  be  necessary  and 
the  amount  now  being  used  in  the  present  system  appears 
to  be  adequate. 

Perhaps  the  most  logical  solution  to  the  clerical  as- 
sistance problem  would  be  to  employ  one  individual  full 
time  to  assist  both  the  Town  Accountant  and  Selectmen 
in  place  of  the  present  part  time  clerical  assistance. 

One  item  we  should  very  clearly  emphasize  is  that 
a  town  accountant  can  correct  the  undesirable  accounting 
conditions  that  exist  but  he  cannot  correct  poor  manage- 
ment in  the  operation  of  a  department.  Such  interference 
would  be  beyond  the  scope  of  his  authority. 

Another  committee  is  studying  the  town  public  works 
form  of  operation  and  no  doubt  they  will  discuss  the  oper- 
ation of  the  various  departments  concerned.  Experience 
indicates  a  substantial  change  should  be  made  in  the  bud- 
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get  setup  of  the  Highway  department  if  the  town  account- 
ant is  to  be  expected  to  control  expenditures  in  accord- 
ance with  some  reasonable  form  of  classification.  The 
present  system  is  practically  equivalent  to  handling  the 
Highway  Surveyor  a  blank  check  for  nearly  $200,000.00. 

Recommendations:  This  committee  recommends 
that  affirmative  action  be  taken  in  voting  to  appoint  a 
Town  Accountant  and  the  following  articles  will  be  in- 
cluded in  the  annual  warrant  for  the  consideration  of  the 
voters. 

Article  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Town  Accountant  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41,  Section  55  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  said  appointment  to  be  made  after  the  town 
election  of  1960  and  not  later  than  April  1,  of  1960  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

The  date  of  April  1  is  shown  because  of  a  directive 
vote  of  the  May  1959  town  meeting.  It  is  suggested  that 
the  Selectmen  be  given  to  at  least  June  1,  1960  to  make 
the  appointment. 

Article  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Town 
By-Laws  by  adding  to  Article  IV  the  following  new  sec- 
tion : 

No  officer,  department  head,  board  or  committee  au- 
thorized to  expend  money  shall  make  purchases  of 
supplies  or  materials  or  contract  for  services  to  be 
rendered  to  the  town  without  issuing  a  written  pur- 
chase order  therefor  on  prescribed  forms  as  ap- 
proved by  the  Selectmen;  provided,  however,  that 
the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
salaries  or  wages  of  part  time  or  regularly  employed 
officers,  clerks  and  wage  earners  of  any  department 
of  the  town.  All  purchase  orders  shall  be  in  tripli- 
cate ;  one  to  be  designated  for  the  vendor,  one  to  be 
designated  for  the  files  of  the  officer,  department 
head,  board  or  committee  issuing  the  order.  The  or- 
der designated  for  the  vendor  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  town  accountant  and  shall  not  be  delivered  to  the 
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vendor  until  the  town  accountant  shall  have  certified 
thereon  that  there  is  sufficient  unencumbered  balance 
of  the  appropriation  to  be  charged  to  pay  the  amount 
due  under  the  order;  provided,  however,  that  verbal 
orders  for  supplies,  materials  or  services  to  be  render- 
ed may  be  given  for  an  amount  not  to  exceed  Twenty- 
five  dollars.  All  verbal  orders  shall  be  confirmed  in 
writing  on  prescribed  purchase  order  forms  on  the 
day  the  orders  are  given  and  immediately  transmit- 
ted to  the  town  accountant  and  shall  be  subject  to 
his  certification  as  aforesaid. 

Article  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abolish  the  posi- 
tion of  Auditor  in  accordance  with  Section  55  of 
Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws  or  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

It  is  with  great  sorrow  that  this  committee  reports 
that  Mr.  Ernest  C.  Park  was  taken  from  us  by  death. 
During  the  period  of  time  Mr.  Park  was  alloted  to  work 
with  us  he  showed  the  same  sincere  effort  that  he  applied 
to  his  work  and  church.  This  committee  would  like  to 
take  this  means  to  express  its  deep  sympathy  to  Mr.  Park's 
family  in  their  great  loss.
